The  reU'ls  are  still  in  possession  of  all  the 
gr(»und  situat.Hl  this  side  af  Ringgold  and  of 
the  extensive  chain  of  hills  which  connect  that 
city  witli  Dalton.  They  i-onsider  this  locality 
capable  of  a  protracted  resistance,  and  are  pre- 
paring to  build  upon  it  intrenehments  and  for- 
tifications of  a  formidable  character.  Beaure- 
gard is  said  to  have  been  ordcreil  to  Dalton  for 
the  purpose  of  siirveyirg  the  ground,  and  of 
establishing  on  it  a  system  of  detached  fortifi- 
cations linked  together  b^^  a  wall  several 
miles  in  length.  On  this  wall  the  negroes  lie- 
longing  to  emiirrant  i>lanters  are  said  to  be 
aclurdly  at  work.  All  this  ;riay  be  greatlv 
exaggerated,hut  it  remains'true' that  the  con- 
tinuous succession  of  hills  and  viilleys  in  that 
part  of  Georgia  renders  the  scheme,  to  some 
extent  practicable.

The  Chesapeake  moved  to  Sammbro  Har- 
bor, twenty  miles  from  Halifax,  yesterdav. 
The  U.  S.  steamer  Ellie  &  Annie  was  inform- 
ed of  the  fAct,  and  will  be  at  that  point  earlv 
this  morning.  The  Government  of  Nova  Sco- 
tia has  issued  orders  for  the  arrest  of  the 
pirates.    There  are  no  other  gunboats  here. 

The  Ella  &  Annie  captured  the  Chesapeake 
this  morning  in  Sammbro  Harbor.  All  but 
three  of  the  crew  escaped.  Soon  after  the 
capture  the  Dacatoh  came  up  and  ordered 
her  into  Halifax.  The  tliree  vessels  are  now 
here.

Wa-suixotok,  Dec.  19. 

A  gentlemen  who  has  resided  in  llich  mond 
during  tlie  past  five  j-ears,  and  who  recently 
reached  this  city,  having  left  Richmond  De- 
cember .5,  furni.<hes  the  following : 

The  garrison  of  the  citj'  and  forts  nnni'bers 
about  3,000  men,  who  are  principally  employ- 
ees of  tlie  Government.  They  are  armed 
with  Eelgiun  rifles.  The  fortificiitions  con 
sist  of  several  lines  of  entrenchnieuts,  eaith- 
and  rille  pits  beside  forts.  The  forts  are 
sparely  manned.  The  numl)cr  of  guns  mount- 
ed en  all  the  works  is  quite  iuconsiderahle 
comiiared  with  their  extent. 

At  the  time  our  prisoners  planned  an  es- 
cape. Union  men  of  Richmond  were  aware  of 
the  intended  eliort  aud  would  have  j  lined  tiie 
prisoners  had  they  succeeded.  From  the 
armorv  at  Richmond  and  the  works  at  Fay- 
ettcville,  N.  C,  about  three  hundred  guns  per 
week  are  turned  out.  All  these  guui  arc  ri- 
fled at  the  Tredegar  works. 

Their  heavy  guns  are  hooped  and  the  work 
of  thus  improving  them  is  going  on.  Arrange- 
ments arc  being  made  by  which  they  hope  to 
make  2000  rilles  per  montli.  The  princii)al 
powiier  mjxnufactury  is  in  Augusta,  Georgia. 
The  loss  of  stocking  machinery  at  Faj-etteville 
would  prove  iiTcpairable.  l-^arly  in  tlic  war 
and  until  very  late  in  the  war,  the  style  of 
projectiles  adopted  by  our  government  was 
received  from  Washington,  and  in  some 
cases  their  maufacturc  commenced  in  Rich- 
mond before  made  here. 

Our  informant  says  the  prices  current  tin- 
der quote  everything.  Flour  quoted  at  ^75 
per  barrel  actually  sells  at  ^V2o,  aud  other 
things  in  proportion. 

The  arrival  of  the  French  corv-ette  for  t!ie 
purpose  of  attending  to  the  removal  of  French 
property  had  created  considerable  feeling 
among  merchants,  and  the  people,  and  hmd 
objections  were  made  to  its  being  given  up 
unless  the  French  would  raise  the  blockade. 
All  hopes  of  foreign  iutervcntioH  had  died 
out. 

The  refusal  of  England  to  allow  the  rams 
to  sail  creates  much  indignation,  inasmuch  as 
the  rebel  authorities  had  sent  the  gold  in  ad- 
vance to  p.iy  for  them. 

South  Carolina  is  openly  denounced  in  the 
streets,  with  devout  wishes  that  the  .State 
might  be  sunk. 

The  people  arc  verj'  anxious  for  an  exchange 
of  prisoners,  and  thought  the  cessation  was  a 
plan  adopted  by  our  Government  to  prevent 
them  from  filling  their  array. 

The  systematic  starving  of  our  men  is 
spoken  of  as  being  a  policy  to  compel  us  to 
resume  exchanges.

Wasuinoton,  Dec.  21. 

lIoiSE. — The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House 
a  letter  addressed  to  the  President 
from  the  frecdman's  societies  of  Boston,  New 
York  and  Cincinnati.  It  was  refeiTcd  to  the 
committee  of  emanciiiation. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  President 
informing  the  House  that  he  had  approved 
and  signed  the  resolution  of  thanks  to  Gen. 
Grant  aud  ihc  «rmics  under  him  for  a  gold 
medal,  &e. 

Mr.  UNDERWOOD,  of  New  York,  had  his 
vote  recorded  in  the  affirmative  on  the  Green 
Clay  Smith  resolutions  adojited  on  Friday. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  DAWES,  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  d(K'uments  and  evidence  of  the 
various  contested  elections  were  ordered 
printed. 

Mr.  lUiAIR,  of  Missouri,  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  aud  Means,  introduced  a  bill 
appropriating  over  $(700,000  to  carry  into  ef- 
fect the  act  of  March,  18G2,  for  pay,  bounty 
and  pensions  to  the  ofliccrs  and  men  actually 
employed  in  the  Western,  or  Department  of 
Missouri. 

Mr.  COX,  of  Missouri,  objected  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  bill  at  this  time. 

Mr.  KING,  of  Missouri,  advocated  the  pass- 
age of  the  bill. 

Further  debate  ensued,  when  the  bill  was 
made  the  special  order  for  to-day  at  three 
o'clock. 

Mr.  SCHENCK,  of  Ohio,  from  the  Military 
Committee,  reported  a  bill  repealing  the  third 
and  tenth  sections  of  the  enrollment  act,  so 
that  the  two  classes  of  persons  to  be  drafted 
shall  be  consolidated  into  one ;  this  to  take  ef- 
fect on  and  after  its  passage.  Objection  being 
madcto  the  consideration  of  Schcnck's  report 
at  this  time,  he  temporarily  withdrew  it. 

Mr.  YOEMANS,  of  Kentucky,  offered  a 
series  of  resolutions,  setting  forth  that  a  con- 
spiracy of  persons  exists,  assuming  to  be  a 
Government  of  the  Confederate  States  for  the 
purpose  of  withdrawing  those  Stiites  from  the 
Federal  Union,  but  that  this  does  not  extin- 
guish the  political  franchise  of  such  States, 
aud  that  the  citizens  thereof  can  at  any  time 
resume  their  civil  government  •  n  the  only 
condition  that  their  constitution  is  republican ; 
tliat  is  sufficient  for  those  who  arc  loyal,  and 
qualified  by  the  election  to  resume  their  State 
Government,  .and  this  is  a  sufficient  evidence 
of  loyalty,  iS:c.  The  House  refused  to  second 
the  demand  for  the  previous  question,  when, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Lovejoy,  the  resolutions 
were  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  on  the 
Rcl>eilion6  States. 

Mr,  SPAULDING  of  Ohio  offered  a  reso- 
Itiou  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
nine  to  consider  and  report  on  the  subject  of 
a  national  bankruptcv. 

Mr.  HOLMAN  of  Indiana  moved  td^ay  the 
resolution  on  ttc  table.  Lost — 69  to  89.  The 
resolution  was  tlicn  adopted. 

Mr.  ASHLEY  of  Ohio  introduced  a  bill, 
which  was  referred,  providing  a  provisional 
milit;iry  government  in  the  military  districts 
of  the  insurgent  States,  and  authorizing  the 
loyal  citizens  thereof  to  organize  a  govem- 
uient,  republican  in  form,  and  for  other  pur- 
noses. 

Mr.  SCHENCK  introduced  a  bill  to  create 
a  bureau  of  miliiary  justice.  Referred  to  the 
committee  on  military  afiairs. 

Mr.  ASHLEY  intro<luei  d  a  resolution 
granting  the  use  of  this  Hall  for  a  public 
meeting  of  the  Frecdman's  Association. 

Mr.  COX  objected,  and  this  b}-  a  rule  of  the 
House  i)reventcd  further  action  of  the  resolu- 
tion to-day. 

Mr.  SCHENCK  moved  the  su  pension  of 
the  rules  in  order  to  take  up  the  report  and 
act  upon  the  bill  to  consolidate  the  two  class 
cs  in  the  enrollment  act  into  one.  The  vote 
was  yeas  63,  nays  GO.  Tlic  rules  were  not 
suspended,  a  two-thirds  vote  being  necessary 

Senatk. — Mr.  DIXON  introduced  various 
petitions,  jtraying  for  the  amendment  of  the 
Enrolment  Act,  so  that  ministers  of  the  Gospel 
may  be  regarded  as  non-combatants,  and  be 
employed  in  the  service  as  Chaplains. 

Mr.  "HARLAN  presented  a  j)etition  of  citi- 
zens of  Iowa,  praying  for  the  total  abolition 
of  slavery. 

>Ir.  WILSON  gave  notice  of  a  bill  to  make 
it  illegal  for  any  member  of  Congress  to  act 
as  counsel  in  any  case  in  which  the  United 
States  is  interested. 

Mr.  MORGAN  submitted  a  joint  resolution 
calling  ui)on  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the 
names  of  all  officers  and  men  of  the  regu- 
lar army  who  have  deserted  or  resigned  be- 
tween t^he  first  of  December  1860,  and  De- 
cember 1803.    Adopted. 

Mr.  FOOTE  ottered  a  similar  resolution  rel- 
tivea  to  the  Navy.

St.  Loiis,  Dec.  21. 

A  special  to  the  Democrat  from  Fort  Smith, 
Arkansas,  of  the  20th  says  : 

.\n  attack  was  made  on  the  outposts  at 
Fort  Gibson  on  the  17th,  by  Standwith's  forces 
titatcd  at  600.  He  was  repulsed  and  fell  back, 
tiiking  a  jjart  of  his  f(jrce  across  the  Arkansas 
river,  below  Fort  Gibson,  moving  north-cast. 

The  3rd  Wisconsin  Cavalry  had  just  re- 
turned from  a  successful  reconnoisance  south- 
ward. They  went  within  '^5  miles  of  Red 
River.  Finding  the  eneinv  had  changed  his 
position  since  last  advices,  they  were  unable 
to  proceed  further.  Their  return  was  a  con- 
stant skirmish  for  over  a  hundred  miles, 
strong  bodies  of  the  enemy  being  posted  at  all 
cross  roads  to  intercept  them.  They  cut 
their  way  through  some  places  anil  evaded 
other  posts  by  taking  blind  mountain  passes. 
Thejr  loss  was  trifling. 

Among  the  prisoners  captured  is  the  noto- 
rious Hardy  Lane,  who  boasts  having  killed 
over  a  hundred  Union  citizens  with  his  own 
hands. 

Information  was  received  that  two-thirds  of 
Kirby  Smith's  force  was  preparing  to  attack 
Little  Rock,  tlie  balance  anticipating  that  Mc- 
Neil's force  wanted  to  be  drawn  away  to  rein- 
force Steele,  are  to  fall  on  Fort  Smith.

THE  RUSSIAN  BANQUET  AND  RUSSIAN 

MANNERS. 

Wasuixotox,  Dec.  ■|4, 1863, — The  Russians 
gave  a  banquet  .-nd  ball  to  the  memlxrs  of 
Congress  and  their  Udics,  on  board  one  of 
their  largest  ships  at  j'llexandria.  There  was 
a  good  deal  of  citing  and  drinking,  and  not 
much  talking,  which  is  wonderful,  consider- 
ing the  ability  in  th-it  line  of  so  many  of  the 
nation's  rei)resentative?.  The  Russian  Minis- 
ter, Baron  Stoeckl,  said : 

I  give  yt  u  the  toast  «)f  "The  happiness  and 
prosperity  olthe  Vnittd  States."  Myself,  the 
Admiral,  and  all  the  olHcers  of  the  fleet  thank 
you  lor  the  hospitality  with  which  we  have 
been  treated  while  in  your  country, 

A  half  hour  later,  after  champagne  and 
other  wines  had  been  liberally  partaken  of. 
Speaker  Colfax  again  rapped  the  company  to 
order,  and  delivered  the  following  speech  : 

AuMiKAL;  After  the  toast  given  in  honor  of 
our  great  country  b ,-  that  gentlemen  who 
so  worthily  represents  your  Imperial  Master 
at  the  Capitol,  and  after  the  salute  just  fired, 
it  devolves  upon  me  1»  make  a  few  words  cff 
response, 

'the  Representalive.'i  of  the  Congress  of 
America,  receiving  your  very  kind  invitation, 
have  assembled  here  ti  thank  you,  under  the 
entwined  liags  of  Rusl^ia  and  America,  and  to 
partake  of  your  generous  hospitality,  I  need 
not  say  to  you  that  siuce  the  commencement 
of  the  great  struggle  i  a  wl^ich  this  countrv  is 
engaged  for  its  exi-tence,  the  heart  of  eveiy 
American  is  w.irmed  towards  all  those  who 
sent  welcome  words  cf  friendship  and  svm- 
pathy  to  the  Republic  founded  by  Washing- 
tun,  And  when  across  the  broad  Atlantic 
came  cheering  words  ofsympiUhy,  in  the  hour 
of  trial,  from  the  Cz.ii  of'  all  the  Russias,  onr 
hearts  warm«d,  as  never  bef';re,  towards  all 
the  people  in  that  disti.nt  land. 

Your  country  is  great,  and  our  countiy, 
distracteel  as  it  is  to-ei;iy,  but  with  the  glad 
sunshine  of  victory  breaking  through  the 
clouds,  is  also  great.  Yours  in  three  comi- 
nents  Eur()pe,  Asia  and  America,  ours  in  one, 
but  sjianning  the  entire  continent  from  occnn 
to  ocean.  On  the  one  side  from  our  Atlantic 
coast,  (.ur  commerce  with  its  white  winged 
sails  speeds  onward  to  your  ports  on  the  East, 
On  the  other  side,  on  the  Pacific  slope,  our 
great  nation  is  so  close  to  that  of  j'ours  we 
can  almost  realize  the  greeting  of  grasped 
hands.  And  thus  ihci^e  two  great  countries 
almost  encircle  the  globe. 

I  thank  you  f  jr  the  cordial  welcome  given 
us  here,  and  m  respon.se  I  give  vou  "  Russia 
and  the  United  States,"  May  the  friendship 
between  them  be  as  perpetual  as  the  stars. 
[Great  Ar-plausc,] 

This  was  short,  sweet,  and  to  the  purpose, 
and  just  as  well  as  if  every  member  present 
had  a  chance  to  "Idow  his  horn"  for  home 
consumption,  AnH,  speaking  of  the  Russian 
oflicers,  in  poliie  society  they  are  not  regnrd- 
ed  as  very  polished  specimens  of  humanity. 
Indeed,  I  heard  on ;  gentlemen,  who  met 
them  at  the  Secretary  of  Stit^j's  and  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Navy's  banquets,  remark  that  they 
did  not  behave  themselves  near  so  well  as  the 
the  delegation  of  "Diager  Indians,"  who 
were  here  some  ye  ir  and  a  half  ago.  At 
Ford's  Theatre,  a  ni^rht  or  two  since,  they 
made  lascivious  signs  to  the  ladies  on  the 
stage,  and  the  relative  of  one  of  them  there- 
upon threatened  to  whip  the  entire  party. 
At  any  of  the  entertainments  given  them, 
they  did  nothing  but  i^taml  around  the  tables 
and  gorge  themselves  with  the  eatables  and 
drinkables.

Why    did    Eng-lan«l    >»top  the    Rebel 
Rams  r 

To  the  Editor  of  the  New  York  TriLnne, 

The  detention  of  the  rebel  rams  by  the 
English  govcniment  has  been  attributed  to 
various  causes,  all  of  which  probablv  had 
some  effect  in  securing  a  final  rcsnit.  But  the 
steps  which,  in  all  likelihooil,  decided  the  ac- 
tion of  the  authorities,  and  insured  a  policy 
favorable  to  the  North,  has  nut  so  fcir  as  I  am 
aware,  l>ten  m^de  public. 

The  tnith  f  the  ,'tatement  which  follows 
m.ay  be  implicitly  relied  on.  It  was  maeie  to 
me  by  a  tlistingiiishcd  American  citizen,  who 
h:is  just  returned  from  England,  where  he  en- 
joyed peculiar  facilities  for  becoming  acquain- 
ted with  the  less  public  attlurs  of  the  two 
countries,  and  who  had  the  facts  of  the  case 
from  headquarters. 

M'liile  Mr.  Seward  was  absent  on  the  excur- 
sion in  which  he  was  tccompanied  by  certain 
of  the  diplomatic  corps, PresidentLincoln  wrote 
the  following  (unofficial)  letter  to  Mr.  .Vdams, 
our  Minister  to  England,  Like  most  cjfthe 
l^esident's  pitliy  letters  it  was  very  brief,  and 
ran  substantially  a*  follows: 

'•What  do  the  British  government  mean  ? 
^Vhat  do  they  want  ?  Do  they  really  icant 
war  ?  It  may  be  the  most  disastrous  thing  in 
the  world  for  us,  .and  it  is  certainlv  what 
we  most  earnestly  desire  to  avoid;  but  if  those 
r.inis  are  alloweil  to  h  ave  I^ngland,  the  peo- 
l>le  will  force  us  into  vnr,  whether  we  wish  it 
or  not.  Wc  shall  not  l>e  able  to  control  their 
exasperation,  and  the  British  government 
ought  to  understand  this." 

Minister  Adams  upon  receiving  this  letter 
calicd  upon  Earl  Russell,  and  said  to  him  in 
substance : 

"I  do  not  call  upon  vour  lordship  in  my  of- 
ficial capacity.  But  I  have  received  a  plain, 
outspoken,  sincere  letter  from  President  Lin- 
coln, which,  though  addressed  tome  as  -a  pri- 
vate epistle  and  not  ay,  an  official  document,  I 
am  sure  was  not  dcsig  icd  to  be  withheld  from 
Aour  knowledire." 

He  accordingly  read  the  note  to  the  English 
Minister  for  Foreign  .\rt'airs,  and  closed  bv 
saying : 

"This  is  not  diplomacy,  your  lordship,  but 
the  honest,  straightforwjird  dealing  of  a  plain, 
blunt  man." 

A  few  days  afterward  the  order  for  the  de- 
tention of  the  rebel  rams  was  promulgated.

To  His  Excellency,  Gov.  SwitY. 

Dk.vuSik— As  many  of  our  iiatriotic  and 
public  soiriteil  citizens  arc  licirinning  to  fed 
some  anxiety  about  tlie  fate  or  failure  of  our 
State  University,  and  are  also  beginning  to 
discuss  the  practic:il>ility  of  some  plan  to  re- 
lievo the  institution  of  its  present  pecuniary 
incumbrance,  and  the  iuauijuration  of  ei'uca- 
lisjn  in  it  at  an  early  day,  1  have  thought  I 
might  be  of  some  service  iu  so  important  a 
cause,  by  presenting  with  a.«i  much  brevity  as 
pr's.-iblc  the  legal  clainus  of  the  St;ite  to  what 
might  bo  called  a  double  grant  of  public  lands 
'•{<  >r  the  use  and  support"  of  this  seat  of  learn- 
ing'. 

Section  oth  of  "an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  an 
thori/.e  the  people  of  Minnesota  to  form  a  con- 
stitution and  State  government  preparatory  to 
their  adoption  into  the  I'uiuu  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  States,"  passed  by 
Congress,  Feb.  2';th,  IS  )7,  is  as  tbllows  : 

And  be  it  further  eitncletl,  TJiat  the  follow- 
in  :  prof>osit"ions  be,  and  the  same  arc  hereby 
otfored  to  the  said  conventinn  tf  the  iteoi)le  of 
Minnesota  fur  their  free  acceptance  t  r  rejec- 
ti-'U.  which,  if  accepted  by  the  convention, 
shall  be  obliijutori/  on  the  United  States  and 
upon  tlie  said  State  of  Minnesota,  to  wit : 

First,  That  sections  nuinlKTcd  sixteen  and 
thirty-six  in  every  township  of  public  lands 
in  said  Stite.and  where  either  of  said  sections 
or  part  thereof  has  been  sold  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  and 
as  contiiTUOus  as  may  be,  shall  be  granted  to 
s-iid  Stat(!  for  the  use  of  schools. 

St'coml,  That  seventy-two  sections  of  land 
shall  be  set  apart  and  reserved  for  the  use  and 
support  o(  n  Stiitc  Uuiver>iry,"  to  be  selected 
liy  the  Governor  of  said  St.ire,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  ot  tlie  General 
Lanl  Otlice,  and  to  be  aj)propriated  ami  ap- 
plied in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  of 
said  State  may  preseribe  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said. l>ut  tor  no  other  purpose. 

Third,  That  ten  entire  scctiims  ff  l.md,  ti> 
be  selected  by  the  Governor  of  said  state,  in 
legal  subdivisions,  shall  be  (/ranted  to  said 
Sute  for  the  purpiise  of  eompieting  the  pub- 
lic buildings,  or  for  the  erection  of  others  at 
the  seat  of  government,  under  the  direetionof 
the  Lef/islatiire  thereof. 

Fourth,  That  all  salt  springs  within  said 
State,  not  exceeding  twelve  in  number,  with 
six  sections  adjoining,  or  as  contiguous  as  may 
be,  shall  bo  granted  to  said  State  for  irs  use, 
the  same  to  be  selected  by  the  Governor 
thereof,  within  one  year  after  t!ie  admission 
of  said  State,  and  when  s';>  selected,  to  be 
used  and  disposed  of  on  such  terms,  condi- 
tions and  regulations  as  the  Legislature  shall 
direct. 

The  fifth  clause  of  this  section  relates  to  a 
grant  of  five  per  cent,  of  the  nett  proceeds  of 
sales  of  public  lands  in  said  State,  and  then 
concludes  with  the  following  general  proviso: 
"The  foregoing  propositions  herein  otlercd  are 
on  the  condition  that  the  said  convention, 
which  sliall  form  the  Constitution  of  said 
State  shall  provide  by  a  clause  in  said  Consti- 
tution, or  an  ordinance  irrevocable  without 
the  consent  of  the  United  States,  that  said 
State  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary 
disposal  of  the  soil  within  the  same  by  the 
United  States,  or  with  any  regtilations  Con- 
grcsj  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the 
title  in  said  soil  to  bona  fide  i>urchascrs  there- 
of; and  tluit  no  tax  shall  l>e  imposed  on  lands 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  that  in 
no  case  shall  non-resident  proprietors  be  taxed 
higher  than  residents. 

These  propositions  were,  each  and  every  one 
o/</»em, explicitly  and  emphatically  accepted, 
agreed  to,  and  complied  with  by  the  Conven- 
tion to  whom  they  were  made,  in  the 
very  language  and  terms  dictatea  by  Coi> 
gress  on  the  2^th  day  of  August,  18-57,  when 
the  delegates  signed  the  Constitution  of  the 
State.the  3d  section  of  the  11  article,  of  which 
being  a<  follows : 

The  propo<!ition9  contained  in  the  Act  of 
Congress,  entitled  an  Act  to  authorize  the 
people  of  the  Territoiy  of  Minnesota  to  form 
a  Constitutimi  and  state  Government,  prepar- 
ator>'  to  their  admission  into  the  Union  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  nre 
liereby  accepted,  ratified  and  confirmed,  and 
shall  remain  irrevocable  without  the  consent 
of  the  United  States;  and  it  is  hereby  ordain- 
ed that  the  State  shall  never  interfere" with  the 
primary  disposal  of  the  soil  within  the  same, 
by  the  United  States,  or  with  any  regulations 
Comrresfl  may  find  ncicssary  f>>r  recovering 
the  title  to  said  soil  to  bona  fide  piirchasein 
'therei)f;  and  no  tni  shall  be  imjwsed  on  lands 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  in  no  case 
shall  non-proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  resi- 
dents. 

Thus 
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to  all    i  • .'  '••    ■!;-  .!  ,  !  M  '••>,-)?^s;.  Jid 
Congress  on  the  19th  of  August,  1857,  by  the 
most   solemu    engagements,   make,  sign  and 
deliver  to  the  State  of  Minnesota,  a  good  and 
flufflcicnt  title,  to  seventy-two  sections  of  land 
for  "the  use"  of  a  State  Universiiy  to  be  selec- 
ed    by  the  Govemi-r  and  Ju  utt   appropriated 
and  applied  to  said  use  by  the  Legislature  of 
said  State.    By  the  same  "deed"  the  State  also 
became    owners    of   "ten    entire  sections  of 
land"  to    aid    in  completing   or  erecting  new 
public   buildings,   us   well  as   the  salt  sprin558 
within  the   limits  of  said  Slate.    No  turthc,- 
legislation  was  needed,  intended,  or  expected  or 
ever  had  to  etfectu.itc  the  grant  so  complet  ed 
when  the    Convention  accepted  and  ru'jfied 
the  propositions  made  to  it  by  the  N  ational 
Legislature. 

The  seventy-two  sections  for  the  use  of  a 
State  University,  the  ten  entire  scctior  is  and  the 
salt  lands  were  all  alike  by  tlie  te  rms  of  this 
"deed"  to  be  selected,  and  by  th.o  Governor. 
None  of  either  class  had,  by  t>ie  laninwc  of 
the  grant,  at  the  time  it  was  perfected  by  the 
mutual  covenants  ol  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties, l>een  selected,  set  apart  or  reserved.  All 
that  had  thereafter  to  be  d-me.  The  Governor 
of  the  State  therefore  proceeded  at  once  to  se- 
lect the  "ten  entire  sections  and  salt  lands." 
Why  have  not  the  seventy-two  sections  for  the 
use  of  a  Stite  University"'  been  also  selected 
by  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  State  ?  Surelv 
if  our  title  to  the  ten  entire  sections  and  the 
salt  land^  is  good,  the  title  to  the  "seventv- 
two"  is  equally  valid,  because  ail  are  aciinu-cd 
under  the  stroke  of  the  legislative  pen. 

This  first  grant  to  our  State  University  yet 
remains  in  abeyance,  awaiting  only  the  action 
of  the  Governor  "for  identification  and  loca- 
tion." It  is  unneces.sary  to  add  that  this  en- 
dowment is  wholly  unincnmbered  by  any 
mortgages,  judgments  or  liens  against  the  in- 
stitution. 

There  is  another  grant,  different  in  date, 
distinct  in  history,  varying  in  quantity,  and 
certainly  cumulative  in  its  effect  and  opera- 
tion as  a  law. 

Minnesota  was  organized  as  a  Territory  on 
the  3d  ef  March,  1849.    There  was  no  provis-  j 
Ion  in  her  organic  Act  for  a  UmveraUy,  but  on  I 
the  19th  of  February,  1851.  nearly  two  years 


passed  an  net  of  wliich  the  following  is  part : 
Si:r.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  set  apart  and  re- 
serve from  sale  out  of  anv  of  the  public  lands 
iu  the  Tcnitury  of  Mimicsota,  to  which  the 
Indian  title  lias  been  or  m  ly  be  extiiik'nishcd 
and  not  otherwise  appropriated,  a  iiuantity  of 
lands  Hot  cxcot'ding  two  townships  lor  the  use 
am!  support  of  a  University  inthe  said  Territory 
which  sh.ill  be  located  in  legal  subdivisions  of 
not  less  than  one  entire  .<ection. 

Most  of  these  lands,  but  not  ttco  townships, 
were  selected  and  secured  from  sale  by  the 
Sec'y  of  the  Interior  or  by  those  whose  acts  in 
the  premises  were  ratified  by  him  and  matle 
his  own  long  before  the  Convention  met  to 
frame  a  Constituuon  and  State  (.ioveniinent. 
The  lands  to  be  selected  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  that  Convention,  certainly  could  not 
have  me.iut  those  that  were  u/read;/  selected 
;;nd  set  ap  ,u  i .  ;..uoi!.'--.'  olllcer.  This  was 
undoubtcdl;*  ?lie  vi  of  the  inatrer  enter- 
tained by  Congress,  when  ou  the  2d  of  March, 
1861,  the  following  act  was  passed  by  the 
National  Legislature : 

Ik'  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Uepresentativcs  of  the  United  States  of  .\iner- 
ica  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  lauds  re- 
served for  the  use  of  a  University  iu  the  Terri- 
tories ot  Minnesota  and  Oregon  uiuler  the  sec- 
ond section  of  an  act  of  Congress  passed  Fel)- 
ruary  lOih,  ISJl,  entitled  "An  act  to  author- 
ize tiie  Legislative  .\ssemblies  of  the  Territo- 
ries of  Oregon  ;.nd  Minnesota  to  take  charge 
oftheschotd  lands  in  sad  Territories,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  l)e  hereby  donated  lo  the 
States  of  Minnesota  and  Oregon  tor  the  use  i-f 
said  University.  [See  Session  Acts  of  the 
oiitli  Congress",  page  208.] 

Tims  is  derived  a  clear,  indisputable  and  in- 
defeasible title  to  a  second  cession  to  aid  and 
endow  our  State  University. 

This  last  grant  is  a  gitY,  a  gratuity,  a  pure 
charity  to  a  use  designated.  The  first  is  a 
purchase  in  the  fullest  sertse  of  that  term,  to 
secure  which,  the  State,  by  a  provision  in  its 
Constitution  qualities  its  sovereign  right  of 
taxation  within  its  own  tcrritosy,  and  assents, 
moreover,  to  other  terms  and  conditions  in 
its  fundamental  law. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  one  and  the  same 
grant  is  coutemplcil  by  the  law-making  power 
in  all  this  legislation.  The  Act  c^f  1S57,  so  far 
as  it  boars  upon  the  question,is  expressly  pros- 
pective in  all  its  operations,  whilst  that  of 
iS'Jl  as  expressly,  has  reference  to  reserva- 
tions and  transactions  long  anterior  to  the 
formation  of  the  State  Government.  The  one 
cannot  be  intended  as  a  substitute  for  the  oth- 
er without  discanUng  the  plainest  langnage 
used  by  Congress,  to  reach  a  conclusion  that 
can  be  jusiillcd  only  by  the  wildest  specula- 
tion and  conjecture.  Nor  is  the  magnitude  of 
the  endowment  any  opology  for  such  a  raiser- 
able  subterfuge.  Nor  will  it  do  to  say  that 
Congress  mistook  its  intentions,  and  did  not 
comprehend  the  scope  ot  its  own  actS:  It  is 
no  excuse  for  the  non-execution  of  a  law  be- 
cause the  executive  ofiicer  may  be  of  opinion 
that  the  Legislature  made  a  mistake;  nor 
moreover,  if  it  had  been  actuated  by  motives 
of  fraud  or  eorruption,could  executive  ollicers 
waive  the  law  or  refuse  to  carry  it  into  effect 
if  it  did  not  contravene  the  fundamental  law 
of  the  Land  i 

lint  there  was  no  mistake,  no  fraud,  no  mis- 
apprelu  nsion  on  the  part  of  the  National  Leg- 
ijlature.  It  is  a  well-known  f  ict  that  Congress 
has  been  for  years  gradually  increasing  its  en- 
dowments of  schools  and  colleges  in  the  Na- 
tional Territories.  Minnesota  was,  however, 
'y}w  first  recipient  of  a  double  grant  for  com- 
mon school  purposes.  Did  that  create  any" 
snrpri-e  o:i[the  part  of  the  squeamish  and  pet- 
tifogging otficers  who  aid  in  the  execution  of 
the  laws  of  Congress.  Why,  then,  should  a 
double  grant  in  aid  of  a  University,  startle 
that  modern  economy  that  strains  :>t  a  gnat 
and  swallows  a  camel  ? 

Nothing,  it  seems  to  me,  can  deprive  the 
State  of  this  munificent  endowment  to  our 
Univer.-ity  but  a  neglect  to  .select  the  seventy- 
two  sections  of  land  iu  question  until  the  jjiib- 
iic  domain  within  the  limits  of  Minnesota  shall 
be  pre-occupied  and  settled  under  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Homestead  Law. 

Should  the  Governor  make  the  selection  r^s 
the  act  of  Congress  directs,  under  the  approv- 
al of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  L  and 
Ofiice,  and  that  Officer  refuse  to  recognis  o  the 
selection  (which  can  hardly  be  believed  ,  if  he 
will  carefully  examine  the  legislation  of  Con- 
gress upon  the  subject)  the  question  of  right 
can  bo  directly  put  in  issue  by  a  wr  it  of  man- 
damus and  thus  summarily  set  ded.  The 
state  has  to.>  much  at  stake  not  t  o  use  every 
.xertion,  and  that  at  once,  1 1  remove  all 
clouds,and  if  posslbIe,all  incup  ibrances  in  the 
way  of  a  speedy  realization  of  this  congress- 
i'jnal  bounty.

of  Congress  passed  March  2d,  18^)1 ;  for  the 
reason  th.it  the  titif  ,  both  in  law  and  in  equi- 
ty, vras  to  that  da'  e  in  the  United  States,  tl-.c 
rescEvation  '\frv.,i  sale"  having  had  the  effect 
only  to  prevent  claims  and  exemptions  and 
all  other  right- ;  in  favor  of  individuals  from 
attaching  iho  .-eto  tillsucli  time  as  Congress.by 
additional  1  egislation,  might  provide. 

I  his  is  >  ^tit  a  brief  view  of  a  most  interesting 
subjeet     to    the  people    of   Minnesota.    The

Mr.  Edwards  reviews  the  land  policy 
of  th;;(;over.Tineut  at  length.  Under  the 
presi.'ut  liberal  ])olicy  of  encouraging  set- 
tlement the  :ii:irreiiate  amount  of  land 
disposed  of  for  the  live  quarters  ending 
September  yo,  18G3,  was  3,841,641).  of 
which  there  were  talcen  up  under  the 
llomestoad  Act  1,54(5,514:  acres.  The 
following  extracts  will  be  of  interest  to 
our  reader. s  : 

THE  HOME.STEAD  LAW. 

Ca=es  are  fre(iuently  presented  in  which,  on 
unotiered  lands,  there  is  a  considerable  excess 
over  the  <iuan!ity,  IGO  acres,  limited  by  the 
statute.  Treating  the  homestead  as  not  involv- 
ing a  less  liberal  policy  than  the  pre-emption, 
claimants  have  been  allowed  to  pay  for  such 
excess,  whciB  the  tract  L  less  than  the  small- 
est subdivision,  at  Ihe  ordinary  minimum  of 
$.'l.'25,per  acre.  .\s  there  is  nothing  in  thelaw  in- 
terdicting claimants,  who  are  owners  of  lands 
as  pre-emptors,  or  otherwise,  from  entering 
under  the  homestead,  the  department  has 
recognized  landhohlers  as  entitled  to  its  ben- 
efits. 

In  the  Gth  section  of  the  law  there  is  a 
proviso  that  "all  persons  who  may  have  filed 
their  applications  for  a  pre-emption  right 
prior  to  the  pa.^sage  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  of  this  act." 

Two  (iittercnt  classes  of  pre-emptors  have 
api)lied  for  the  jirivilegc  of  transmitting  their 
claims  into  Iwmesteail : 

First,  those  who  had  filed  pre  emption  de- 
claratory stiiteinents  i>rior  to  20th  May,  18()2, 
the  date"  of  the  homestead  law.  For  this  class 
the  statute  makes  express  provision,and  their 
right  is  nuqnestioned;  but  the  other,  or  sec- 
ond class,  are  those  who  Inive  filed  declara- 
tions .since  the  passage  of  said  act.  In  regard 
to  these,  it  is  held  that  the  law  extends  no 
such  ]iriviiege,  and  coiiscfiuently  we  have  no 
legal  UMtbority  for  allowing  them  to  ignore 
t!ie  pre-i-nipiion,  and  take  the  land  under  the 
homestead.  That  law  carefully  avoids  inter- 
iering  v/ith  the  status  of  pre-emption  which 
originated  alter  its  pas.^age.  Under  the  pre- 
emption law  the  claimant  becomes  a  party  to 
a  c.iiitruct  with  the  Government,  to  purchase 
under  u  liberal  credit,  cither  with  cash  (^r  by 
locatiou  with  warrant,  a  specific  parcel  of  land. 
The  .^e-ttler  takes  the  initiatory  step  of  tiling 
his  deelai-ation ;  the  Government  withdraws 
the  tract  IVom  disposal  to  others,  and  holds  it 
in  a  state  of  isolation  until  the  re.|uirements 
of  the  pre-emption  law  are  fully  met  by  proof 
iind  legal  consideration,  whether  in  cash  or 
w.irrant. 

AVherc  there  is  a  f.iilurc  to  make  good  the 
title  under  such  circumstances,  am'  the  de- 
l)artuKnt  thereupon  adjudges  forfeiture,  the 
laiiil  is  restored  to  market,  after  public  notice, 
and  laid  open  to  free  competition. 

.-V  <iuestion  If  as  arisen  as  to  whether  an  in- 
dividual owning  and  living  on  80  acres  has  the 
right,  under  the  homestead  to  take  a  vacant 
contiguous  80-acre  tract  at  at  $2  50  per  acre ; 
if  not,  wliether  he  can  claim  40  acres  at  the 
double  minimum.  The  first  point  has  been 
ruled  negatively — the  latter  atlirmatively  ;  it 
ha',  ing  been  held  by  the  Department  that  the 
fir  st  .section  of  the  statute  "limits  the  mini- 
I  aum  (inantity  to  lf30  acres  of  the  minimum 
value,  or  80  acres  of  tlie  double  minimum ; 
but  the  generality  of  the  clause  is  restrained 
by  the  proviso,  which  forbids  the  owner  and 
oecui)ant  of  l.ind  I'lom  acquiring  IGO  acres  ol 
adjacent  land,  and  expressly  limits  the  extent 
to  so  much  as,  added  to  that  already  owned 
and  occupied,  would  not  exceed  that  quan- 
tity." 

in  the  second  section  of  the  homestead  act, 
there  is  a  stii)ulation  as  a  prerequisite  to  the 
legal  inception  of  a  claim,  that  the  applicant 
shall  "  make  affidavit  before  the  said  register 
or  receiver  that  he  or  she  is  the  head  of  the 
lamily,  or  is  21  or  more  years  of  age;orshall 
have  pel  formed  service  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  Inited  State;  and  that  he  has  never 
borne  arms  against  the  Government  of  the 
Unitea  States,  or  given  ai  I  and  comfort  to  its 
enemies;  and  that  such  application  is  made 
for  his  or  her  exclusive  use  and  benefit;  and 
that  said  entry  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
tual settlement  and  cultivation,  and  not  either 
directly  <n-  indiieetly,  for  the  use  or  benefit  of 
any  oilier  person  or  persons  whomsoever." 

As  there  are,  doubtless,  many  citizens  of 
the  classes  contemjilated  by  the  statute  who 
are  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  consequently  unable  to  do 
the  personal  acts  at  the  district  land  office 
which  the  law  requires,  remedial  legislation 
is  recommended,  whereby  the  wife  or  repre- 
sentative (<f  any  such  party  shall  have  the 
right  to  take  the  requisite  preliminary  steps, 
with  a  view  to  give  legal  inception  to  a  home- 
stead claim  in  behalf  of  a  principal,  who  may 
be  in  the  land  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States.

SWAMP  LANDS. 

From  the  few  millions  estimated  as  the 
quantty  Wiiich  would  be  taken  by  the  swamp 
iaterest  at  incipient  legislation  to  the  aggris 
gate  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  in  round 
numbers  as  nearly  fifty-eight  millions,  the 
accompanving  tables  will  show  the  preci.se 
quailtity  selected:  To  Sept.  30,  IS  ".3,  acres 
57,923,737.40,  of  which,  np  to  that  date,  thei-e 
has  been  approved  to  the  States,  44,528,835.53, 
while  under  the  indemnity  authority  of  the 
act  of  March  3,  1855,  extended  by  act  of  1857, 
there  has  already  been  paid  out  of  the  Treas- 
ury on  account  of  lands  sold  by  the  United 
States,  but  which  had  been  claimed  as  swamp, 
the  sum  of  ;^"342.8:J7.G4,  and  special  certificates 
have  been  issued  to  States  for  acres,  219,372.08 
to  1)6  taken  on  other  public  lands  iu  lien  of 
tracts  covered  by  United  States  bouuty  land 
warrants. 

In  extending,  by  the  act  of  March  12,  ISGO, 
the  swamp  grant  of  1850  to  the  States  of  Min- 
nesota and  Oregon,  which  liad  been  admitted 
into  the  Union  sultecquent  to  the  original 
grant.  Congress  have  laid  down  two  impor- 
tiut  and  just  principles,  essential  indeed  to 
t'i<  successful  and  harmonious  administration 
of  the  various  laws  under  which  the  land  sy.s- 
tem  is  in  operation;  and  these  are,  first,  that 
t!ie  grant  shall  not  include  any  lands  which 
the  Government  "may  have  reserved,  sold,  or 
di.si)osed  of  (in  luirsuance  of  any  law  hereto- 
fore enacted)  prior  to  the  conlirination  of  title 
to  be  made  under  the  authority  of  said  act ;" 
and,  second,  fixing  a  liberal  limitation  for  the 
time  of  selection. 

The  effect  of  these  principles  will  be  lo 
avoid  conflict,  protect  the  treasury  from  re- 
clamation in  money  and  new  lands,  and  close 
oi)erations  in  I'cgard  to  swamp  selections  in 
the  several  States  within  a  reasonable  and 
fixed  period. 

Indemnity  claims,  both  of  money  and  new 
locations,  are  still  coming  in  before  the  depart- 
n'.ent,  with  immense  masses  of  cjc  parte  testi- 
mony, all  of  which,  .so  far  as  relates  to  opei- 
iitioris  antecedent  to  the  act  of  ISliO,  v.ill  be 
disposed  of  by  this  office,  under  the  pre-exist- 
ing laws  of"  18 35  and  1857  and  the  ruling  of 
the  Department. 

Ill  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  sub- 
mitted whether  a  more  thorough  and  just  ail- 
admini.strati(m  of  the  swamp  interest  migiit 
not  be  secured  by  fnither  legisLition,  so 
amendatory  of  the"  existing  .system  as  will 
require  the  right  to  be  established  with  for- 
malities similar  to  the  requirements  under  the 
pre-emption  laws.

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2, 
18G2,  Congress  has  made  provision  for  "do- 
nating public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for 
the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  incchan  c 
arts;"  the  law  authorizing  the  grant  of  30,000 
acres  lor  each  Senator  and  Representative  in 
Congress,  according  to  the  aiiportionment  by 
the  census  of  lS(iO. 

Under  this  law  the  whole  quantity  which 
falls  to  the  "loyal  States"  {accepting)  in 
"phice,"  and  in  "scrip,"  is  as  follows  : 

First.  In  "place"— acres,  I,oUO,000— that 
is,  the  States  holding  public  lands  within  their 
limits  arc  rci|uircd  to  take  such  lands  iu  sat- 
isfaction of  their  claims  under  the  grant. 

Second.  In  "scrip" — acres,  5,280,00!) — which 
the  States  not  holding  public  lands  are  to  re- 
ceive and  disi>ose  of  to  assignees,  who  may  lo- 
cate according  to  certain  stipulations  in  the 
act;  the  proceeds  of  sale  to  subserve  the  pur- 
puses  of  the  law.

Tho   American   Houso   and  Con- 
tents Destroyed  by  Fire  on 
Sunday   Morning. 


LOSS   ^130tJT  $30,000. 

On  Sunday  morning  about  two  o'c-loik  a 
fire  broke  out  in  tl»c  Anurican  House,  a  hirgo 
iwo-story  frame  Hotel,  on  the  corner  of  Third 
and  Exchange  streets,  wliieh  in  a  few  hours 
eniircly  consumed  it,  together  ^?ith  most  o' 
tho  contents.  It  is  not  known  exactly  how 
the  tire  originated.  When  first  observed  it 
was  about  half-past  one  o'clock,  in  the  porter's 
room,  adjoining  the  office.  The  partition  was 
found  to  be  on  tire  inside,  but  whether  from 
the  stove  in  No.  2'.'  overhead,  or  from  that  in 
the  porter's  room  is  not  known.  The  employ- 
ees of  the  house  at  once  gave  the  alarm,  and 
endeavored  to  put  it  out  with  buckets,  in 
which  they  thought  once  they  had  succeeded. 
In  the  meantime  otlicer  Galviu  had  gone  to 
Hope  Engine  Hou^c  and  rang  an  alarm,  but 
on  returning  was  informed  that  the  engines 
were  not  needed.  Thus  valuable  time  was 
lost,  and  when  half  an  hour  later  it  was  found 
impossible  to  subdue  the  lire,  another  alarm 
was  rung,  but  before  the  engines  could  arrive, 
which  oceuiTCd  with  but  little  delay,  the  en- 
tire house  was  in  ilanies. 

It  burned  slow  enough,  fortunately,  to 
allow  all  the  lodgers  in  the  house  time  to 
cse.ipe  w  ith  no  greater  damage  than  the  loss 
of  some  of  their  personal  eifects.  Almost 
none  of  the  furniture  of  the  house  wa<  saved. 
One  or  two  of  the  billiard  tables,  and  a  few 
movable  articles  of  small  value  from  the  in- 
terior were  saved  from  the  flames,  but  most  o( 
the  ciiuipments  of  the  house  were  l»ist.  Mr. 
Dodge,  the  clerk,  lost  about  §100  worth  of 
clotliing. 

The  Vire  Department  was  on  hand  in  good 
season,  considering  the  untimely  hour  of  the 
night,  and  by  their  persevering  etlbvts  saved 
he  property  adjoining  the  destrution.  Chief 
Engineer  Pickett  directed  their  movements 
with  great  skill  and  efticiency. 

The  American  House  was  one  of  the  land- 
marks of  the  city.  The  original  building  was 
put  up  iu  lS4i>,  nml  kept  as  a  hotel — and  a 
famtnis  one  it  was  in  those  days — by  Rodney 
Parker.  The  house  passed  through  various 
hands  from  that  day  to  this,  was  enlarged 
from  time  to  time,  and  generally  had  a  large 
patronage  and  tirst  class  reputation.  Mr.  Spen- 
cer, the  recent  proprietor,  cainc  into  possession 
of  it  in  ISijQ,  and  made  some  improvements  iu 
it,  besides  lurnishing  it  handsomely.  The 
building  was  probably  worth  §10,000,  and  the 
furniture  S'\000.  On  the  former  there  was  r.n 
insuraneeof  §1.000,  and  on  the  latter  $G,3f0 
in  the  Home,  Etna  and  Manhattan  Compa- 
nies. 

The  destruction  of  the  American  Ilonse 
leaves  the  city  with  only  two  l!rst-class 
hotels,  scarcely  enough  to  accommodate  the 
business,  certainly  not  enough  for  the  sum- 
mer travel.  Upper  town  h.as  been  peculiarly 
unfortunate — both  of  her  tine  hotels  now  be- 
in^  in  ashes.  The  Winslow,  it  is  reported,  is 
to  be  rebuilt  next  summer,  which  w  ill  restore 
to  that  end  of  the  city  its  proportion  of  hotel 
trade.    It  is  not  improbable  that  the  American 

will  also  l)e  rebuilt.

I'or  the  last  three  dr.ys  the  thermome- 
ter ranged  20°,  3S°,  and  28°  below  zero.  To- 
day it  is  ten  below.  Besides  the  cold,  the 
wind  has  been  blowing  a  perfect  gale,  which 
maile  it  almost  impossible  to  work.  But  there 
is  not  where  the  joke  comes  in.  Think  of 
our  sleeping  such  nights  as  this  in 
tents.  We  wake  up  in  the  morning 
and    ask     each     other — 'Are   you    alive?' 

If  you  don't  wash  in  a  hurry  the  water  wil 
be  froze  solid.and  when  eating  breakfast  there 
is  danger  of  the  grub  freezing  when  on  the 
way  to  the  mouth.  Wc  arc  very  anxious  to 
sec  the  Paymaster,  and  think  he  w  ill  p.iy  us  a 
visit  about  Jan.  1. 

We  started  from  vSt  Paul  with  over  500 
horses  and  mules,  and  got  here  with  about 
two  hundred.  The  balanrce  are  scrying  as 
mile-stones  all  the  way  from  St.  Cloud  here. 
Anybody  can  find  his  way  by  following  their 
carcasses. 

We  had  a  big  Ingitn  scare  the  other  day. 
Nobody      was   hurt,    bnt     we    must     liAvc 
scared  the  Indians  awful    bad,    for  none  of 
them  have  been  seen  since.

Tlie  removal  of  Gen.  SchofieM  from 
the  command  of  the  Department  of  Mis- 
souri, and  of  Gen.  Ewing  from  that  of 
the  district  ot  Kansas,  and  their  supir- 
scdure  by  Generals  whose  sympathies  are 
known  to  be  M-armly  with  the  radicals, 
may  be  considered  a  final  abandonment 
of  the  weak  and  illogical  policy  by  which 
the  President  lias  sought  to  put  an  end  to 
the  "  irrepressible  conflict"  in  Missouri, 
by  making  the  enenues  of  Emancipation 
its  guardians,  and  to  smooth  the  way  to 
the  triumph  of  Freedom  by  systematical- 
ly ifrnoring  its  tried  and  earnest  friends. 

We  have  said  that  this  policy  was  illog- 
ical :  but  in  truth,  though  it  is  illogical  in 
respect  to  the   end  sought    to  be  achiev- 
ed,   it   is    not    at    all    so  in  respect  to 
the    eardin.al    methods   of  Mr.  Lincoln's 
administration.     For  there  is  one  general 
rule  which  pervades  'Mr.   Lincoln's  whole 
course,  and  harmonises  all  its  apparent 
inconsistencies.     From  the  beginning  the 
President  has  waited  for  the  Peoj^le.     He 
has  made    sure   of  a  solid   foundation   of 
popular  support  before   he  would  take  a 
step  forward  ;  yet  every  step  forward  has 
been  in  the  right   direction.     If  the  pro- 
cess has  seemed  slow  to  the  impatience  of 
an  impulsive  and  ardent  Radicalism — it  is 
not,    as  many  have  thought,  because   he 
has  been  mentally  slow  to  arrive  at  posi- 
tive conclusions  ;  but  because  the  People 
were  slow  to  give   him  a  united   or   pn- 
ponderating  support    in    carrying  out  his 
convictions.     Hence   he   overruled   Fre- 
mont's famous  Emancipation  order — not 
because  he  considered  it  wrong  jn  princi- 
ple :  but  premature  in  its  practical  appli- 
cation. 

The  wisdom  of  this  course  was  vindi- 
cated by  siibscfjuent  events,  for  when 
Fremont's  order,  long  afterwards,  was 
announce  1  as  the  settled  policy  of  the 
Government,  only  a  bare  majority  saved 
the  nation  from  shipwreck  in  th  contest 
that  followed  upon  it. 

In   Jlissouri    the  President  has  been 
governed    by    the  same    rule.     He  con- 
formed his  policy  in  that  State  h)  the  will 
of  what  he  supposed  to  be  the  large  ma- 
jority of  its  people,  as    far  as  consistent 
with  the  essential  ends  In  view.     Believ- 
ing   that  the    preponderating  sentiment 
was  in  favor  of  gradual  emancipation,  he 
favored    the   Gradual   Emancipationists. 
His  irreat  mistake  was    in  under-estimat- 
ing    the  numerical  and  moral  strength  of 
the  Radical  party.     When,  however,  the 
recent  elections   had  established  the  pre- 
dominaiicf"  of  that  party  in  the  State,  he 
was  not  slov/  to  accept  this   positive    de- 
claration of  the  popular  will,  andjto  con- 
form Lis  policy  thereto.     For  many  rea- 
sons the  country  will  regard  the  apf  oint- 
ment of  Gen.  Rosecrans  to  this    Depart- 
ment with  great   satisfaction,  more  espe- 
pecially  as  a  recognition  of  his  claim    to 
the  unabated  confidence  of  the  Adminis- 
tration and  the  nation. 

l»ut  in  the  Department  of  Missouri,  in 
which  two  great  States  are  just  emerging 
from  the  chaos  of  the  Rebellion,  it  is  not 
striking  military  talents,  but  great  civil 
and  administrative  abiliti<'3  which  are  re- 
quired to  reorganize  the  political  and 
social  elements,  and  to  bring  order  and 
law  out  of  anarchy  and  lawles/sness. 

Whetlier  («en.  Rosecranz  wiU  prove 
e'lual  to  these  new  responsibilities  re- 
mains to  be  seen. 


I^OSMEIt  OF   ^VAU-IX'ltEAME  OF 
AHI.E  MOUIEM   SIKX. 

Mr.  Kennedy,  in  his  "  Compendium  of 
thj  (Vnsus,"  expresses  the  opinion  that 
*'  the  number  of  the  killed  or  permanent- 
ly disabled,  is  greater  than  the  increase 
of  able-bodied  population.'"

1).  Mansfield,  the  Ohio  Commissioner  of 
Statistics,  in  a  letter  to  the  Cincinnati 
Oazelte,  He  .shows  that  but  for  the  war 
the  actual  increase  of  the  able-blodied 
men  in  the  whole  United  States  since 
April,  ISGl,  would  have  been  050,000  — 
in  the  loyal  States,  -187,500. 

From  this  lie  deducts  the  losses  in  tear. 
In  the  '21  mainbattlesof  the  war  he^hows 
the  number  of  killed  was  1(5,848— woun- 
ded 70, 107 — which  he  assumes  to  be  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  killed  and  wounded. 
The  total  killed  and  wounded  for  two 
years  and  a  half,  he  estimates  as  follows  : 
killed.  25,27-';  wounded,  110,111.  Of 
these  he  says : 

Of  the  wounded  received  into  hospitals,  not 
one-fifth  (lie,  and  of  all  the  wounded  not  more 
than  one-fourth  either  die  or  are  seriously 
disabled.  This  is  proved  by  the  statistics  of 
hospitals.  The  highest  estimate  of  losses  bv 
lighting  then,  is:  Killed  outright,  2.'),272;  died 
or  "disabled  by  wounds"  27,(!27.  Thus  we 
have  52,799  men  killed  and  disabled. 

I?y  an  elaborate  calculation  he  finds  the 
loss  by  disease  to  be  100,000 — tnore  than 
three  times  as  r/reat  as  the  killed  and  dis- 
abled hij  iconnds  together.

The  Richmond  Inquirer  of  the  10th 
instant,  gives  a  report  of  a  speech  made 
in  the  rebel  Congress  by  Henry  S.  Foote, 
once  known  in  our  Congress  as  the 
"Hangman"' — a  saucy,  peppery,  wordy 
fellow — who  has  at  last  found  an  object

Jeir.  Davis  in  his  Message  denied  that  the 
Union  prisoners  in  his  hands  were  starved  fjy 
his  orilers,  and  assertCil  that  they  were  sup- 
plied w  ith  the  sttimj  rations  as  the  rel>el  sol- 
diers. 

The  New  York  Kreninci  Post  says  tliat  in 
whatever  way  the  rebel  authorities  may  at- 
tempt to  conceal  the  fact,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  brave  fellows  wlio  have  fallen  into 
tfieir  iiower  are  snIJering  intensely  and  are 
actually  dying  fiom  from  the  etlect  of  cold 
and  famine.  This  statenunt  is  sustained  by 
a  letter  clandestinely  f  awarded  by  an  ofHcer 
in  I.i!diy  Prison. 

.Vcconling  to  tliis  letter,  the  sutfering  from 
exposure  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weatherand 
from  insutlieient  food  is  very  great.  There  is 
a  want  of  proper  clothing  for  the  daytime  and 
of  covering  for  the  night :  the  prisoners  are 
almost  without  Idanki  ts ;  the  oilicers  oh  sonic 
days  get  a  very  meagre  ration  of  sweet  pota- 
toes only,  but  the  provision  made  fur  the  ofll- 
cers  is  luxury  eoinparctl  to  that  of  the  pri- 
vates. The  privates  are  sparingly  fed  on  tliose 
days  when  the  supply  of  food  is  largest,andon 
some  days  tliey  get  nothing  at  all.  At  Belle 
Isle  they  are  almost  witliout  any  shelter  from 
the  weather  or  any  comfortable  clothing,  and 
they  are  dying  of  exposure  and  if  hunger. 
A  soldier  lies  down  at  night  beside  another, 
and  when  lie  wakes  up  in  tlie  morning  finds 
his  companion  a  corpse.  This  is  -^^frcquent 
occurrence,  tlie  effect  of  the  frightful  destitu- 
tion in  which  they  arc  kept. 

The  re»>el  denials,  couched  in  equivocal  and 
prevaricating  phrases,  fall  dead  against  the 
stubborn  mass  of  corroborative  evidence  which 
convicts  the  rebel  authorities  of  permitting 
the  systematic  starviition  of  the  I'nion  priso- 
ners in  their  hands.  Tlie  hist  exchanges  from 
the  Richmond  prisons  Ijrought  fortli  such 
palpable  evidence  of  this  fiendi.sli  cruelty,  in 
the  persons  of  its  emaciated  victims,  as  ad- 
mits of  no  deni  \\.  And  even  in  the  rebel 
Senate  the  fact  was  admitted  by  Mr.  Foote 
that  food  was  denied  the  prisoners  at  one 
time  for  ten  day.s  together. 

To  rescue  these  poor  fellows  from  their  in- 
human persecutors  is  a  duty  which  the  Gov- 
ernment can  no  longer  disregard.  AVe  are 
glad  to  see  that  there  is  some  probability  that 
exchanges  may  be  resumed  under  the  auspices 
of  Gen.  Butler,  but  if  liis  efforts  should  be  un- 
successful, then  let  the  "llescue  of  the  Rich- 
mond prisoners"  Ijc  the  war-cry  of  the  nation, 
and  "On  to  Richmond"  be  the  signal  of  sndi 
an  uprising  of  the  indignant  people  of  the 
Xo:th  as  shall  sweep  this  gang  of  outlaws, 
whose  measureless  infamy  transcends  all  the 
records  of  human  crime  from  the  tacc  of  the 
Earth  they  pollute  with  their  living  presence.

Annual  Report  of  the  Commlasioner 
of  IndtMn  Affairs. 

The  following  extracts  from  Commissioner 
Dole's  report  are  the  only  ones  of  special  in- 
terest in  this  locality : 

In  Dakota  affairs  are  unsatisfactorv.  The 
tribes  have  lost  their  crops  hy  drouth,  and 
their  condition  is  painful.  The  agent's  means 
of  relief  arc  inadequate.  The  Sioux  of  Min- 
nesota have  taken  refuge  with  those  of  Da- 
kota, and  induced  them  to  join  their  cause. 
There  is  urgent  necessity  for  militarv  posts 
along  the  Upper  Missouri,  Gen.  Sully's  ex- 
pedition could  proceed  no  further  than  sixty 
miles  above  Fort  Pierre,  and  could  therefore 
effect  but  little.  Gen.  Sibley  has  done  little 
or  no  better.  Fit  the  want  of  the  military 
l)osts  the  whites  and  friendly  Indiana  are 
without  protection,  and  the  failure  to  establish 
them  has  resulted  in  the  loss  of  our  control 
over  the  Indians.  The  most  direct  route  to 
Iihihnand  its  immense  gold-bearing  districts 
is  cut  off  for  the  same  reit>*on.

The  committee's  amendment  allowing  sol- 
diers to  re-enlist  in  other  liranehes  of  the  ser- 
vice, coming  lii'st  under  consideration  the 
amendment,  was  stricken  out. 

Mr.  WILSON  explained  that  in  October 
laj^t,  when  it  was  found  tlie  draft  for  300,000 
men  was  insufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
War  Department,  a  bounty  of  J^lOO  to  vete- 
rans and  gyOO  to  others  was  offered.  Me:in.s 
were  devised  to  estxvy  this  pledge  into  elfect. 
Nine  millions  had  been  received  from  com- 
mutation. This  was  now  aggregated  to  $12,- 
000,000. 

Mr.  WILSON  acknowledged  the  necessity 
of  exercising  great  cai'e  with  regard  to  the 
depletion  of  the  Treasuiy  and  to  keeping  the 
credit  of  the  Government  intact.  It  had  al- 
ways been  thought  more  dillicult  to  obtain 
more  money  than  men.  He  wanted  the  cur- 
rency of  the  country  to  be  sound  and  her 
credit  good,  yet  we  must  keep  up  our  pledges 
made  to  enlisting  men.  The  enlistments 
were  numerous  not  only  in  the  nonheni 
states  but  in  the  southwest.  East  Tennessee 
has  recruited  3,.500,  Texas  had  furnished  two 
regiments,  and  Arkansas  had  yielded  substan- 
tial additions  to  their  forces.  Such  recruits 
should  be  deult  with  according  to  the  prom- 
ise. He  Avas  in  favor  of  the  commuting 
clause,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  bounties 
proposed. 

Mr.  HARRIS  did  not  favor  the  amendment 
of  the  Committee,  as  it  stood  and  thought  it 
would  stop  all  recruiting  after  the  otli  of  Jan- 
uaiy. 

Mr.  LANE  of  Indiana  said  we  could  not  lill 
our  armies  with  conscripts  alone.  There 
were  2,000,000  men  subject  to  draft  at  this 
time,  and  of  tliis  numljcr  on  the  liafcis  of  tlie 
recruits  of  the  last  draft  but  420,000  could  be 
brought  into  the  field  if  the  entire  enrollment 
were  taken.

In  the  Message  of  the.Presidciit  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  to  Consrcss,  the  followinjj  patsnire  ] 
appears:— "Satisfactory     arrangeuients  have  j 
been  made  with  the  Emperor  of  Kussia.whieh  I 
it  is  believed  will  result  in  elVeetiug  a  eontinu-  j 
ous  line  of  telegrai)li  across  that  empire  from  j 
the  Paclfk'  coast."    The  I^esidont  also  reeom- 
mcndsc  to  tho  favoniblo  coiisidcraiion  of  Con- 
gress, "the  subject  of  an  international  tele- 
graph across    the  Atlantic  ocean."    Further- 
more, the  news  by  tlie  Etna   inf.irms  us  that 
the  icport  of  the  Hudson's  Day  Company  rec- 
ommends the  construction  of  a  tclct;raph  from 
Canada  to  British  C.>lumbia,   and  states   that 
"the   reiiuisitc    negotiations  are   in  progress 
with  the  Home  Ooverument,  as   well  a-;  with 
the  Gvernnunts  of  the  two  colonies." 

The  Hudson    Bay    Company    propose      to 
stretch  the  wires  fnmj  the  International  Ikjuu- 
dary  to  the  TaciHc,  to    connect    at    Pembina 
with  an  extension  of   the    wires    from    S.iint 
Paul  and  Saint  Cloud,  and  at   the  other  end 
with  the  Trans-Pacitic    Submarine  'relcgrai>h 
line  from  the  Russian  coast    of   Asia    to    the 
Russian  coast  of  America.      The    completion 
of  this  line,  of  whioh    the  only    gap    now    re- 
maining to  be  tilljd  is    from  Saint  Paul  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Amoor  in  Russian  .\sia,    a    dis- 
tance of  some  four  thousand  miles,  will  aflbnl 
an  unbroken  chain  of  tclegrajtliic  commuiiica 
tions  from  the  Irish  coa«t    through    Londiii, 
through  St.  Petersburg,  through  the  great  in- 
terior cities  of  Siberia,  along  the  banks  of  the 
gre.it  Amoor,  under  the    Pacific,    jjcrhaps    by 
the  .Aleutian  chain  of  islands  to  Russim  -Vm- 
erica,  through  Sitka,  through  Briti.-h  Columbia 
tbrouizh  the  valleys  of  the  Saskatchewan  and 
Red  River,  through   St.  P.tul  and  Chicago  to 
New  York,  and  perhaps  from  that  point  again 
along  the  Atlantic co.ist,  through  Bos:<n,  Ban- 
gor. Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Kdward's  Island  and 
New  loundland,  under  the  broad  waves  of  the 
Atlantic  to  complete  on  the   Irish  Coast  the 
immense  electric  circle,    which   {•?   about   to 
hoop  the  world  and  knit  its  three  greatest  na- 
tions, .\merica,  Great  Britain,  Russia,  in  the 
bonds  of  fraternal  fellowship. 
To  an  .American  citizen.  Mr.   Perry  Collins, 
elongs    the    honour   having   originated  the 
proposition   of     a     trans-Pacilic     iclegraph. 
Years  ago,  he  travelled  the  immense  distance 
from  St.    Petersburg    to    the    month    oft!:c 
Amoor,  and  thence  northward  to  Eehring's 
•traits,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  construction    of  a   telegr.aphic    line    were 
possible.    Mainly  by  his  exertions  the   Rus- 
sian Government    was  roused    to  the   impor- 
tance of  the  matter,  and  that  ciice  done,  they 
orainenccd    the    work,  and     have     prose- 
cuted it  with  vigour.    By  the   middle  ot  next 
year,  it  is  autcipatcd  that  the  wires  w  ill   have 
reached  their  settlement  at  the   month  of  the 
Amoar.    They   w  ill  thus  be  in  possession  of 
the    longest    telegraphic    line    in  the    whole 
world.    To  connect  the  San  Francisco  with 
the  Amoor.  various  routes  .nre  proposed.  The 
coast  line  it  is  agreed  on  all  hands  luust  be 
foliowcd    northwanl      from    San    Francisco, 
througli    Washington    territory  and   British 
possessions,  into  Russian   America.    It  then 
remains  to  be  considered  whether  the  narrow 
Behring's  straits  shall  be   crossed,  or  whether 
a  sea  route  further  south  shall  be  followed.  If 
any  of  our  readers    will    take  a   pood  chart, 
tiny    will   see   that   in  Litiiude-j-S",  longitude 
ih'y  west,  the  Rnssi.-m  promontory  of  Ahaska 
extends     in      a     south-westerly      direction 
f  )r  many  mile-.    Stretching  all  the  way  I'lom 
the  extremity  of  this  promontory  to  Kams- 
chatka,  on  the  -\siatic  side,  are  the  Aleutian 
Islands,  which  may  readily  be  connected  by 
means  of  short  cables.    The  wires  then  might 
be  taken  round  the  coast  of  the  sea  of  Okhotsk 
to    the    Amoor.    The    whole    di.-tance    from 
AVashington  to   Ixmilon  by  this  r.ute  would 
1>e  upwards  of  I0,')00  miles.  Along  mere  than 
12,0'JO  miles  of  this  distance  the  telegraph  will 
bo  stretched  before  the  end  of  next  year.  Tiie 
time  will  yet  come  when  we  shall  be  able  to 
present  to  the  rcailers  of  the  Piikss  at  break- 
fast each  morning  with  the  news  of  the  prc- 
vioas  day's  doings  in  London  and  Pekin  alike.

Gen.  Meade  wrote  a  letter  to  a  friend  in 
New  Jersey  iuimcdiitely  previous  to  his  late 
movement  across  the  Rapidan,  in  which  oc- 
curs the  following  paragraph : 

"I  am  fully  aware  of  the  great  anxietv  in 
the  public  mind  that  something  should  bo 
done.  I  am  in  ivcti.it  of  ui..ii /  iettcrs,  some 
from  persons  in  high  positions,  telling  me  I 
had  better  have  my  army  destroyed,  and  the 
country  tilled  with  the  bodies  of  the  soldiers, 
than  remain  inactive.  While  I  do  not  sutler 
myself  to  be  influenced  by  such  communica- 
tions, I  am  and  have  fjcen  most  anxious  to  ef- 
fect something ;  but  I  am  determined,  at  ever}- 
hazard,  not  to  attempt  anything  unless  my 
judgment  indicates  a  probability  of  accom- 
plishing .some  ol»jeet  commensurate  with  the 
destruction  of  life  necess.irily  involved.  I 
would  rather  a  thousand  times  be  relieved, 
charged  with  tardiness  or  incomixtency,  than 
have  my  conscience  burdened  with  a  wanton 
slaughter,  uselessly,  of  brave  men,  or  with 
having  jc(jpardi2ed  ihe  great  cause  by  doing 
what  I  thought  wrong." 

These  are  the  words  of  a  true  soldier  and  a 
wise,  prudent  leader.  Whatever  the  fight-at- 
any-cost  people  may  say,  we  Relieve  thec(jun- 
try  at  large  will  warmly  endorse  the  course 
of  Gen.  Meade.  He  is  at  least  a  safe  general 
—just  the  one  we  want  in  front  of  Washing- 
ton.

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Phiki- 
delphia  Ledger  writes  : 

"The  reclamations  alluded  to  in  the  Empe- 
ror's speech  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  as 
having  been  made  on  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment for  damages  sustained  by  subjects  of 
France  during  the  war  arc  said  to  amount  to 
sixty -six  millions  of  dollars!  These  dam- 
ages are  understood  to  Im;  confined  almost  en, 
tirely  to  the  French  ciii/ens  of  New  Orleans 
and  some  of  the  parishes  adjoining,  and  arc 
nearly  all  chargeable  to  the  a)nrse  pursued 
by  Gen,  Butler  while  that  officer  was  in  chnrgc 
of  the  Gulf  Dopaitment.  It  remains  to  be 
seen,  however,  how  far  these  claims  can  fie 
■ubstantiatcd ;  the  amount  is  certainly  a  iar-'c 
one,  and  very  possibly  will  bear  some  whU- 
tling  down.  But  this  can  only  be  done  when 
our  troubles  are  over  and  when  calmness  and 
peace  take  the  place  of  the  present  era  of  hot 
l)loo4  and  destruction.

Hroiiyon  do  I.huys  that,  in  the  ojiinion  of  the 
Goveinnient  of  tlie  F.mperor,  it  is  obvious  to 
every  one  that  there  are  several  (piestions  not 
hithi-rto  solved,  which  may  disturb  Europe. 
Of  this  nature  are  the  foUovviiig :  Must  the 
eontllet  in  Poland  be  still  fiiriher  prolonged  ? 
Is  Denmark  to  be  at  war  with  Germany,  and 
have  the  jtowers  which  formerly  took  a  part 
in  the  discu'^siou  of  this  question  become  in- 
diderent  to  it  i  iMust  anarchy  continue  in  the 
Danubian  Principalities,  and  thus  at  any  mo 
ment  tend  to  re-open  the  ([uestiou  of  thcEa.-t  i 
Must  Italy  and  Austria  always  remain  in 
ore.sence  of  each  other  in  a  hostile  attitude? 
Must  the  occupation  of  Rome  by  French 
troops  f)e  ])r(doiiged  for  an  indefinite  time  : 
The  EiiJi'ei-or's  Government  put  a  further 
question : — 

Must  we,  without  having  made  new  at- 
tempts at  e(niciliation,  renounce  the  hope  of 
lightening  the  burdens  imposed  upon  the  na- 
tit'iis  of  Europe  by  excessive  armaments  kept 
up  liy  the  Iccling  of  mutual  distrust  ?  These, 
no  doubt,  are  the  principal  questions  which 
either  distiird  or  threaten  the  ]>eacj  of  Eu- 
rope; but  there  is  a  further  question  which 
Her  Majesty's  government  considers  to  lie  at 
the  Imttom  of  this  whole  matter,  and  that  is 
the  following :  Is  a  (Jeneral  Congress  of  F.n- 
rojiean  States  likely  to  funiish  a  peaceful  so- 
lution of  the  various  matters  in  dispute  ? 
This,  indeed,  is  the  question  wliieli  it  behooves 
the  Cioveinments  of  the  different  States  to  con- 
sider seriously  and  attentively. 

There  appears  to  Her  Majesty's  Government 
to  lie  one  main  consideration  which  must 
lead  them  1 1  their  conclusion.  After  the  war 
which  desolated  Germany  from  IGll)  to  1S49, 
and  after  the  successive  wars  which  afilictcd 
the  continent  of  Euroin-  from  1803  to  1S1.5,  it 
was  possible  to  distribute  tcnitorics  and  to 
define  rights  by  a  Congi'css,  because  the  na- 
tions of  Europe  were  tired  of  the  slaughter 
and  exhausted  by  the  burdens  of  w.ir,  and  be- 
cause the  Powers  who  met  in  Congiess  had 
Vjy  the  circumstances  of  the  time  ttic  means 
of  carrying  their  decisions  and  arrangements 
into  ertect.  But  at  the  present  moment,  aircr 
a  coiiiinuance  of  long  peace,  no  Power  is  will- 
inir  to  give  up  any  territory  to  which  it  has  a 
title  in*  treat\  o.t  claim  by  possession.  For 
examjilc,  of  the  questions  mc^ntioned  as  dis- 
turbing or  threatning  Eurojie,  two  of  the 
most  disquieting  are  those  rcgaruing  Poland 
and  Italy.  Let  us  examine  the  present 
state  of  these  questions,  and  see 
w  hetl  cr  it  is  probable  that  Congress  would 
tend  to  a  peaceful  settlement  oi  tliem. 

Jii  tiiv  lirst  plan",  with  rejjunl  to  Polind,  the 
qiiestiuii  is  not  new  to  France,  to  Austria,  or  to 
Great  liritaiu.  For  several  months  lliose  Pow- 
ers, while  eurofully  abslaining  from  any  llin-at, 
fiave  attempted  to  obtain  from  Russia  bvfriendly 
representations  the  adoption  ol  nifasur(!^  of  ii 
healing  nature,  but  liave  onlv  succe<>ded  in  s<'- 
curinjr  promises,  often  repeated,  tfiat  when  the 
insMireeiioii  shall  have  bo H  put  down  recourx! 
will  l)e  had  fo  clemency  and  conciliation.  Would 
there  be  any  advantage  in  repeatine  in  the  name 
of  a  ''on^ri'ss.  representatioiK  already  made  with 
so  little  etfept  ?  Is  it  probable  tfiot  a  Congress 
would  lie  able  to  secure  bfltei  tenns  for  Poland 
unles*  bv  a  combined  employment  of  force? 
(,'oT»sidera  le  progress  bas'tieen  mad"  by  the 
military  preponderanc',  and  by  the  unsparing  se- 
verity of  Russia,  in  subduing  the  irisurpents. 
Is  it  likely  that  Russia  w  ill  t'rant  in  the  priile  of 
lier  strenjitJi  what  she  refused  in  the  early  days 
oi  her  discouragement? 

Would  she  create  an  independent  Poland  at 
tlie  merf>  reiiiest  of  a  Congress?  But  if  she 
woul '  no*,  the  pro.«peet  l>ecoTue»  one  of  huinilin- 
tion  for  l-iurojje,  or  of  war  against  Russia,  and 
those  Rowers  who  are  not  ready  to  incur  the  cost 
and  hizard  of  war  may  well  desire  to  avoid  the 
other  alternative.  It  may  be  tru!y  said,  more- 
over, that  the  present  period  is  oneof  transition. 
If  the  ins'irrection  shall  be  suliihied,  it  will  then 
be  seen  whether  flie  ptoriiiscs  of  the  Kmperor  of 
Russia  ar;»  to  lie  fulfibed.  If  the  insurrection 
!^hall  not  1)1!  subdued,  or  if,  in  order  to  subdue  It, 
the  I'olisli  poiinlation  istr-afed  with  fre-li— and, 
if  that  be  possible — with  iiggruvated  rijfor,  otliur 
(luestions  willaiise  which  may  refpiire  further 
consid  'ration,  but  which  would  hardly  receive  a 
solution  from  a  Iar/»e  assembly  of  representatives 
of  all  the  Rowers  of  Europe."  Indeed,  it  is  to  be 
apprehended  that  questions,  arising  from  dav  to 
day,  colored  fiy  the  varving  events  of  the  hour, 
would  ;;iveoccas=onraTh<T  for  usel.-s.MleOale  than 
f.jr  j.rictical  aiid  us<fiiIdeHf)eration  in  a  Congress 
of  •-.'.')  or  ::u  rej)r<!sentative.s,  not  acknowledging 
anv  suiireme  aulhoiity.  and  not  guided  by  any 
fi.xed  riil<  s  of  proce>cing. 

Ra'siuK  to  the  (juestion  of  Italv,  fresh  difTical- 
fies  occur.  In  the  first  place,  in  it  intended  to 
sancti'  n  by  a  new  treaty  the  present  state  of 
possession  fn  Italy?  The  Rope  nnd  tlic  .sover- 
r.i^jns  related  to  the  disposscss(>d  Rrinces  might, 
oti  the  one  side,  object  to  give  a  title  they  have 
hilheto  refused  to  the  King  of  Italy;  and  the 
Kingof  Italy,  on  th(?  other,  would  jifohably  ob- 
ject fo  a  setil.  ment  which  would  appear  to  ex- 
clude him,  by  inlerenee  at  least,  from  the  acpii- 
silion  of  Komi!  and  Venetia.  But  is  it  intended 
foask  Austria.  In  Congnss,  to  renounce  the 
possession  of  Venetia?  ilor  Maje  ty's  Govern- 
ment have  jjood  (rrounds  to  f>e!i"ve  that  no  Aus- 
trian representative  would  attend  a  Congress 
wfiere  ?nclt  a  proposition  wus  to  be  discussed 
They  are  informed  fliat  if  such  an  intention  were 
announet'd  bef  neliand,  Austria  would  decline  to 
attend  till- Congress;  and  that  il  tho  qui'stion 
weic  introduceil  wit'iout  notice,  the  Austrian 
^liiiister  would  rpiit  the  AsFcmbly.  Hero  aRiiin, 
th<r<rori',  the  deliberations  of  tho  Con},'re.s,s 
would  soon  be  brought  in  sight  of  the  alternalive 
of  nullity  or  war.  But  is  it  jxusible  to  assemble 
a  Congress  and  to  auninion  an  Itaban  rennsi-nt  i- 
live  to  sit  in  it,  wittiout  discussing  the  Stair  of 
Venefia?  I  he  f.:mperor  of  the  French  would  bt> 
the  first  person  fo  feel  and  fo  admit  that  such  a 
course  would  not  be  possifjle. 

With  regard  to  Germany  nnd  Denmark,  it  is 
true  that  several  of  (he  Rowers  of  Europe  have 
infi-rested  themselves  in  that  question,  hut  the 
addition  of  SpaiN  and  Roringitl,  Italy,  nnd  Tur- 
key to  the  deliberation  would  scarcely  impovc 
the  prospect  of  a  siitisfaetory  solution.  And  if 
with  ren-ard  to  Roland  and  Italy,  no  feneiicial 
result  IS  likely  to  be  attained.

Something  has  been  done  towards  estab- 
lishing specimen  orchards  of  tin?  best  fruits  to 
ilhiNtrate  the  best  modes  of  culture,  &c.  A  bo- 
t-mii-al  collection  and  mnsenm  is  also  desired. 
Facilities  should  be  supplied  for  comparing 
farming  tools  and  methods  of  cultivation — such 
as  thick  and  thin  seeding,  and  when  each  should 
beadopteil;  the  elTect  of  draining  and  its  best 
modes,  &c.  Ad<lilional  appropriations  are  asked 
f  )r  glass  conservatories  and  propogatiug  houses. 
Land  enough  is  wanted  to  test  the  various  grains, 
tr:isses  and  seeds — the  pra  ticability  of  growing 
dilferent  medicinal  and  textile  plants,  &c. 

Congress  last  session  appropriated  $•,'0,000  for 
investigations  into  the  culture  and  preparation 
of  l!a\- and  hemp  as  a  substitute  for  cotton.  A 
commission  was  appointed  .Inly  1,  and  cultiva- 
tors invited  to  send  to  this  offict!  samples  of 
fibres  and  fiibrii-s,  accompanied  by  explanations 
of  processes.  A  leport  of  results  will  be  here- 
after prsented.

The  following  is  Gen.  Bragg'd  farewell 
order  to  his  army  : 

Upon  renewed  .".piilication  to  the  President, 
bis  consent  Inis  been  obtained  for  the  relin- 
(luislnnent  of  the  coinniand  of  this  army.  It 
is  accordingly  transferred  to  Lieut.  General 
Hardee. 

The  announcement  of  this  separation  is 
made  with  unfeigned  regret.  An  association 
of  more  than  two  years,  which  bind  together 
a  commander  and  his  trusted  troops,  cannot 
be  Severed  withunt  deep  emotion.  For  a  com- 
mon cause,  dangers  shared  on  many  hard- 
fought  fields  have  cemented  bonds  which  time 
can  never  imp  lir.  The  circumstances  which 
render  this  step  i)ropcr  will  be  appreciated  by 
every  g(;ud  soldier  and  true  patriot. 
The  last  appeal  the  General  has  to  make  to  the 
gillant  army  which  has  so  long  nobly  sustain- 
ed him,  is  to  give  his  successor  that  cordial 
and  generous  support  so  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  your  arms.  In  that  successor  you 
have  a  veteran  whose  brilliant  reputation  you 
have  aided  to  achieve.  To  the  oilicers  of  my 
general  staff,  who  have  so  long  and  zealously 
sUMiggled  against  serious  dirtieulties  to  sup- 
port the  army  and  myself,  is  due,  in  a  gteat 
degree,  what  little  success  and  fame  we  have 
achieved.  Bidding  them  and  the  army  an  af- 
fectionate farewell,  they  have  the  blessings 
and  pravcrs  of  a  grateful  friend. 

EUAXTON  BRAGG. 

On  assuming  command  Lieutenant  Genera^ 
TIardee  issued  the  following  general  order: 
Soldii-rs  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee  : 

General  Bragg  having  l)een  relieved  from 
duty  with  the  army,  the  command  lias  de- 
volved upon  me.  The  steady  course,  the  un- 
sullied patriotism  of  the  distinguished  leader 
who  has  shared  vour  fortunes  for  more  than 
a  year,  will  long  be  remembered  liy  this  army 
and  the  country  he  served  so  well.  1  desire 
to  say,  in  assuming  command,  that  there  is  no 
cause  for  discouragement.  The  overwhelm- 
ing numbers  of  tlic  enemy  forced  us  from 
Mission  Kidge,  but  the  army  retired  intact 
and  in  good  heart.  Our  losses  arc  small,  and 
will  be  rapidly  repaired.  The  countr_v  is 
looking  upon  you.  Only  the  weak  'side 
need  to  be  cheered  Viy  constant  success.  Vet- 
erans of  tShiloh,  Perry villc,  Murfresboro  and 
Cliickamauga,  require  no  such  stimulant  to 
sustain  their  courage.

major   C<«n«ral  Bnford. 

]Mnjor  General  John  Buford,  who  died  at 
Washington  on  the  16th,  was  a  graduate  of 
the  West  Point  Military  Academy,  and  in  the 
Regular  Army  held  the  rank  of  Ma,jor  in  the 
Inspector  General's  Department.  He  was  ap- 
l)o;iited  Brigadier  General  of  Volunteers  on 
the  '27th  of  July,  1862,  an<l  assigned  to  the 
command  of  a  cavalry  brigade  under  Gen. 
Pope,  in  his  Virginia  campaign  of  that  year. 
When  that  army  was  merged  with  the  army 
of  the  Potomac,  General  Buford  was  assigned 
to  the  command  of  the  regular  cavalry  brigade 
which  he  held  until  the  formation  of  the 
cavalry  corps  into  three  divisions,  when  he 
was  placed  in  connmind  of  the  First  division, 
and  served  throughout  the  severe  campaigns 
of  the  past  ten  months  with  the  most  distin- 
gni.shed  gallantry.  He  was  considered  the 
best  field  cavalry  commander  in  the  service, 
and  was  notcil  for  his  coolness  and  judgment 
under  fire.  He  was  about  forty  years  of  age, 
of  full  habit,  a  man  of  generous  nature  and 
warm  impulses.  Before  his  death  the  Presi- 
dent rew.irded  him  with  the  comuiission  of 
M;i.ior  General.  The  country  has  lost  a  noble 
.spirit  and  a  brave  defender.

It  is  humiliating  to  one  who  has  any  faith 
hi  the  manhood  or  lioncsty  of  our  countryiuen 
to  listen  to  the  causes  alleged  for  exemption, 
and  enough  to  make  any  patriot  intlignant  at 
t!ie  rabble  who  are  pressing  in  to  get  their 
names  stricken  otf.  Doubtless  many  of  the

Regiment,  arrived  last  evening  from  Little 
Rock,  Arkansas,  w  here  the  Third  is  now  sta- 
tioned, with  a  numl)er  of  his  officers  on  re- 
cruiting service.  Col.  Mattson  will  open  re- 
crniting  ofliics  at  Red  "Wing,  his  home,  where 
he  will  have  his  headquarters — at  St.  Paul, 
Mankato  and  Faribault.  He  informs  us  that 
the  Third  Regiment  is  in  fine  condition,  phys- 
i.'ally  and  militarily,  and  is  considered  the 
era -k  regiment  in  that  section.  It  stands  so 
high  in  the  tavor  of  Gen.  Steele,  who  com- 
mands the  district,  that  he  has  determined  to 
put  it  on  horseback,  and  when  it  goes  into  the 
■field  in  the  spring  it  will  be  mounted. 

The  men  are  so  well  pleased  with  the  ser- 
vice that  four-rifths  of  them  will  enlist  for  a 
new  temn  of  servi.o. 

The  Regiment  is  now  employed  as  a  Provost 
Guard  for  the  city  of  Little  Rock,  and  is  quar- 
tered in  the  State  Capitol. 

Col.  Mattson  informs  ns  that  the  occnpation 
of  Aikansas  by  our  troops  has  developed  an 
unexpected  amount  of  Union  sentiment 
among  the  common  or  poorer  classes  of  people. 
Large  numLers  .are  constantly  coming  in  and 
taking  the  oath  of  allegicnce,  and  a  good 
many  are  enlisting  in  the  Union  army. 

Some  eight  regiments  of  white  troops  and 
four  regiments  of  blacks  have  been  formed 
already  from  the  loyal  elements,  and  con- 
•cripts  from  the  rebel  army  arc  deserting  in 
numbers  and  enlisting  in  Union  regiments. 

Union  meetings  are  held  every  Saturday  at 
Little  Rock  and  great  cnt'msiasm  is  mani- 
fested. 

Among  the  Speakers  whom  he  heard  at 
these  meetings,  was  a  Mr.  Mui-phy,  a  venera- 
ble citizen  of  great  reimtation  and  influence 
who  gave  the  only  vf>tc  that  was  cast  in  the 
State  Convention  against  Secession,  and  came 
near  losing  his  life  for  this  courageous  act  of 
loyaltv.  He  has  since  remained  steadfast  to 
the  Union,  though  he  has  suffered  everything 
short  of  death  which  rebel  malignitj-  could 
Inflict  upon  him. 

The  addresses  of  Gantthr.Te  a  great  infln- 
ence  throughout  the  State. 

Such  of  the  d-sloyal  elements  of  the  popula- 
tion as  remain  in  our  lines,  are  very  peaceable 
and  well-behaved,  and  have  given  up  the  ex- 
periment of  a  Southern  Coai'oderacy  as  hope- 
less by  lost. 

Mr.  Deuell.the  old  landlord  of  the  Winslow 
Honse  in  this  city,  who  went  to  Little  Rock 
just  before  the  outbreak  of  the  secession 
movement  is  carrying  on  a  couple  of  farms  in 
the  vicinity  of  that  place.  On  ihe  advent  of 
<Mir  forces  he  applied  for  protection,  and  as  he 
was  able  to  furnish  sntisfactorj-  proof  of  his 
loyalty  It  wms  freely  accorded  to  him. 

We  arc  glad  to  learn  that  our  old  friend 
Col.  Andrews,  commanding  the  post  of  Little 
Rock,  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  superiors 
as  an  efficient  and  accomplished  officer.

A  correspondent  writing  from  Alexan- 
dria says : 

The  absence  of  Indians  ft-om  this  region 
has  made  game  of  every  kind  so  abundant, 
that  it  is  a  perfect  paradise  for  hunters.  A 
large  bl.ack  bear  was  killed  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  the  stockade  a  few  weeks  ago,  weigh- 
ing over  four  hundred  pounds;  and  Lieut. 
Salter,  who  devotes  some  attention  to  the 
chase,  has  atlded  new  laurels  to  his  already 
brilliant  reputation  as  a  sportsman,  by  bring- 
ing into  camp  a  number  of  deer,  one  of  which 
was  the  largest  and  heaviest  buck  ever  seen 
in  these  parts.  Game  of  every  other  descrip- 
tion is  so  abundant,  that  a  description  of  it 
would,  IJfear,  be  regarded  with  the  skepti- 
cism which  usually  greets  a  strong  hunting 
or  ti.sh  story.  Suffice  it,  therefore,  to  say  that 
wihl  game  has  at  this  post,  in  a  measure, 
taken  the  place  of  our  regular  pork,  and  many 
of  our  boys  are  making  a  go^d  thing  by  their 
sale  of  mink,  otter,  fox,  wolf,  coon,  and  musk- 
rat  skins. 

Among  the  feathered  tribes  which  make 
these  forests  their  winter  home,  I  will  only 
refer  to  the  magpie,  identical  with  the  Eng- 
lish bird  of  that  name,  which  abounds  in  this 
vicinitj',  and  some  hall-dozen  of  which  have 
been  captured.  It  is  a  beautiful  bird,  with 
exquisite  plumage,  and  with  all  the  character- 
istics of  the  European  species.  I  believe  it 
has  escaped  the  attention  of  American  orni- 
thologists, and  is  not  classified  with  our  na- 
tive birds.  One  of  these  magpies  will  be  sent 
to  a  taxidermist  in  St.  Paul,  where  I  hope  it 
will  receive  the  attention  it  deserves.  And 
further,  before  any  future  historian  closes  his 
record,  advise  him  by  all  means  to  spend  a 
few  weeks  in  these  regions,  and  he  will  find  a 
good  many  more  things  that  arc  curious,  and 
which  are  not '« et  set  down  in  books. 

We  had  an  irrnptiun  of  savages  at  this 
quiet  post  last  week.  Hole-in-the-day,  with 
a  brace  of  his  lovely  squaws  and  a  party  of 
followers,  came  to  the  stockade  and  encamped 
lor,  a  short  ti'ue,  while  that  warrior  chief 
had  an  interview  with  Captahi  Rockwood, 
the  commander  ol  the  post,  who  furnished 
the  dusky  diplomatist  with  a  small  supply  of 
commissary  stores,  and  warned  him  and  his 
band  to  return  without  delay  to  a  remoter, 
and  for  him  a  safer  distance  from  this  vicinity. 

No  military  news  is  current  here  at  this 
time.  The  army  on  the  frontier  outposts  is 
safely  ensconced  in  comfortible  winter  quar- 
ters, and  is  waiting,  with  all  the  patience  it 
can  coraraapd,   for   something   to   turn  up.

o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  lOth  the  fight 
commenced. 

Hound  1st. — Heenan  closed  in  grappling 
King  by  the  neck  and  giving  him  an  old 
fashioned  hug  until  the  referee  entered  the 
ring  and  strictly  cautioned  him  not  to  repeat 
the  operation. 

Round  2d. — King  forced  the  fighting  as  soon 
as  he  came  to  the  scratch.  Heenan  closed  in 
agaui  and  after  hugging  King  for  seme  time 
threw  him.  In  this  round  King  drew  the 
tirst  blood,  which  was  allowed. 

Round  3d. — .Vfter  hard  exchanges  Heenan 
again  hugged  King  and  threw  him  on  the 
ropes  with  awful  violence.  All  was  now- 
going  dead  against  King.  The  only  thing  he 
had  in  his  favor  was  iirst  blood. 

Round  4th. — King  came  up  with  a  visible 
mouse  under  his  left  eye.  Ilccnan  again  at- 
tempted the  hugging  game  which  dieted  loud 
remarks  of  disapprobation.  "With  this  excep- 
tion nothing  particular  occurred  during  this 
round. 

Round  oth. — Both  men  came  up  smiling. 
King  got  in  a  tremendous  blow  on  Heenan's 
ear  and  another  on  his  temple.  Heenan  in 
despair  hugged  King  and  threw  him  violently. 

Round  Sixth — Both  men  pegged  awav  at 
each  other.  The  round  was  finished  by  Hee- 
nan's giving  King  another  hug. 

Hound  Seventh — More  hammering,  and  Hee- 
nan again  hugged,  and  cross  battered  King 
dftadfully.  During  this  round  King  gave 
Heenan  a  rattler  on  the  nose  drawing  a  stream 
of  biood. 

Round  8th — Rapid  countering  on  both  sides. 
Heenan  again  hugged  Hing  at  the  close,  but 
got  thrown  himS((ilf. 

Round  9th — King  struck  Heenan  a  tremen- 
dous blow  on  the  head.  Heenan  closed  in 
upon  him  and  threw  liim. 

Round  lOth. — King  landed  out  heavily  with 
both  fists,  closed  in,  and  was  thrown  by  Hee- 
nan. 

Round  llth. — In  this  Round  Heenan  beg-an 
to  tire.  At  the  close  he  rushed  in  and  threw 
King  heavily. 

Hound  Vlth. — The  same  result. 

Rounds  I'ith  and  14«A.— Ditto. 

Round  loth. — Some  surging  blows  were 
given  on  each  side,  when  Heenan  knocked 
King  down  clean  into  the  corner.  This  was 
the  first  genuine  knock-down  of  the  fight. 

Round  I6th. — Heenan  came  to  the  scratch 
with  a  dreadful  eye.  A  severe  struggle  took 
place  during  this  Round,  neither  side  gaining 
any  particular  advantage. 

Round  nth — The  excitement  was  now  .so 
great  that  the  ring  regulations  were  disregard- 
ed. King's  blows  swelled  Heenan's  eyes  and 
temples  to  a  fearful  extent,  [but  he"i>ore  it 
manfully. 

From  this  to  the  24th  and  last  round,  Kmg 
went  ahead  at  a  perfect  gallop,  and  when 
time  was  called  for  the  2.5th  round  the  sponge 
was  thrown  up  by  the  seconds  of  Heenan. 

Heenan  was  dreadfully  punished  and  should 
never  have  been  permitted  to  pass  the  2 1st 
round. 

King  presented  no  visible  marks  of  punish- 
ment except  a  mouse  on  his  left  eye. 

Bell's  Life  concludes  its  description  of  the 
fight  in  the  following  words  :  "  A  braver  con- 
test was  never  fought."

posite,  applicable  only  to  the  expenses  of  the 
draft,  and  for  t'»e  procuration  of  substitutes.

[Special  to  Times.'] — The  House  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means  to-day  finished  the  naval 
appropriation  bill.

The  sentiments  of  Senators  respecting  the 
.9300  exemption  have  wholly  ch.inged.  They 
will  strike  out  the  exemption  clause  and  not 
insert  any  amount  in  its  place. 

The  feeling  is  general  that  the  army  must 
be  filled  up,  and  the  war  vigorously  prosecu- 
ted to  an  end. 

Senator  Wilson  will  soon  inti-oducc  a  bill 
providing  for  the  enlistment  of  soldiers  in  re- 
l>elliou8  States;  persons  so  enlisthig  to  join 
any  resiment  now  in  the  field  from  loyal 
States  they  may  select.  The  desire  is  to  get 
them  into  veteran  regiments,  and  nt  the  same 
time  to  enlarge  the  field  from  which  loyal 
States  can  draw  troo)>s.

In  view  of  this,  it  is  probable  that 
Austria  and  Prussia  will  adhere  to  their 
treaty  of  IHoi*,  and  that  the  Duke  of 
Saxe'-Coburg  Gotha,  who  has  recognized 
the  Prince  of  Augustenburg,  and  threat- 
ened to  sustain  his  claim  by  force  of 
arms,  may  I)e  inrluced  to  retire  from  his 
belligerent  position,  and  allow  the  Danes 
to  retain  what  they  so  gallantly  defended 
against  all  the  power  of  Prussia  iu    1848

Put  all  in  a  common-sized  tea-cup  or  vessel 
which  holds  about  four  ounces,  and  pour  half 
lu'l  of  li  liling  water,  stir  well  and  then  fill  full 
of  pood  vinegar.  Fit  for  use  when  it  settles. 
Make  a  swab  by  getting  a  little  stick  about  the 
size  of  a  pipe-stem,  notch  one  end,  and  wrap  a 
string  of  cotton  cloth  around  it,  letting  the 
cloth  project  about  half  an  inch  bcyoud  the 
end  of  the  stick,  so  as  not  to  jag  the  mouth 
and  throat,  and  fasten  with  a  thread. 

Swab  the  mouth  and  throat  well  every  half 
hour  if  the  case  is  bad,  every  hour  if  not  ba<l. 
When  the  patient  gets  better,every  two  houft ; 
then  when  better,  every  four  liours;  and  when 
still  better,  two  or  three  times  a  day,  till  well; 
which  will  be  from  two  to  seven  days.  Touch 
every  affected  spot,  the  uvula,  tonsils,  and 
lauces,  the  wliole  of  the  *ack  part  of  the 
mouth  and  top  of  the  tliroat;  and  let  the  pa- 
tient swallow  a  little  of  the  wash  each  time 
you  swab.  Swal)bing  causes  no  pain,  though 
the  patient  will  gag,  and  sometimes  vomit ;  but 
swab  well,  and  a  feeling  of  relief  will  follow 
every  swalibing. 

Let  every  patient  have  a  separate  swab  and 
wash,  as  tlie  disease  is  undoubtedly  infectious. 
Keep  the  wasli  pure  by  pouring  what  you  use 
each  time  into  another  vessel,  and  also  wii)e 
otf  any  matter  or  slime  that  may  be  on  tlie 
swab,  every  time  you  take  it  from  the  mouth. 

Rub  the  following  liniment  on  the  throat, 
outside,  once  every  three  or  four  hours,  and 
keep  a  llannel  cloth  around  the  neck  till  well : 

Take  Spirits  turpentine,  1  ounce, 
"    Sweet  oil,  (or  linseed  oil)  1  ounce, 
"    Acipui  amonia,  (mix)  1  ounce. 

Shake  betbrc  using  each  time. 

Keep  the  bowels  regular  with  castor  oil. 

Keep  the  patient  in  the  house,  but  ventilate 
well.  The  diptheria  wash  and  liniment  will 
t)e  found  sufficient  for  all  cases,  if  taken  in 
time;  and  should  you  mistake  any  other 
"sore  throat"  for  diptheria,  you  will  effect  u 
sure  almost  invariably,  as  I  use  this  for  all 
common  sore  throats.  I  have  never  lost  a 
case,  and  many  have  told  me  that  no  money 
would  induce  them,  iu  these  "diptheria 
times"  to  be  without  the  wash  and  liniment; 
and  when  a  soreness  in  the  throat  is  felt,  it  is 
used  and  a  cure  is  always  effected.

even  in  America. 

The  two  Duchies,  which  together  are 
about  as  large  as  Connecticut  and  two  of 
i^hode  Island,  with  a  somewhat  larger 
porudation,  were  originally  independent, 
but  became  a  p:irt  of  Denmark,  though 
with  certain  limitations  and  separate  priv- 
ileges, in  1849.  Their  union  with  Den- 
mark resulted  from  the  election  of  Chris- 
tian J.,  of  that  kingdom,  as  their  Duke. 
Christian  acknowlegiid  their  right  to  elect 
a  su<-ecssorand  atlmitted  that  they  should 
remain  united.  The  (Jermans,  who  de- 
mand llolstein,  demand  Schleswig  also, 
j  on  the  ground  that  this  declared  union  is 
perpetual,  and  secures  the  possession  of 
botli  to  the  })Osse«sor  of  either. 

About  a  hundred  years  later,  the  suc- 
cession to  both  these  Duchies  was  en- 
tailed on  heir.'?  male.  A  little  later,  the 
royal  lav/  of  Denmark  was  so  altered  as 
to  permit  the  succession  of  females  to 
the  crown.  Fr^m  all  this  the  trouble  has 
sprung.  The  throne  of  Denmark  is  now 
occupied  by  a  descendant  of  a  female 
relative  of  the  original  Duke.  German 
legitimists  contend  that  he  is  excluded 
by  the  entail. 

According  to  strict  law.  King  Chris- 
tian th  s  seems  to  be  excluded. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Duke  of  Au- 
gustenburg is  excluded  by  his  father's  re- 
nunciation of  all  right  to  the  Duchies, 
and  King  Christian's  right  remains  under 
the  treaty  ofM.ay,  18.52,  which  was  signed 
by  all  tlie  members  of  the  (iermanic  Con- 
federation except    Bavaria,    and    which

Paritou  Browulow  •  Reason  for  Rnn- 

At  a  recent  war  meeting  in  Cincinnati, 
Parson  Brownlow  was  called  on  for  a 
speech  and  responded  as  follows  : 

I  atsure  you,  my  friends,  that  I  feel  in 
no  condition  to  speak  this  evening.  I 
came  here  to-night  to  listen,  as  I  hoped, 
to  glorious  old  John  Brough,  of  Ohio. 
I  remember  hearing  him  for  three  long 
hours,  in  Fifth  Street  Market-space,  giv- 
ing those  copperheads  the  devil,  and  rub- 
bing it  in  [laughter ;]  and  I  came  here 
to-night  in  hopes  of  heating  him  repeat 
the  operation.  I  understand  that  this  is 
a  war  meeting,  and  that  you  are  assem- 
bled here  for  the  purpose  of  beating  up 
volunteers.  In  this  matter  I  am  in  a 
somewhat  awkward  position,  having  re- 
cently taken  to  my  heels  like  a  gray  hound 
and  made  three  hundred  miles  in  short 
time.  Jn  the  last  two  years,  as  you  well 
known,  I  have  done  some  brave  talking, 
which  the  rebels  remember.  Were  I  not 
sure  that  I  should  not  be  treated  as  our  sol- 
diers taken  by  them  are — incarcerated  in 
their  lousy  prisons — their  Libbys  and 
Castles  Thunder,  I  should  have  staid,  fpr 
I  could  endure  the  lice.  I  did  not  run 
out  of  cowardice,  but  I  well  knew  that  if 
they  took  me  I  would  have  to  pull  hemp 
without  a  foothold,   (laughter),  so  I  ran. 

1  am  glad  to  see,  by  this  vast  meeting 
that  the  war  spirit  has  not  died  out,  and 
that  you  are,  as  I  am,  for  war  to  the 
knife,  and  the  knife  lO  the  hilt,  for  confis- 
cation and  extermination  unjil,  if  neces- 
sary, not  a  soul  shall  be  left  south  of  Ma- 
son &  Dixon's  line.  We  don't  want  the 
war  to  close  now ;  wo  dont  want 
peace  on  any  terms  until  the  rebellion  is 
crushed.  Let  us  give  them  war — war 
until  we  crowd  them  far  down  through 
the  Cotton  States  and  drive  them  into 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  as  the  Devil  drove 
the  hogs  into  the  Sea  of  Tiberia.

KmiirratioH  f(ta<liiti«s. 

The  statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Immi- 
gration show  that  during  the  forty-one 
years  previous  to  18G0  the  total  immigra- 
tion has  been  five  million,  sixty-two  thou- 
sand, four  hundred  and  fourteen.  Two 
hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand  came 
into  the  country  previous  to  1820,  and 
three  hundred  and  fifly  thousand  since 
ISfiO,  the  total  since  1790  Being  five 
million,  six  hundred  and  forty-six  thou- 
sand, four  hundred  and  fourteen.  The 
average  amount  of  capital  brought  into 
the  country  is  eighty  dollars  for  each 
emigrant,  four  hundred  and  fifty-three 
millions,  seven  hundred  and  thirteen 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars,

State  of  MiNNiisoTA. 
Executive  Depaktment, 
Saint  Pavl.  Nov.  21.  18G3. 
To  aid  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  and  to  has- 
ten the  termination  of  civil  war,  the  President 
of  the  United  States  has  by  Proclamation  of 
the  17th  October  ult.,  called  for  300,000  vol- 
unteers to   serve  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years. 

Under  this  call  Minnesota  will  be  required 
to  furnish  for  its  quota  at  least  three  thousand 
men. 

The  Proclamation  of  the  President  assures 
us,  that,  if  this  quota  is  not  raised  before  the 
5th  day  of  January  next,  "the  draft  shall 
commence"  on  that  day. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  owe  under  the  late 
call  for  20  per  cent,  of  the  first  class  of  enroll- 
ed national  forces  1,207  men. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  us  to 
cancel  this  debt  by  raising  a  Regiment  of  Cav- 
alry, which  it  is  understood  shall  he  employ- 
ed in  the  frontier  service  so  long  as  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  protect  us  against  the  incursions 
of  hostile  savages. 

The  slow  progress  which  has  been  already 
made  in  filling  this  regiment,  imperatively 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  lives  and  prop- 
erty on  our  border,  gives  faint  hope  of  suc- 
cess in  raising  the  number  rc(iuisitc  to  avoid  a 
draft. 

If  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  this  regiment 
is  to  be  used  in  our  own  service  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  security  of  our  own  families,  it  is 
necessary  to  offer  further  inducements  to  en- 
list, I  recommend  that  the  several  "counties 
and  townships  of  the  State  pay  such  bounties 
as  may  be  required  to  secure  speedy  enlist- 
ments in  the  Second  Cavalry  Regiment. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  State  pride  to  fill 
this  regiment  at  an  early  day. 

The  bounty  offered  by  Government  is  $102 
for  each  recruit,  and  the  State  authorities  will 
endeavor  to  have  it  increased  to  $302,  the 
amount  offered  to  those  enlisting  in  the  old 
regiments. 

Whether  this  application  is  successful  or 
not,  there  should  be  no  delay  in  supplying  a 
force  necessary  for  the  safety  and  prosperity 
of  our  State,  to  be  paid  and  supixjrted  by  the 
National  Government. 

The  present  call  for  300,000  men  is  intended 
especially  to  fill  the  ranks  of  decimated  regi- 
ments now  in  the  field. 

We  have  in  this  State  about  30,000  men 
enrolled  as  State  Militi.a.  If  the  cncrjcy  and 
enthusiasm  heretofore  manifested  liy  the  pco 
pie  of  this  Stiite  still  live,  we  can  easily  fur- 
nish the  number  required  from  us  to  end  this 
teiTiblc  war,  amounting  only  to  one  in  ten  of 
our  State  troops. 

The  bounty  offered  by  the  Government  is 
munificent,  and  sufficient  to  enable  men  in 
any  condition  of  life  to  devote  themselves  to 
the  work. 

It  is  not  prob.able  that  the  war  will  last  for 
two  years,  and  $402  bounty  to  veterans  and 
$302  to  new  recruits,  besides  the  regular  pay 
and  rations  is  as  much  as  laboring  men  can 
expect  to  realize  in  the  pursuit  of  any  ordinary 
branch  of  industry. 

But  there  are  higher  motives  to  indace  our 
people  to  respond  heartily  and  promjitly  to 
the  demands  of  the  Government. 

Peace  can  only  come  as  the  result  «rf  victory 
over  the  rebels  in  arms.  We  have  the  power, 
the  men  and  munitions,  to  wia  the  victory. 
The  more  readily  we  furnish  tliera,  the  earl- 
ier  will   l)ethe  end  ofthe  stn^gle. 

Our  regiments  now  in  the  field  have  shed 
an  immortal  lustre  upon  oor  State.  History 
furnishes  no  parallel  to  their  heroic  achiev- 
ments,  and  in  whatever  portion  of  the  Union 
a  citizen  of  Minnesota  may  go,  he  feels  him. 
self  surrounded  with  the  glory  they  have  won- 
Now,  on  the  very  eve  of  final  victory,  the 
patriotic  people  of  this  State  will  not  leave 
them  with  their  thinned  ranks,  to  fight  this 
battle  alone. 

Such  a  war  "costs  treasure  and  blood,"  but 
its  speedy  and  triumphant  conclusion  "  will 
richly  compensate  for  both." 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  have  each  town- 
ship in  the  State  credited  with  the  number  of 
men  it  has  heretofore  furnished,  or  may  fur- 
nish, for  the  service. 
The  result  will  be  made  public  as  soon  as  it 

is  known,  by  this  Department. 

The  time  for  action  in  this  matter  is  very 
sh<9rt,  and  I  ask  the  people  of  Minnesota  to 
use  every  influence  that  patriotism  or  money 
can  exert,  to  sustain  her  proud  position,  and 
save  her  from  the  impending  draft. 
In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand  and  caused  the  Seal  of  the- 
State  to  be  aflSxed,  at  St.  Paul,  this 
L.   8.    21st  day   of  November,  a.  d.  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
three.

No  suJ'ject  will  be  likely  to  cng.age  the  at- 
tention of  the  next  Legislature  of  greater  im- 
pv>rtaiK'e  than  the  alV.iirs  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity. It  could  devote  itself  to  no  object  more 
Worthy  of  its  l.ibors,  and  leave  behind  it  no 
more  exaited  memorial  of  its  wisdom  and 
8:atesmanship  than  the  adoption  of  some 
moans  by  which  this  si)lendid  foundation  can 
bo  saved  from  t'^c  ruiu  which  threatens  to 
eiigulpb  it. 

Minnesota  cannot  spare  this  noble  institu- 
tion. Ilcr  State  University  is  the  necessary 
complement  ot  her  Common  School  system, 
which  tlie  muniiieeuce  of  Congress,  seconded 
by  wise  and  provident  local  legi?lation,  has 
enriched  with  revenues  ample  to  give  the 
Common  Schools  of  Minnesota  a  maintenance 
c  lual  to  any  iu  the  world— for  all  time  to 
come. 

Hut  the  thorough  provision  thus  made  for 
popular  instruction  in  its  lower  branches,  ne- 
cessitates a  correspondiug  provision  for  its 
completion  iu  the  higher  walks  of  learning. 
The  full  advantages  of  the  best  Common 
Schoo'  system  cannot  bo  developed  e-vcejit  in 
cnneorion  with,  and  as  preparatory  to.aUni- 
\er>ity  course. 

For  these  reasons  we  are  glad  to  learn  that 
edbrts  are  t »  be  made  this  winter  to  relieve 
the  State  University  irom  its  pccuni.iry  em- 
barrassments, to  give  it  something  more  than 
a  uoniiiial  place  in  our  Educational  apparatus, 
and  to  make  the  line  and  costly  edifice  at 
St.  Anthony  something  more  than  the  solitary 
rookory  ot  unclcin  birds  which  misinanage- 
nicut  and  neglect  have  made  it. 

With  this  view  the  following  plan  for  the 
iinmediJite  rehabilitation  of  the  State  Uni- 
vo.-ity  hii-  been  suggested  to  ns,  based  on  the 
a-<uinpiiontIiatithas  a  valid  claim  to  a  double 
prant  of  linds,  and  that  the  State  is  liable  for 
the  debts  created  by  authority  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, for  which  the  property  of  the  University 
is  now  encumbered.    This  plan  proposes : 

1.  That  the  managemeut  of  the  University 
and  of  its  property  be  reorganized  by  the  con- 
stitution of  a  Board  of  Overseers,  in  place  of 
the  present  elective  Board  of  Regent^;,  to  con- 
sist of  the  Governor,  the  Lieut.  Governor,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  twelve 
other  citi/eus  of  learning  and  probity — to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  by  the  consent  of 
the  Senate,  six  of  the  latter  to  be  Clergymen 
of  as  many  Christian  denominations,  and  six 
of  them  Laymen. 

2.  That  at  their  first  session  the  Board  of 
Overseers  shall  appoint  a  President  of  the 
T'nivcrsity,  and  that  education  shall  imme- 
diately commence  in  the  University  buildings 
under  his  superintendence. 

3.  That  in  addition  to  the  fees  of  tuition  he 
may  collect.he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  SI, 000 
per  year  from  the  State,  provided  that  this 
provision  shall  cease  as  soon  as  the  University 
fund  l)ecomes  available. 

4.  That  the  State  assume  the  payment  of 
the  debts  incurred  by  the  University,  and 
take  for  security  the  lands  of  the  University, 
those  of  which  it  is  now  possessed  and  those 
which  are  claimed  for  it  under  the  Enabling 
Act;  these  lands  to  be  sold  by  the  Auditor  as 
may  most  conduce  to  the  interests  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  liqui- 
dation of  the  State  bonds  to  Ije  issued  to  cover 
the  debts  of  the  University  and  the  expenses 
incurred  by  the  State,  meanwhile,  in  thei  ay- 
ment  of  salaries,  &c. 

We  are  not  prepared  to  express  any  decided 
opinion  upon  tlie  last  proposition — that  the 
State  shall  assume  the  debts  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  take  secnritj-  for  reimbursement  up- 
on its  present  and  prospective  land  rcserscs — 
but  before  such  a  step  is  taken  it  would 
seem  important  that  the  legal  liability  of  the 
State  for  the  debts,  and  the  validity  of  its 
claim  to  the  lands  referred  to,  should  be  de- 
termined by  the  proper  tribunals. 

But  the  other  features  of  the  plan  will  com- 
mend {themselves  to  general  approbation 
because  they  offer  a  practicable  method  of 
enlisting  iu  the  manigement  of  the  Univer- 
sity a  class  of  gentlemen  who  are  presumed 
from  their  positions  to  embody  the  highest 
cliaractor  and  the  best  intelligence  in  the 
State,  of  lifting  this  important  interest  out  of 
the  atrnosplKrc  of  politics,  and  more  especially 
because  they  .-ug,'est  a  means  of  giving  a 
practical  vitality  to  the  University.  Two 
or  three  thixisand  dollars  a  year  judiciously 
expended  would  serve  to  make  the  University 
building  available  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  designed,  and  enable  the  State  to  rea- 
lize some  benefit  from  the  eighty  odd  thousand 
<lollars  which  is  now  locked  up  in  these  blank 
walla  of  useless  masonry,  and  transform  this 
fine  edifice  from  a  sepulchral  monument  of 
madness  and  imbecility  to  a  temple  ot  wisdom 
and  learning.

Wc  deeply  regret  to  leant  by  private  letters 
fVom  Wiuslungton  of  the  sudden  death  of 
Robert  F.  Fisk,  Esq.,  in  that  city  on  the  even- 
ing of    Decml»er  16th. 

Mr.  Fisk  was  accompanying  a  lady  to  Ford's 
Theatre,  where  Ilackett  was  to  appear  in  one 
of  his  splendid  representations  of  Falstatl. 
Our  correspondent  writes  that  "when  he  left 
the  house  he  appeared  ;is  well  as  usual,  but  on 
the  way  he  become  so  faint  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  stop  with  him  at  a  confectionary,  where 
he  called  for  a  glass  of  water.  After  drink- 
ing a  portion  of  it  he  fell  to  the  lloor,  and  iu 
fifteen  minutes  he  was  dead.  His  breathing 
became  diiHcult  and  short,  and  after  vomiting 
a  large  quantity  of  water,  slightly  streaked 
with  blood,  lie  died  without  a  struggle.  His 
atl'cliou  was  evidently  dropsy  of  the  chest — 
the  result  of  his  long  illness  last  summer." 

Our  "Flying  correspondent" elsewhere  gives 
substantially  the  s.auic  account.  His  remains 
were  to  be  sent  to  his  family,  now  in  Boston, 
and  of  which,  or  rather  of  Cambridge,  Mr. 
Fisk  wjis  a  native.  He  was  about  thirty-si?v 
years  of  age.  For  several  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  an  extensive  business  connected 
with  cotton  manufactures  in  Boston.  Failing 
In  his  operations  in  this  field  he  emigrated  in 
1S.37,  we  believe,  to  St  Faul,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  real  estate  operations  till  the  inaug- 
uration of  Gov.  Ramsey  in  ISOO,  who  ap- 
pointed him  his  Private  Secretary  and  State 
l.ibrari.iu.  These  offices  he  held  till  recently, 
when  the  state  of  his  health  compelled  him  to 
resign  them,  and  for  a  few  weeks  past  he  has 
been  in  Washington.  For  several  months 
last  summer  he  was  confined  to  his  house  In- 
some  rheumatic  complaint,  and  had  scarcely 
recovered  when  he  undertook  his  journey  to 
Washington.  He  was  an  energetic  and  faith- 
ful public  otficcr,  a  good  citizen,  zealous  in 
the  discharge  of  every  public  duty,  a  sincere 
and  f.tithful  friend,  and  a  warm-hearted  and 
generous  man.  His  death  will  be  deeply  de- 
plored by  all  who  knew  him.

four  parts,  that  they  mutually  heighten  the  ef. 
feet  of  each  oth«r,  and  combine  in  the  mind  of 
the  composer  at  last  to  a  harmonious  whole, 
we  are  bound  to  believe  on  the  dictum  and 
uniform  practice  of  the  great  masters  of  the 
art.  If  we  are  not  all  able  to  discern  this  con- 
nection, and  comprehend  the  whole  produc- 
tion in  its  perfection,  we  can  lay  it  only  to  our 
own  want  of  appreciation.  In  music,  as  in 
poetry,  oratory,  painting,  sculpture,  there  is 
substantial  and  artistic  reason  for  the  forms  it 
assumes.  Till  we  arc  able  to  comprehend  these 
wc  cannot  ignore  them  or  criticise  them.  The 
great  masters  give  us  the  rides  and  the  laws ; 
the  students  place  is  ours. 

Onitorically  illustrated,  the  four  parts  of  the 
sympjiony  might  be  compared  to  the  exordi- 
um, the  statement,  the  argument  and  the  pero- 
ration. The  finale  may  well  be  compared,  in 
its  sweep  and  majesty,  to  the  peroration.  Pic- 
torially  illustrated  the  allegro  might  be  com- 
pared to  the  background  or  foundation  of  the 
landscai)e,  the  andante  to  the  soft  and  ex- 
quisite lintings  of  verdure,  trees  and  skies, 
the  mcnuett  to  the  abrupt  and  sharply  defi- 
ned jutting  of  hills  and  rocks,  and  the  finale 
to  tlie  broad  expanse  and  wholesome  effect  of 
the  complete  scene. 

But  we  arc  apt  to  grow  vaguely  fanciful,  as 
soon  as  wc  attempt  to  translate  music  into 
language.  It  cannot  be  done.  None  the  less" 
however,  arc  wc  all  able  to  feel  music,  as  the 
most  powerful  of  all  language. 

A  main  object  of  the  "St.  Paul  Musical  So- 
ciety," is  to  bring  forward  gradually  the 
works  of  the  greatest  masters,  so  that  the 
taste  and  appreciation  of  the  community  may 
be  formed  upon  the  best  models.  The  sym 
phony  of  Monday  evening  will  require  nearly 
an  hour  for  its  jierformance.  It  is  one  of 
Havdn's.  *

The    Mymptaony. 

Monday  evening,  the  '28th  inst.,  is  to  mark 
an  epoch  in  the  musical  history  of  St.  Paul. 
Our  citizens  on  that  occasion  are  to  witness 
the  debut  of  our  home  orchestra,  and  to  hear, 
for  the  first  time  in  Minnesota,  the  perform- 
ance of  a  musical  composition  of  the  grandest 
classic  form  known  in  purely  instrumental 
works, — the  Symphony. 

But  what  is  a  symphony  ?  As  the  sympho- 
ny in  D  is  to  be  a  main  feature  of  the  coming 
concert,  we  may  be  permitted  a  few  words,  in 
part  a  compilation,  on  this  subject. 

The  Word  symphony  was  lormerlj-  vaguely 
employed  to  designate  certain  vocal,  instru- 
mental or  mixed  compositions,  or,  sometimes 
intermediate  instrumental  passages  in  com- 
positions predominantly  vocal.  But  finally  the 
term  was  applied,  and,  in  a  technical  sense,  to 
denote  extended  and  elaborate  compositions 
in  which  instruments  only  are  employed.  The 
germ  of  the  modern  symphony  may  be  found 
in  the  Concerti  grossi  of  Corelli,  produced  in 
the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century;  but, 
previous  to  the  time  of  Haydn,  the  composi- 
tion in  its  present  form,  was  unknown.  To 
the  invention  of  this  great  composer,  this 
description  of  music,  which  embraces  the 
most  splendid  efforts  of  modem  genius,  owes 
almost  its  existence,  indeed.  Haydn  began 
by  turning  to  better  account  than  formerly 
the  powers  of  the  orchestra  as  it  then  ex- 
isted. 

He  divided  the  symphony  into  four  or  five 
parts,  (generally  four)  performed  in  immedi- 
ate succession,  and  developing  different  ideas' 
but  having  a  general  connection  or  relation . 
He  extended  his  movements  by  ginng  a  more 
ample  development  to  their  subjects ;  he  en- 
riched the  harmony,  and  produced  new  and 
beautiful  effects  by  his  employment  of  wind 
instruments.  In  this  manner  he  continued  to 
pursue  his  researches  in  the  region  of  orches- 
tral harmonv,  followed,  but  never  reached  by 
his  contemporaries ;  till  toward  the  close  of 
his  career,  he  found  a  companion  in  Mozart, 
who  went  side  by  side  with  him,  and  even 
outstripped  him  in  the  use  of  brazen  instm- 
ments,  the  constant  improvement  and  appli- 
cation of  which  is  daily  giving  new  features 
to  the  music  of  our  orchestras.  But  many 
of  the  symphonies  of  Haydn  have  never  been 
surpassed.  In  the  exquisite  beauty  of  the 
melody,  the  admirable  use  made  of  the  pecu- 
liar genius  and  rapacity  of  each  instrument, 
and  the  perfect  clearness  which  pervades  every 
part  of  the  composition,  some  of  them  have 
hardly  yet  been  equalled. 

In  structure,  then,  the  symphony  consists 
of  (regularly)  four  parts,  though  Beethoven 
has  divided  his  great  Pastoral  Symphony  into 
five.  These  four  parts  are  distinct  enough  to 
give  variety  and  breadth  to  the  work,  and  yet 
sufficiently  related  to  be  combined  into  one 
consistent  and  harmonious  whole.  The  lx;au. 
ty  of  the  composition  is  derived  from  its  vari- 
ety in  unity,  just  as  is  the  case  with  any  other 

work  of  art. 

The  first  part  of  the  symphony  is  the  Alle- 
gro, a  spirited  introductory  movement.  The 
second  part  is  a  slower  movement,  usually  an 
Andante  or  Adagio,  exhibiting  the  idea  of  the 
composer  in  its  softer  shades  and  more  exqui- 
site coloring.  The  third  part  is  the  Menuett 
or  Scherzo,  of  a  playful,  lively  mood,  sugges- 
tive of  merry  life  or  rustic  hilarity.  The 
fourth  and  closing  part  is  the  Finale,  a  rapid 
and  vigorous  movement,  bringing  the  whole 
composition  to  a  serious  and  fitting  close. 


For  prudential  reasons  we  have  refrained 
from  noticing  the  heavy  robbery  which  took 
place  last  Sunday  night,  but  as  arrests  have 
been  made  there  is  no  longer  occasion  for 
silence. 

Last  Sunday  morning  Franklin  Steele,  Esq. 
left  this  city  for  Washington,  taking  with  him 
a  trunk  containing  thirty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars in  U.  S.  five-twenty  bonds,  and  other 
valuables.  The  lx)nds  belonged  to  the  Messrs. 
Thompson  and  other  jiarties  in  this  city,  who 
have  recently  organized  a  National  Bank,  and 
were  being  sent  to  Washington  in  connection 
with  its  organization. 

By  the  time  the  stages  reached  Red  Winff 
the  other  trunks  on  the  sleigh  that  this  occu- 
occupied  had  been  taken  off  by  their  owners, 
leaving  this  alone  upon  the  rack.  The  stages 
left  Red  Wing  a  few  minutes  before  six  p.  m., 
arriving  at  Lake  City  about  ten,  and  during 
this  time  the  robbery  took  place.  It  has  since 
l)cen  ascertained  that  the  trunk  was  taken  be- 
tween a  creek  where  the  stages  stop  for 
water,  five  miles  this  side  of  Lake  City  and 
the  latter  place. 

Mr.  Steele  proceeded  to  Wabashaw  before 
discovering  his  loss.  Meeting  the  up  stages 
at  this  point  he  immediatelF  returned  to  Lake 
City,  thinking  that  it  might  possibly  have  be- 
come detached  from  the  sleigh  by  accident, 
and  that  it  could  be  found  on  the  route.  All 
search,  however,  proved  unavailing,  and  a 
further  examination  showed  that  the  straps 
which  bound  the  trunk  to  the  stage  had  been 
cnt,  thus  rendering  it  certain  that  some  bold 
thief  had  made  way  with  the  property. 

Several  officers  were  immediately  put  upon 
the  track,  and  the  telegraph  was  brought  into 
requisition  to  notify  parties  where  the  bonds 
would  be  likely  to  be  offered  for  sale.  Up  to 
last  evening  none  of  the  bonds  had  been  re- 
covered, though  two  men,  whose  names  we 
have  been  unable  to  learn,  were  arrested  on 
suspicion,  at  Lake  City,  Wednesday  evening. 
The  robbery  was  a  bold  one,  as  there  were 
three  or  four  passengers  in  the  stage  at  the 
time,  and  the  night  was  bright  moonliglit. 
There  were  three  stages,  all  on  runners, 
travelling  in  close  proximity  to  each  other, 
and  it  was  upon  the  hind  one  that  the  trunk 
was  fastened. 

The  other  property  in  the  trunk,  besides  the 
bonds,  belonged  to  Mr.  Steele,  but  as  to  the 
extent  of  his  loss  we  are  not  informed.  The 
bonds  were  assigned  on  the  backs  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  in  trust  for  the 
First  National  Bank  of  St.  Paul,  and  as  the 
Treasury  Department  has  been  notified  of  the 
robbery  they  will  prove  of  little  value  to  the 
thief.  The  bank  will  lose  nothing,  excepting 
by  the  delay  which  must  necessarily  ensue  in 
getting  duplicates.

Gen.  McClellan's  report  was  transmitted  to 
tiie  Ilouse  to-day.  It  contains  7Go  foolsaij) 
l»ages  and  it  is  divided  into  four  parts,  lie 
commences  as  follows : 

I  shall  not,  nor  can  I,  living,  forget  that 
when  I  was  ordered  to  the  command  of  the 
-trwops  for  the  defense  of  the  capital,  the  sol- 
diers with  whom  I  have  shared  so  much  anx- 
iety and  pains  and  sutferiugs  of  the  war,  had 
not  lost  their  conlidencc  iu  me  as  their  com- 
mander. They  sprang  to  my  call  with  all  their 
vigor,  discipline  and  courage.  I  led  them  into 
Maryland  ftfteeu  d.iys  after  they  had  fallen 
back  defeated  before  Washington,  van(iuislie(l 
the  enemy  on  the  rugged  heights  of  South 
Mountain,  and  pursued  them  to  the  hard 
fought  Held  of  Antietam. 

Our  brave  men  were  sulfering  greatly. 
Their  shoes  were  worn  out,  their  blankets  lost, 
clothing  in  rags,  in  short  the  army  was  unlit 
for  active  service  and  an  interval  for  rest  and 
rc-equippinff  was  necessary.  When  the  slow- 
ly forwarded  supplies  ciuue  to  us,  1  led  the 
army  over  the  river,  renovated  refreshed,  and 
in  good  order  and  discipline  and  followed  the 
retreating  foe  to  a  position  where  I  was  conli- 
dcnt  of  a  decisive  victory.  When  in  the 
midst  of  a  movement  and  while  my  advance 
guard  was  actually  in  contact  with  "the  enemy 
1  was  removed  from  command. 

I  am  devoutly  grateful  to  God  that  my  last 
campaign  with  this  brave  army  was  crowned 
with  a  victory  which  saved  tlie  nation  from 
the  greatest  peril  it  had  ever  undergone. 

I  have  not  accomplished  my  pnrpose  by 
this  report,  if  tlip  Army  of  the  Potomac  is  not 
placed  high  on  the  roll  of  the  history  of  the 
armies  of  the  world,  -\lways  ready  for  battle, 
always  firm,  steadfast,  anil  trustworthy.  I 
never  called  on  it  in  vain,  nor  the  nation  has 
never  had  cause  to  attribute  its  want  of  suc- 
cess under  myself  or  under  commanders  to 
any  failure  of  patriotic  bravery  in  that  noble 
lx)dj'  of  American  soldiers.  No  man  can 
justly  charge  upon  any  portion  of  that  army 
from  officer  to  the  private  any  lack  of  devo- 
tion to  the  service  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, and  to  the  cause  of  the  Constitution 
and  the  Union.  They  have  proved  their 
fealty  in  much  sorrow,  sulferiiig,  danger,  and 
through  the  very  shadow  of  death.  Their 
comrades,  dead  on  all  fields  where  we  fought, 
have  scarcely  more  claim  to  the  honor  of  a 
nations  reverence  than  the  survivors  to  the 
justice  of  a  nations  gratitude. 

The  report  covers  the  period  from  the  26th 
of  July  1861  to  November  7th  1862.

Washikcton,  Dec.  23. 
Instructions  have  been  sent  from  Secretary 
Welles  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  dif- 
ferant  Navy  Yards,  to  have  a  fleet  of  vessels 
read3'  to  take  their  positions  at  New  York, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  other  im- 
portant ports,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
new  regulations  relative  to  passports  of  ves- 
sels and  passengers. 

It  is  rumored  to-day  at  the  War  Depart  • 
ment  that  Ge».  Thomas  Francis  Meagher  had 
l)een  ordered  to  proceed  to  Michael  Corcoran 's 
legion  and  take  command  of  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  stated  that  most 
probably  what  remains  of  Corcoran's  legion 
will  be  added  to  the  Irish  brigadr. 

Chas.  11.  Cornwall,  head  of  the  Redemption 
Bureau,  in  the  Navy  Department,  was  to-day 
arrested  for  embezzling  Government  funds. ' 
The  President  has  sent  into  the  Senate  the 
names  of  a  lot  of  Major  Generals  made  dur- 
ing the  recess,  and  with  them  that  of  General 
Scliofield,  Imt  he  is  understood  to  eamcstlv 
comraend  the  latter|to  the  Senate  for  confirma- 
mation  in  place  of  General  Schenck.  The 
growing  feeling  in  the  Senate  is  that  no  more 
Major  Generals,  or  Brigadier  Generals  should 
be  appointed  who  are  not  actually  required 
for  the  need  of  the  army  and  interest  of  the 
country. 

The  Navy  Department  is  going  to  build 
four  Ocean  steamers,  to  carry  four  twenty 
inch  guns  to  l>e  of  virrougbt  iron  four  hundred 
and  fil'ty  feet  long,  fifty-eight  beam,  two  thoii- 
»and  feet  surface,  four  cylinders,  ninety 
incites  stroke,  four  feet  two  inches  propellers, 
draft  nineteen  feet,  expected  speed  sixteen 
knots.    They  will  cost  5,000,000  each. 

Washington,  Dec.  23. 

It  expected  that  Arkansas  will  be  repre- 
sented in  Congress  at  an  early  da}'.  Argu- 
ment is  favorably  received  that  In  Sfcite  for  an 
election,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  the 
State  Government  will  be  represented  there 
shortly. 

Congress  having  failed  to  amend  the  Con- 
scription Act  previous  to  the  adjournment  for 
tlie  Holidays,  the  draft  will  probably  be  post- 
poned until  Februarj'  1st,  to  give  time  to 
amend  the  law  which  will  probably  undergo 
thorough  revision.  Meantime  recruiting  will 
be  stimulated  by  bounties  &.C.,

The  steamer  Atlanta  from  New  Orleans,  has 
arrived  with  a  cargo  of  sug.ir  for  Louisville. 
The  Sunshine  from  New  Orleans  8th  arrived 
wit3i  a  cargo  of  sugar  and  molasses  for  St. 
Louis. 

On  her  way  up  while  wooding  fifty  miles 
above  Memphis,  the  Sunshine  was  Imrded  by 
a  j)arty  of  guerrillas  who  enquired  if  the  boat 
l)elonged  to  the  government  and  what  it  was 
loaded  with,  and  after  robbing  the  wood  men 
of  the  money  paid  for  wood,  decamped  with- 
out molesting  the  lx>at. 

The  IPlatte  Valley  from  Memphis  has  ar- 
rived at  St.  Louis.  The  rebels  are  reported  in 
large  force  in  the  vicidity  of  Natche  ,  but 
thus  far  have  not  made  made  an  attack  upon 
our  Intrenchments. 

Mobile  papers  say  the  Legislature  of  Ala- 
bama voted  that  the  beautiful  carpets  that 
cover  the  floor  of  the  capitol  Ix*  cut  up  and 
given  to  the  soldiers  of  the  army  for  blankets. 

The  Memphis  Journal  of  the  21st  says  :  We 
observed  the  largest  quantity  of  cotton  on  the 
bluff  this  morning  that  has  been  seen  there 
since  the  occupation  of  the  city  by  the  Union 
forces.

From  Our  Flying  Corr'spondcnt, 

Wash  inoton.  Dec.  17,  1863. 
Editors  of  tho  St.  Paul  Press : 

This  is  the  first  moment  since  penning  our 
last  in  Chiciigo,  that  we  have  had  leisure 
enough  to  continue  the  sketch  of  our  tracks. 
After  mailing  our  letter  at  Chicago,  we  had  a 
l>ersonal  interview  with  Kufus  Duell,  and 
Gowan,  contractors  for  building  the  tunnel 
out  into  the  Lake  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
pure  water  for  the  City's  use,  and  they  in- 
formed us  that  their  contract  with  the  City  is 
for  $31;5,000,  and  thai  with  the  improvements 
since  suggested,  the  vork,  when  comideted, 
will  use  up  at  least  half  a  million.  But  Chi- 
cago never  shirks  from  expense  when  the 
City  is  to  be  improved.  Their  present  drink- 
ing water — when  the  wind  is  in  the  wrong 
direction — (which  it  jxnerally  is)  is  putridly 
sickening  beyond  the  power  of  words  to  de- 
scribe. 

Proceeding  eastward  by  the  Michigan  Cen- 
tral (one  of  the  best  railroads  in  the  Unionj 
we  intended  to  have  i;aken  a  steamer  at  De- 
troit for  Cleveland,  but  the  boat  had  l>een 
"hauled  ofP'  and  so  we  took  the  circuitous 
rail  route  via,  Toledo.  From  this  point  to 
Cleveland,  we  noticed  the  striking  contract 
presented  by  the  forests  through  which  we 
passed,  in  compaiisor  with  that  in  Minnesota. 
Much  of  the  timber  was  large,  and  a  good 
deal  of  it  was  down — the  ground  in  fact  being 
covered  with  logs  of  dl  sizes  and  in  all  stages 
ot  decaj\ 

We  npw  began  to  realize  'or  the  first  time, 
that  we  had  got  beyond  the  clear.invigorating 
air  of  Minnesota.  The  ground  was  damp, 
houses  were  damp,  clothes  were  .damp,  and 
evcrj-  body  was  blowing  their  nose  and  growl- 
ing about  having  a  bed  cold — (as  if  they  ever 
had  a  good  one). 

Making  a  flying  vbit  to  New  York  and  Bos- 
ton, we  there  found  matters  worse  tfian  in 
the  rural  districts,  for  there  was  a  continuous 
struggle  between  the  black  coal  smoke  and 
the  dripping  fog,  to  tee  which  should  make 
us  poor  mortals  growl  the  worst. 

Since  coming  to  Washington,  we  have  been 
too  busy  with  old  aciiuuntainces  to  attend  any 
entertainments,  and  can  therefore  give  you  no 
information  on  that  point;  but  the  city  is 
crowded  with  shows,  slioulder-straps  and 
wire-workers. 

You  have  probably  heard  by  telegram  of 
the  death  of  R.  F.  Fi-k,  Esq.,  Private  Secre- 
tary of  Governor  Runsey.  It  has  caused 
quite  a  gloom  here  among  Minnesotians. 

Mr.  Fisk  started  last  evening  in  company 
with  a  lady,  to  attend  Hackett's  Reading  of 
Shakspeare  and  while  on  the  way,  he  sudden- 
ly complained  of  feel  ng  ill,  remarking  that  if 
he  had  been  subject  io  the  heart  disease,  he 
should  think  that  he  had  it. 

Seeing  by  his  countenance  that  he  was  suf- 
fering considerable  pain,  his  companion  ad- 
vised him  to  step  into  a  saloon  and  be  seated 
for  a  few  minutes.  I'ollowing  the  advice,  he 
stepped  into  a  neat  restaurant  which  they  were 
passing  at  the  moment,  drank  a  glass  of  water 
and  in  fifteen  minute  i  was  a  corpse  I 

He  is  this  morning  being  embalmed,  to  be 
sent  to  his  family,  new  in  Boston.

Robert  Small,  the  br.ive  negro  who  brotiicht 
the  steamer  Planter  out  of  Charleston  harbor 
some  two  years  since,  has  since  that  achieve- 
ment been  almost  constantly  in  the  service  of 
the  f;ovcrnnient.  He  was  on  board  the  ill- 
fated  Ki'okttk,  as  pilot  in  the  first  attack  upon 
Sumter  by  Duponf,  and  has  since  in  the  same 
capacity  penetrated  nearly  every  inlet  and 
creek  along  the  entire  coast,  and  been  tindir 
(ire  '■  '..us,  and  .s.-inctLncs  for  weeks  at  a 
time.  After  r-'-  'n"  '.•>  ••-;  ^ir  '-osf^pis  he  again 

found  himseli  o . ..o  .,i ought 

out   of  Clnrleston    harbor.     A  recent  letter 
says : 

A  few  lays  since  Licnt.  Colonel  Ehvcll, 
chief  oiiartermaster  of  this  department,  re- 
quired the  serviecs  of  this  vessel  where  she 
wouldj  !>*• 'ia>)'e  to  come  under  the  tiro  of 
rebel  guns  'lue  capuiiu,  a  brawny  white 
sailor,  refused  to  go  with  the  vessel.  'Ihe 
moment  the  fact  became  known  at  hcadijitar- 
ters  Lieut.  Colonel  i:ivvell,  without  consulta- 
tion with  any  higher  authority,  issued  the 
following  order,  which,  for  simple  justice  to  a 
braveand  loyal  iicgin,  o.Heially  acknowledged, 
has  seldom  been  equaled  in  this  or  any  other 
department.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that 
llobort  Small  toiik  command  fif  the  Vessel, 
and  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  required 
of  him.

OF  CiiiKK  Qiai:tkumasti:i!,  Port 
Royal,  S.  C,  Nov,  2*;,  l.S()3.— Sik:  You  will 
please  place  Robert  Small  in  char^^c  of  the 
United  States  transport  Planter  as  captain. 
He  brought  her  out  of  Charlestuu  harbor  more 
than  a  year  ago,  running  under  the  guns  of 
Sumter,  Moultrie,  and  the  other  defenses  of 
that  stronghold.  He  is  an  excellent  i)ilot,  of 
undoubted  br.tvery  anu  in  every  res|)cct 
worthy  of  the  position.  This  is  due  him  as  a 
proi)er  recognition  of  his  heroism  and  service. 
The  jiresent  captai-i  is  a  coward,  though  a 
white  man.  Dismiss  him,  therefore,  and  give 
the  steamer  to  this  brave  black  Saxon.

1S(1;!.— .sV;-;  To 
irreat  surprise,  in  yonr  olfuial   report   to 
I'resiileut.  to  In- laid  before  Congress,   I 
tny  name  placed  before  the    counlry    as 
cause  of  the  non-capture  of  the   rebel   priva- 
teers bv  the  detention  of  the    Vauderbilt    in 
the  West   Indies,   in  terms   impungning  my 
character  as  an  olllcer.   .Justice  to  my.self  and 
family  demand  that  I  should  not  keep  silence 
under  the   in  i-.a.        ;    .so    i.adescrved'y  cast 
upon  me.    1  si;i!l  thc'-^f  re  repel  the  charge 
ill  a  low  woril>,  th  i..;.i  i  regret  that  it  is  im- 
possible lor  me,  in  a  letter  like  this,   to  enter 
into  tletails,  and  show  why  the  piratic  il  rovers 
were  not  captured  in  the  West  Indies;  but  my 
eorrespondeuce  with,  and  my   urgent  entrea- 
ties, otieu  repeated  to  the  Department,  to  send 
me  the  necessary  foree.  in    fa.-^t   and   eifeetive 
vessels,  contain   my    full    jiistiiic  ition.      'Ihc 
fiilure  to  capture  tiiesc    vessels  in    the    West 
Inilies  is  to  l>e  attributed  solely  to  the  want  of 
that  force.  The  blame,  therefore,  does  not  rest 
\N  nil  me,  but  elsewhere. 

Ipon  my  return  in  July  last,  I  rei)ortcd  ini- 
mcdiitely  to  yon,  as  tirdcred,  and  re  iiicsted 
toknow  v.hv  I  was  relieved.  V">u  replied, 
••roliev,"  and  von  gave  me  to  infer  from  your 
remarks  that  it  was  tiirough  the  action  of  the 
British  Goveniincnt.  and  the  iiillueneeji  that 
had  liecn  brought  to  bear  on  yon.  This  indiie- 
ed  me  to  call  on  the  Secretary  of  State,  who 
assured  me  that  my  whole  cour.-e  of  conduct 
had  met  with  the  approval  of  the  State  De- 
partment, and  neither  diplomacy  nor  policy 
liad  anything  to  dt)  w  ith  it.  Not  a  word  of 
disapproval  have  I  ever  received,  cither  ver- 
ballv  or  in  writing,  fnnn  the  department, 
aUnit  the  detetitioii  of  the  ]'itndi-rl)i!t.  iMv 
surprise  was,  therctore,  great  when  1  learned 
it  through  public  leport. 

You  will  und.nibtedly  recollect  that  upon 
mv  return  in  the  San  Jacinto  in  December, 
ISil,  1  stated  to  you  a  plan  for  protecting  our 
livasme  ships  and  eiunmeree  in  the  West 
Indie- — anticipating,  as  1  then  did,  that  many 
of  them  would  becajiturcd  and  burnt,  and 
that  tins  would  be  obviatcil  by  a  Hying  squail- 
rou,  to  lie  composeil  of  twelve  fist  steamers. 
it  WIS  n.)t  until  niiif  months  afterward  (Sep- 
tember, IStiJ,)  that  you  intended  to  adopt  it 
and  place  me  in  command.  I  received  orders 
on  the  7th  of  t'.-at  mouth  (September)  to  take 
f  )ur  vessels  of  the  James  River  llotilla,  which 
haXbeen  under  steam  for  months  and  were 
insniHeient  in  many  respects.  With  these, 
alter  a  few  repairs,  I  was  hurled  otf!  Two 
other  vessels,  then  in  the  West  Indies,  were 
also  to  join,  and  a  promise,  also,  that  as  saon 
as  others  more  eifeetive  ccnihl  be  got  ready, 
they  would  be  sent  to  join  me,  among  which 
the  Yanderbilt  was  designaieil. 

The  activity  of  this  small  siiuadron  of  in- 
e:licicnt  vessels,  (anything  but  a  Hying  squad- 
ron,) throii;,'h  the  energy  and  ])erseverance  of 
its  o;}icers  and  crews,  is  well  known,  resulting, 
as  it  did,  in  the  entire  breaking  \\\^  of  the 
business  of  Nassau,  and  holding  in  check  of 
bloekaiie  runners,  about  which  the  English 
press  made  so  great  an  outcry. 

Instead  of  the  Vanderliilt  joining  me  iinme 
di  itely,  as  I  anticipated,  she  made  two  nnsnc- 
cessfiil  cruises  after  tiie  Alabama  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  (during  the  last  of  which  the  Ala- 
bama was  already  in  the  V\'e-t  Indies,)  ami 
the  Yanderbilt  did  not  reach  the  West  Indies 
for  five  months,  and  was  then  sent  to  act  inde- 
dendcntly  of  me  within  my  command.  Wlien 
I  met  lier.  Commander  Daldwin  sliowed  me, 
as  Admiral  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Wi  St  India  Squadron,  his  ordeis,  according  to 
the  usage  •)f  the  service,  v.hen  I  deemed  it  my 
duty,  and  for  tlie  best  interests  of  the  Govern- 
meiii  and  the  object  to  be  attained,  to  take  her 
as  my  Hag-ship,  to  enable  me  to  i)eribrm  the 
duties  assigned  me;  my  flag-ship,  the  Wachu- 
setts,  having  entirely  broken  down,  and  the 
Juniata,  which  was  to  have  replaced  her,  not 
heard  from. 

If  the  Yanderbilt's  orders  had  not  been  to 
proceed  directly  to  the  coast  of  Rra;;il,  and  1 
had  detained  her,  I  might  have  been  tol)lame. 
whereas  I  only  caiTied  out  your  orders,  which 
read:  "When  you  arc  perlectly  satislied  tliat 
the  Alabama  has  left  the  Gulf  or  West  Indies 
for  s.mie  other  locality,  you  will  proceed 
along  the  coast  of  Brazil,"  ^c.  It  w'a«,  there- 
fore,'not  my  detention  of  the  Yan<lcrbiU,  but 
your  own  orders  that  were  carried  out,  for 
the  certainty  of  the  Alabama's  departure  was 
not  known  in  St.  Thomas  until  the  last  of 
iNlay  or  the  first  of  June,  and  as  soon  there- 
alter  as  the  necessary  repairs  could  be  com- 
pleted and  coal  taken  in,  the  Yanderbilt  was 
sent  in  pursuit,  viz  :  June  13,  under  instruc- 
tions tVom  me  to  carry  out  the  orders  from 
yourself,  with  some  suggestions  I  deemed 
"might  be  useful. 

It  is  believetl  that  the  movemonts  of  the 
Alabama  were  1- nown  in  St.  Thomas  before 
they  could  have  been  anticipated  at  Washing- 
ton. 

No  vessel  could  have  been  more  active  in 
the  search  for  the  marauders  tliin  the  Yand"r- 
bilt  was  while  mj'  Hiig  was  Hying  on  her. 
V>hen  I  took  her  under  my  command,  she 
was  incapable  of  making  the  cruise  that  you 
had  pointed  out,  and  Com.  Baldwin  was  (if 
opinion  that  she  would  be  oliliged  to  return  t;) 
New  York  within  twenty  or  twenty-live  days 
for  repairs;  but  I  thought  (■thcrwise,  and  that 
luT  repairs  might  be  ell'ected  in  ten  days  \X 
Key  West,  whither  I  sent  her.  The  repair,- 
were  partially  maile,  and  I  was  enabled  to 
have  iier  fully  equipped  and  repaired  aft  r- 
ward  at  St.  Thomas,  and  I  made  a  large  addi- 
tion to  her  ofticers,  crew  and  marines  from  my 
s(|uadron,  without  which  she  could  not  have 
been  efliclcnt  to  perform  the  cnrse.  All  these 
facts  are  shown  l)y  the  record  of  the  vessel, 
and  were  stilted  in  my  dispatch  to  you. 

The  ^■anderbiIt  was  not  detained  a  day  be- 
yond the  limit  yim  had  prescribed.  I  am  w-ell 
sat  sHcd  that  had  you  looked  into  the  merits 
of  the  case  that  you  woiihl  have  awarded 
credit  to  me  instead  of  impugning  my  char- 
acter as  an  oTicer. 

1  was  empowered  by  naval  laws  and  usages 
to  retain  the  Yanderbilt,  if,  in  my  judgment, 
1  considered  it  my  duty,  and  I  took  the  re- 
sponsibility. To  liave  permitted  her  to  crnise 
alone  or  in  company,  as  her  commander  might 
think  fit,  would  have  disorganized  my  squad- 
ron, and  created  discontent  among  the  oilieers, 
and  further,  would  have  prevented  that  joint 
action  of  a  Hect,  so  essential  to  the  successfal 
att  ling  of  the  desired  object. 

The  whole  evidence  of  what  the  squadron 
under  my  command  accomplished  is  contained 
in  my  written  dispatches,  now  on  file  in  the 
Navy  Department,  and  I  therefore  respectful- 
ly request  that  this  letter,  with  my  correspon- 
dence during  my  cruise  in  the  AN't  st  Indies, 
may  be  laid  before  Congress  for  my  full  jus- 
tification, and  to  others,  that  the  true  cause 
(want  of  vessels,  both  in  numbers  and  eflieien- 
cy,)  why  the  Alabama  and  Florida  were  not 
captured  in  that  sea.

Here  the  aecei>tauee  of  the  pardon  was  to 
be  signified  on  Ihe  part  of  each  individual,  by 
a  "public  act,"  declaring  his  return  to  loyalty 
and  obedience;  and  the  pardon  was  granted 
on  couditiim  of  the  execution  of  such  public 
act  within  forty  ihiys,  and  extended  to  those 
only  who  complied  with  this  condition. 

The  jiardon  of  fieorge  II.  in  favor  of  the 
Scottish  insurgents  who  had  fought  for  the 
Pretender,  was  issued  in  1717,  uiuler  the 
title:  "An  Act  for  the  King's  most  gracious, 
wueral,  and  free  pardou.'" — [Cap.  .Vi,  'li)  Geo. 
11.,  A.  II.  1717  "Statutes  at  Luge,"  London. 
I7!sr',  Yol.  VI.,  ]).  ;J9'2.]  It  was  clogged  with 
about  eighty  exceptii  ns,  recited  liy  name; 
some  of  whom  were  eomlemned  to  death, 
but  the  greater  part  were  pardoneil  on  condi- 
tion of  banishment. 

Cap.  IC,  -20  Geo.  II..  a.  o.  1717,  is  entitled: 
".\n  -Vet  to  prevent  the  return  of  such  Kebels 
and  Traito  s  concerned  in  the  late  Rebellion 
as  have  been,  or  shall  be,  iiardoned  on  condi- 
tion of  transporlatioii,  and  also  tohinderthem 
going  into  the  enemies'  country. — ["Statutes 
at  Large,"  Yol.  YL,  p.;5S.");  see  also,  "Mahon's 
History  of  England."  Yol.  HI.,  p.  479.] 

In  onr  own  histury  luit  a  single  insurreetion 
or  rebellion  ihserving  the  name  has  occurred, 
previously  to  that  which  is  now  in  progress; 
namely,  the  insurrection  of  1701,  in  certain 
Western  counties  comprising  the  Fourth  Sur- 
vey of  Pennsylvania,  caused  by  an  attempt  to 
obstruct  the  cxei  iition  of  the  acts  tin-  i-aising 
a  i\venuc  on  distilled  spirits  ami  stills.  Al- 
though this  outbreak,  lasting  about  four 
months,  created  in  the  minds  of  the  timid 
fears  as  to  the  stability  of  the  government,  yet 
it  is  doubtful  if  the  rebels  had,  at  any  time,  at 
their  dis])osa!.  over  1"),(H10  men  ;  and  it  docs 
not  appear  that  the  Union  was  ever  seriously 
threatened. 

On  the  10th  of  July,  1705,  the  President, 
George  Washington,  issued  a  Proclamation 
"granting  pardou  to  the  Western  Insurgents ;" 
in  which,  after  reciting  that  certain  Comniis- 
suuiers  api>ointed  by  liim  "to  confer  with  the 
citizens  in  the  \\  cstern  counties  of  Pennsyl- 
vania" had  priunised  in  his  name  that  if  as- 
surances of  submission  to  the  laws  should  be 
subscribed  liy  the  citizens  concerned  in  the  in- 
surrection a  general  jiardon  should  lie  granted 
for  all  oHenses  against  the  United  States  com- 
mitted by  these  persons  previjus  to  the  '2ind 
of  .\iig.  1704,  he  proceeds  : 

"Therefore  it  is  known  that  I,  George 
Washington.  President  of  the  United  States, 
have  granted,  and  by  these  present  sdo  grant, 
a  full,  free  ami  entir."  iiavdon  toaHp'Tsons 
texceptiug  as  is  hereinafier  excepted)  of  ail 
treasons,  misprisions  of  treason  and  other 
indicable  oll'enses  against  the  United  States, 
committed  within  the  Fourth  Survey  of  Penn- 
sylvania before  the  said  2_'d  day  of  .\iigust 
last  past,  exeeiiting  and  excltidmg  threfroiii, 
nevertheless,  all  who  refused  or  neglectcilto 
give  and  subscribe  the  said  assurance  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  (or,  having  subscribed,  hath 
violated  the  same)  and  now*  staml  indicted  or 
convicted  of  auy  treason,  misprision  of  trea- 
son or  other  oHense  against  the  United  States, 
hereby  remitting  of  all  jienalties  hiciirred  or 
sujiposed  to  be  incurred,  for  or  on  account  of 
the  iiremises." 

This  insurrection  broke  out  in  the  summer 
of  1704.  In  July  of  that  year  oUO  armed  men 
resisted  the  ofiicers  of  the  law  and  burned  the 
Inspector's  house.  By  the  1st  of  August  the 
number  of  insurgents  under  arms  had  swollen 
from  0,000  to  7,000  men.  who  assembled,  on 
that  day,  at  Braddock's  Field,  on  tlie  Monon- 
gahela."  At  a  later  jieriod  they  are  said  to 
have  had  the  control  (if  1(5,000  men. 

The  President  issued  his  Proclamation 
warning  the  insiirgnt  of  tlie  pains  and  pen- 
alties of  treason,  and  commanding  them  to 
ilispersc.  Afterward  he  ajipointcd  three  Com- 
missioners to  confer  with  the  leading  Rebels, 
who  at  first  evaded  all  satisfactoiy  terms,  lint 
finally,  after  the  President  had  called  out  1),- 
000  niititia  to  suppress  the  insurrection,  gave 
way  and  agreed  to  tlie  siimature  by  the  in- 
habitants (>fthc  insurgent  district  of  articles 
of  submission  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
the  Commissioners  covenanting  that  on  such 
conditions  they  should  be  pard(y«ed.  This  re- 
stored tranquility  ;  but  ■2,-Ji)Otrooiis  remained, 
througlumt  the  Whiter  of  1791-'),  encamped 
in  the  insurrectionary  district. — ("History  of 
the  United  States,"' by  George  Tucker,  Vol. 
I.,  pp.  ooS.  Also,  "Historj'  of  the  United 
States  of  America,"  by  Richard  llildrcth,  Yol. 
lY.,  pp.  49S  to  oK).) 

The  final  jiardon  by  President  "Washington, 
it  will  1)0  observed,. s  granted  conditionally, 
the  condition  being  the  signing  of  certain  .ar- 
ticles of  submission.  All  in  dieted  or  conv  c- 
tcd  Rebels  who  refused  or  neglected  to  sub- 
scribe, or  having  subscribed  afterward  viola- 
ted the  conditions,  are  excepted.  *  *  *  *

Wo  find  that  (jnite  a  number  of  persons 
usually  well  informed,  arc  under  tlm  im- 
pression that  General  Meredith,  who  is 
<  'ommmissiontT  for  the  Kxchanj^e  of 
Prisoners  on  the  side  ol  our  (iovernment, 
is  General  Sol  Meredith  of  this  State. 
This  is  a  great,  tbou^li  not  a  very  unrea- 
sonable mistake.  The  Commissioner  is  a 
Pennsylvania  officer  we  believe.  Our 
General  Meredith  is  with  tiie  gallant

To  the  Editor  of  the  N,  Y.  Tribune. 

Sin:  Now  that  the  President  has  resorted, 
as  a  measure  of  reconstruction,  to  tlic  pardon- 
ing power  on  c(mditi(ms,  and  has  issued  to 
the  iiihal»itant8  of  the  insurgent  St.ates  a  Proc- 
lamation of  Amnesty,  a  tew  historical  facts  in 
(•oiiiiecti(m  with  the  employment  of  that  pow- 
er in  times  past  will  probably  interest  your 
readers. 

The  Heads  of  Nations  h.ave  Ik  en  wont,  in 
contingencies  similar  to  that  before  us,  to  ex- 
ercise the  power  of  pardon,  with  the  approba- 
ti(m  of  mankind.  So  Charles  ]  I.  about  to  re 
turn  to  England  after  the  death  of  Cromwell, 
in  I(>()0.  So  (ieorgc  II,,  at  tlie  close  of  the  Ja- 
cobite Rebellion  in  1745. 

In  both  these  noted  examples,  pardon  was 
granted  on  conditions  to  be  formerly  accepted ; 
and  it  was  granted,  of  course  without  refer- 
ence to  sentences  of  condemnation  obtained 
against  individuals  lor  the  olleiicc  pardoned. 

In  the  case  of  Charles  IL  it  was  issued,  un- 
der date  of  April  10,  16G0,  from  Breda,  and 
was  entitled :  "An  Act  of  free  and  general 
pardon,  indemnity,  and  oblivion;"  of  which 
the  essential  jiortlons  is  in  these  woids : 

"We  do  grant  a  free  and  general  pardon, 
which  we  arc  ready,  upon  demand,  to  ptiss 
under  our  Great  Seal  of  England,  to  all  our 
sulijccts,  of  what  degree  or  quality  soever, 
who,  within  forty  days  after  the.  publishing 
thereof,  shall  lay  hold  upon  this  our  grace 
and  favor,  and  shall,  by  any  public  act,  de- 
clare their  doing  so,  and  that  they  return  to 


Col.    Fry'd    iSteport. 

The  report  of  Uie  Provost  Marshal 
General,  Colonel  Fry,  has  been  pub- 
lished. It  embraces  a  few  facts  not  cov- 
ered by  that  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 
He  says  that  in  making  up  the  quota  for 
each  district,  he  took  into  consideration 
the  number  of  available  men,  not  of  the 
population,  and  in  the  late  draft  called 
for  one-fifth  of  the  first  class  Up  to  Xo- 
vember  17th  .■)0,9GO  men  had  paid  coin- 
mntation — being  a  little  more  than  one  in 
ten  of  those  drafted — to  the  amount  of 
$10,7JSS,000.  Colonel  Fry  recommends 
the  abolition  of  the  commutation  clause, 
or  its  limitation  to  Quakers  and 
other  coiisci<mtiou.^  opposers  of  war. 
lie  thinks  that  $300  bounty  should 
be  paid  to  raw  recruits,  and  $  100  to 
veterans ;  and  that  vi^lunteers  will  be 
more  easily  obtained  by  increasing 
the  bounty  than  by  increasing  the  p.ay. 
Eighty-three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty- two  volunteers  were  received  be- 
tween January  1  and  Kovorabcr  1,  186;3 
— G8,9-i;3  of  them  being  for  three  years 
or  during  (he  war.  Nearly  22,000  ab- 
sentees and  deserters  have  been  ap- 
prehended between  the  1st  of  May  and 
the  1st  of  November.  It  is  found  that 
the  number  who  deserted  and  absented 
themselves  in  September  and  October  is 
biit  one  half  as  great  as  the  number  in 
^May  and  Jnne.  This  diminution  is  at- 
tributed to  the  increased  probabilities  o( 
•arrest.

The  following  are  the  principal  clauses 
of  "General  Orders,  No.  7,"  issued  by 
order  of  General  (irant: 

1.  It  being  the  design  of  the  general  com- 
Jiianding  the  department  to  occu)'y  Chatt:i- 
nooga  exclusively  for  military  purposes,  no 
encouragement  will  be  given  to  traders,  or 
army  followers  who  have  left  their  homes  to 
avoid  enrollment  and  the  draft  and  to  specu- 
late on  the  soldier's  pay,  and  this  class  of  per- 
sons will  not  be  tolerated  a:  this  post. 

2.  No  permits  will  lie  granted  at  these  head- 
quarters, and  none  will  be  recognized  unless 
approved  by  the  chief  of  start' of  the  general 
commanding  the  department. 

5.  All  resident  citizens  who  desire  to  re- 
main in  Chattanooga  are  required  to  register 
their  names  with  tlie  post  provost-marshal, 
and  to  swear  allegiance  to  the  (Jovcrnmcnt  of 
the  United  States,  and,  if  required  by  the  pro- 
vost marshal,  to  enter  into  bonds,  "with  .ap- 
proved sureties,  in  the  penal  sum  of  (10,000) 
ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  keeping  of  the  oath  of  allegiance,  un- 
der any  and  all  circ.umntanees. 

().  Allalile-liodicd  male  citizens  not  already 
employed  by  the  Government,  or  who  have 
not  ucrinits  from  department  headquarters  to 
follow  their  accustomed  business,  are  rcipiircd 
to  report  themselves  to  the  post  quartermas- 
ter, who  is  authorized  to  give  them  employ- 
ment at  reasonable  wages. 

7.  After  ten  d;iys  from  the  dale  of  the  is- 
suing of  this  order,  the  Provost  Marshal  will 
cause  all  citizens  who  have  not  complied  with 
the  two  preceding  paragraps  to  be  removed  to 
such  jioiut  as  the  General  commanding  the 
department  may  direct. 

Sutlers  are  restricted  to  the  districts  to  which 
they  are  assigned.  Citizens  visiting  Chattan- 
ooga have  to  report  to  headipiartcrs,  state 
upon  wliose  authority  and  why  thev  they  come 
and  how  long  it  will  take  tiiem  "to  transact 
their  business.  Soldiers  and  ottlcers  are  not 
permitted  in  the  city  without  passes  and  the 
city  countersign.

To  aid  oar  soldiers  in  the  field,  and  to  has- 
ten the  termination  of  civil  war,  the  PiV'sident 
of  the  United  States  has  by  Proelaimiti(m  of 
the  17th  October  ult.,  called  for  300,000  vol- 
unteers to  servo  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years, 

linder  this  call  Minnesota  will  be  rc(iuired 
to  furnish  for  its  quota  at  least  three  thousaiul 
men. 

The  Proclamation  of  the  President  assures 
us,  that,  if  this  quota  is  not  raised  before  the 
5th  day  of  January  next,  "the  draft  shall 
commence"  on  that  day. 

In  addition  to  this,  wc  owe  under  the  late 
call  for  20  per  cent,  of  the  first  class  of  enroll- 
ed national  forces  1,207  men. 

Tlic  Sccrctarj'  of  War  has  authorizud  us  to 
(\incel  this  debt  by  raishiga  Regiment  of  Cav- 
alry, which  it  is  understood  shall  be  tniploy- 
ed  in  the  frontier  service  so  long  as  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  jirotect  us  against  the  incursions 
of  hostile  savages. 

The  slow  progress  which  has  been  already 
made  in  filling  this  regiment,  imperatively 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  lives  and  prop- 
erty on  our  border,  gives  faint  hope  of  suc- 
cess in  raising  the  number  reipiisite  to  avoid  a 
(baft. 

If  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  tli's  regiment 
is  to  be  used  in  our  own  service  ami  to  jiro- 
vide  (or  the  security  of  our- own  families,  it  is 
necessary  to  offer  further  inducements  to  en- 
list, I  recommend  that  the  several  counties 
and  townships  of  the  State  pay  such  bounties 
as  iiiay  be  required  to  secure  speedy  enlist- 
ments in  the  Second  Cavalry  Regiment. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  State  piide  to  fill 
this  regiment  at  an  early  day. 

The  bounty  offered  by  Government  is  S>102 
for  each  recruit,  and  the  State  authorities  will 
endeavor  to  have  it  increased  to  §i302,  the 
amount  offered  to  those  enlisting  in  the  old 
regiments. 

Whether  this  application  is  successful  or 
not,  there  should  l>c  no  delay  in  supplying  a 
force  necessaiy  far  the  safety  and  prosperity 
of  our  State,  to  be  paid  and  supported  by  the 
National  Govcniment.  • 

The  present  call  for  300,000  men  is  intended 
especially  to  fill  the  ranks  of  decimated  regi- 
ments now  in  the  field. 

AYe  have  in  this  State  about  ,'?0,000  men 
enrolled  as  State  Militia.  If  the  energy  and 
enthusiasm  heretofore  manifested  by  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  still  live,  we  can  easily  fur- 
nish the  number  required  from  us  to  end  this 
terrible  war,  amounting  only  to  one  in  ten  of 
our  State  troops. 

The  bounty  offered  by  the  Government  is 
munificent,  and  sufficient  to  enable  men  in 
any  condition  of  life  to  devote  themselves  to 
the  work. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  war  will  last  for 
two  years,  and  ^402  bounty  to  veterans  and 
$'302  to  new  recruits,  besides  the  regular  pay 
and  rations  is  as  much  as  laboring  men  can 
expect  to  realize  in  the  pursuit  of  any  ordinary 
lirauch  of  industry. 

But  there  are  higher  motives  to  induce  our 
people  to  respond  heartily  and  promptlj-  to 
the  demands  of  the  Government. 

Peace  can  only  come  as  the  result  of  victory 
over  the  rebels  in  arms.  We  have  the  power, 
the  men  and  munitions,  to  win  the  victory. 
The  more  readily  we  furnish  tl;em,  the  earl- 
ier will   be  the  end  of  the  struggle. 

Our  regiments  now  in  the  field  liavc  shed 
an  immortal  lustre  upon  our  State.  History 
funiishes no  paiallel  to  their  heroic  achicv- 
ments,  and  in  whatever  jiortion  of  the  Union 
a  citizen  of  Minnesota  may  go,  he  feels  him- 
self surrounded  with  the  gloiy  tlicy  have  won* 
Now,  on  the  very  eve  of  final  victory,  the 
patriotic  people  of  this  State  will  not  leave 
them  with  their  thinned  ranks,  to  fight  this 
battle  alone. 

Such  a  war  "costs  treasure  and  blood,"  but 
its  speedy  and  triumphant  conclusion  "  will 
richly  compensate  for  both," 

An  efibrt  is  being  made  to  have  each  town- 
ship in  the  State  credited  with  the  numlicr  of 
men  it  has  heretofore  furnished,  or  may  fur- 
nish, for  the  service. 
The  result  will  be  made  public  as  soon  as  it 

is  known,  by  this  Department. 

The  time  tor  action  in  this  matter  is  very 
shfu't,  and  I  ask  the  people  of  Minnesota  to 
use  every  infiucncc  that  patriotism  or  money 
can  exert,  to  sustain  her  proud  p.)sition,  and 
save  her  from  the  impending  draft. 
In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand  and  caused  the  Seal  of  the 
State  to  be  atfixed,  at  St.  Paul,  this 
L,    s.    21st  day   of  November,  a.   d.  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
three.

13S,  so  that  its  obscrvanoe  as  a 
t'hunh  icstival  is  almost  coeval  witli  tlieiom- 
iiHiK fluent  of  the  Christian  em. 

now  ir  WAS  OKi.KHn.vrK.n  in  oi.ni:\  days. 

Ditriiii:  thi«  inidiile  a^es  the  dav  was  eoni- 
momoi-ated  both  as  a  holy  ilay  and  a  cheerful 
fo.-tival.  by  devotional  exorcises,  suspension 
of  business,  and  BU'iry-niakiniTs  of  a  dramatic 
tmd  irrotcstiuc  nature.*  Tableaux  representing 
iho  infant  Jesus  in  a  cradle,  the  Viririu  Mary, 
ilio  majri,  &c.,  were  common,  a  custom  that  is 
iu  voiine  in  ratholic  churches  t>i  this  day.  Tlie 
cu>t.iiu  ofsingiug  canticles  at  Christmas,  callcil 
carol.i,  which  recalled  the  songs  of  the  shcp- 
hcnis  at  ihc  birth  of  Christ,  is  also  a  very 
amiciit  custom.  These  songs  were  often  ac- 
companied by  instrumental  music,  and  by 
dancing. 

TUK  CHKISTMAS    Ti;i:K. 

In  the  Protestant  Districts  of  Germany  and 
Northern  l.nrope,  Christmas  is  ottcn  called 
'The  ChiKivcn's  Festival,"  and  Christmas  eve 
i-  iU'voted  to  the  giving  of  presents,  especially 
betu\  cu  members  of  the  same  family.  An 
artiiiciul  t  rce  of  evergreen  is  erected  on  a  centre 
talilc,  liuhted  with  tapers,  and  hung  with  pre- 
sotir-  I;i'v!cd  witli  the  donor  and  ilonee.  The 
lani!  .  -  .--embled  and  the  presents  distribut- 
ed auiid  creat  merriment  and  Joyous  greetings. 

KNClIsn  Cl  STOMS  AT  CltUISTMAS. 

(.'[iri-tinas  has  always  been  at  once  a  relig- 
ious, doiui  Stic,  and  merry-making  festival  in 
Jjicl.-nd.  e<imilly  for  every  rank  and  age 
Tho  tcvols  used  to  begin  on  Christmas  eve, 
and  oi:.;i  continued  until  Candlemas,  (Feb.'2) 
every  day  being  a  hoiiaay  until  the  Twclt'th 
iiiulit  (Ian.  *'.*h).  In  the  houses  of  the  Nobles 
gaity  and  toasting  was  the  (rder  of  both  day 
and  uigiit.  The  larder  poured  forth  endless 
ouantities  of  poultry,  meat  of  all  kinds,  pastry 
aiul  coni'ectionary.  Ale  tlowed  in  streams. 
The  tenants  were  invited  in,  the  only  time  in 
tlie  year  that  this  was  done,  and  the  lord  and 
lady  bade  them  be  merry  by  word  and  exam- 
ple.

Tho  common  custom  of  decking  houses  r.nd 
churolio  at  Christmas  with  evergreens,  is  de- 
rived from  ancient  Druidieal  practices.  The 
Cl.ii-t:iias  celebrations  in  England  have  lost 
muoli  of  their  ancient  boisterous  chai'acter. 
FainHy  ro-anions  and  evcl|crceu  trimmings 
are  almost  the  last  vestiges  of  it. 

CliniSTMVS    IX  THi:  i  xited  ssates. 

In  tlie  days  of  the  Puritan  fathers,  Christ- 
mns  W.1-:  not  celebrated  by  t'estivities  as  they 
beiievcd  it  wrong.  Of  later  years,  however, 
the  great  influx  to  our  shores  of  Europeans 
wli  1  (cleljrate  Christmas  with  great  p-jmp  and 
eremony,  and  regard  it  as  a  holiday  for  fes- 
tal purposes,  has  gradually  brought  all  classes 
iutj  the  habit  of  oliserving  it  as  a  social,  if 
not  a  religious  holiday.  It  is  now  kept  as 
su;  li  !i •■  evorylx)dy,  business  being  suspended 
and  the  home  circle  made  the  scene  of  merri- 
moiit  and  festive  games.

otlier  i'r.--euts  while  they  are  asleep.  The  little 
folks  wake  no  in  the  morning,  find  their 
stockings  filled  as  prescribed,  and  have  a 
merry  time.  The  old  folks  with  a  few  invited 
friends  eat  turkey  and  mince  pies,  oysters, 
&c.,  drink  foaming  egg  nogg,  playgames, 
a^d  enjoy  themselves  iu  a  quiet  way.  Thus 
Chri^tm.is  is  welcomed  and  enjoyed  by  all, 
and  marks  a  happy  mile  stone  in  life's  jour- 
ney. '..'  have  too  few  (f  these  social  festi- 
vals, and  ho;..  ."  •  •  •  ■•'  M-tle  culti- 
vated until  we  increase  their  numocr.

The  positive  manner  in  which  I-lngland  has 
declined  to  participate  in  the  European  Con- 
gress puts  a  new  phase  npon  the  prospects  of 
that  contemplated  affair.  England's  main 
reason,  notwithstanding  the  diplomatic  letters 
of  Earl  llnssell,  are  simply  that  she  is  now  at 
peace,  and  she  docs  not  want  to  put  herself  in 
any  position  which  will  probably  lead  to  war 
Austria,  emboldened  by  the  refusal  of  Kng- 
land,  will  probably  take  the  same  cour«c  but 
tor  different  reasons.  Her  fear  is  not  so  iriuch 
that  a  Congress  may  lead  her  into  a  war  for 
t  le  protection  of  Poland,  as  that  in  recon- 
structing the  map  of  Europe,  a  Congress 
m..y  conclude  to  deprive  her  of  the  possession 
of  Venetia. 

What  the  result  will  be  it  is  impo.ssible  to 
tell.  Deprived  of  an  ally  in  England,  Nauo- 
leon  may  seek  tofoimnew  coalitions.  Already 
Frcnci  writers,  in  view  of  the  attitude  jDfEn<'- 
laiid,  are  discussing  the  formation  of  new 
coinbinations,  the  strangest  of  which  is 
one  that  includes  Russia -which  places  on  one 
sific  I'.ngland  and  Austria,  and  on  the  other 
France,  Russia,  Italy,  and  Sweden.  One  wri- 
ter even  putsthe  United  States  in  the  latter 
category— asserting  that  Mr.  Seward  has  al- 
ready secured  an  understanding  with  the  Em- 
peror of  the  French.  Says  the  Presae :  "  Let 
Englaud  succeed  or  fail  in  defeating  the  Con- 
gress, the  new  map  of  Europe  will  be  traced 
without  war  if  France  and  Knssia  are  agreed 
accompanied  by  Italy  and  Sweden,  even 
though  Austria  be  blinded  by  lier  rancor  and 
prefer  walking  behind  Queen  Victoria  to 
marching  side  by  side  with  Victor  Emman- 
uel. It  IS  more  than  probable  that  Napo- 
leon, with  all  his  pt  rseveranceand  determina- 
tion, will  not  allow  England  to  defeat  his  plan 
t.>r  the  reconstruction  of  Europe.  If  he  does 
mit  accomplish  it  with  her  help,  he  will  none 
IhJ  less  attempt  it  by  seeking  allies  in  other 
Luropean  and  possibly  cis  Atlantic  powers

The  Heeiian-Kins'    Fig'ht. 

The  first  dispatch  concerning  the  light  was 
dropped  out  of  our  dispatches.  It  was  as  fol- 
lows : 

PoRTr.A.vn,  Dec.  23.— The  stejimer  Jura, 
Liverpool,  with  advices  down  to  the  10th  iiist., 
arrived  this  morning.  She  brings  an  account 
of  the  great  international  fight  f)et  ween  Hec- 
nan  and  King,  which  took  place  on  the  morn- 
mg  on  the  lOtli,  at  Tiinbridge.  King  won  in 
twenty-five  rounds,  the  fight  having  lasted 
thirty-one  minutes.  The  London  Times  savs 
but  little  science  was  displayed  on  either  side. 

Hecnan's  game  througou't  seemed  to  be  to 
dose  and  put  a  hug  on  so  as  to  crash  his  an- 
tagonist at  once  by  dashing  him  violently  to 
the  ground.  King's  tactics  were  different 
and  more  creditable.  It  is  rumored  that 
Hecnan's  shoulder  was  broken. 

Sr.coxD  DisvATcir.— The  fight  took  place 
this  morning  near  Tanbridge.  King  was  vic- 
torious. It  is  reported  that  twenty-five  rounds 
were  fought,  occupying  thirty-five  minutes. 
No  details  are  giving,  but  it  is  rumored  that 
Hecn.iii's  shoulder  is  broken. 
RThe  London  Times  says  :  "  The  prize  fight 
Avas  a  fiiir  stand  uj)  one,"  and  ended  in  a  deci- 
sive victory  for  King.  Heenan  was  badly 
punished,  though  he  had  the  advantage  in  the 
earlitr  r lunds,  but  King  had  the  most  endu- 
ranec.  The  fight  occupied  thirty-five  minutes 
and  twenty-five  rounds. 

A  later  dispatch  says  ; 

Halifax,  Dec.  23.— The  Asia  has  arrived. 
Her  dates  are  two  days  later. 

Heenan's  contusions  were  found  to  be  very 
severe,  but  no  bones  broken.  He  had  re- 
ceived no  internal  injury. 

The  bets  on  the  result  exceed  in  amount 
any  over  made  on  any  like  occasion. 

The  Titnes  gives  an  editorial  on  the  afliiir. 
It  says  that  "Hcen.in  was  game  throughout 
lie  tried  to  crush  his  antagonists  Ity  dashing 
him  to  the  ground.  King's  tactics  consisted 
in  striking  a  scries  of  sledgehammer  blows  on 
the  most  prominent  parts  of  Hecnan's  physi- 
ognomy, until  the  latter  collapsed  from  ex- 
haustion. The  atfairwas  over  in  twenty-four 
rounds  and  thirty-five  minutes.  There  ap- 
pears to  have  been  little  science  on  either 
side,  but  it  was,  nevertheless,  a  fair,  stand  up 
fight.  Tom  Sayers  was  one  of  Heenan's  sec- 
onds." 

:f EWfil  ITEMS. 

—  A  couple  in  E.aton,  New  Hampshire, 
who  have  been  married  6.5  years,  have  had  no 
occasion  during  this  time  to  call  a  physician  on 
account  of  <liseasp.  They  have  had  1 1  chil- 
dren, and  from  1827ito  1863  but  one  death  oc- 
curred in  the  whole  family. 

— The  Toronto  Leader  relates  that  on 
Monday  last  a  Buffolo  steam  tug,  with  two 
scows  in  two,  got  too  far  into  the  current  of 
Niag.ara  river,  just  above  the  falls,  for  the 
head  of  stc.im  on,  .ind  the  Captain  and  crew 
of  our  men,  becoming  alarmed,  leaped  over- 
board and  struck  for  the  shore.  The  Captain 
and  three  men  succeeded  in  getting  to  land, 
but  the  fourth  man  sunk  beneath  the  leaping 
and  boiling  waters  and  was  carried  over  the 
awful  cataract.  Some  men  in  one  of  the 
scows  were  rescued  by  two  )>oatmen,  who  put 
off  in  a  skiff  to  their  assistance.  The  tug  and 
one  scow  went  over  the  falls,  but  the  other 
scow  struck  on  a  rock  just  tjefore  the  brink, 
and  remains  there. 

— A  bill  has  been  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  fix  a  particular 
day  for  the  election  of  Representatives  in 
Congress  in  all  the  States.  The  Constitution 
says :  "The  times,  placcp,f  he  manner  of  hold- 
ing elections  for  Senators  and  Representatives 
shall  be  prescribed  in  each  Stite  by  the  Leg- 
islature thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at  any 
time  by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations, 
except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing  Senators." 
Uniformity  in  the  time  of  electing  Represen- 
tatives— jind  that  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
beginning  of  their  term  of  service — is  as  es- 
sential  as  uniformity  in  the  manner  of  elec- 
tion, which  C<mgress  regulated  in  1813. 

— Jamss  Stanton,  the  young  Irishman, 
who  in  July  last  murdered  a  negro  in  a  negro 
riot  in  Buffalo,  has  been  sentenced  to  be  hung 
on  the  !»tli  of  February.  He  is  only  18  years 
of  age. 

— The  rebel  pickets  on  the  RapidaB> 
the  other  day,  characterized  Jeff.  Davis'  an- 
nual message"  as  a  "funeral  oration." 

— A  brute  in  Philadelphia  who  marriott 
his  step-daughter,  because  his  wife  was  too 
old,  will  have  to  answer  to  the  charges  of  big- 
amy, incest,  and  adultery. 

— The  Missouri  river  is  now  frozen 
over,  and  already  hundreds  of  negroes  have 
availed  thcuLselves  of  this  bridge  of  freedom 
or,  in  other  words,  have  emigrated  from  Mis- 
souri to  Kansas.  j

Hon.  T.  B.  llabcock,  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Kepreseiit-itives,  C.  .S.  A.: 

Siu — I  have  the  In  nor  to  submit  herewith 
my  third  annual  rei>ort  of  the  condition  of 
this  department.  The  operaticms  of  this 
branch  of  the  Confederate  service  have  Ijeen 
chiefly  confined  to  preimrations  for  ridding 
our  waters  of  the  enemy's  vessels  now  block- 
W'e  have  also  been  en- 
arming  and  ei|Uipping 
steamers  for  service  in 
our  rivers  and  inland  sounds.  On  the  Missis- 
sipi)i  many  of  the  vessel-  have  done  valuable 
service  to  our  cause,  while  others,  not  yet 
c.  nipleted,  were  either  captured  by  the  ene- 
my or  burued  by  our  otticers  to  i)revent  them 
from  filling  uito  the  hands  of  the  United 
States  forces. 

On  the  first  of  January  some  of  our  naval 
officers  manned  a  steamer  and  two  schooners, 
in  which  they  sallied  forth  from  the  harl)or  of 
Galveston  and  captured  tho  United  States 
giiuloat  Harriet  Lane,  safely  withdrawing 
her  out  of  reach  of  the  other  Uuiteil  States 
vessels  then  l)lockading  that  port.  The  Har- 
riet Lane  has  since  been  put  into  complete 
order,  antl  has  on  lx)ard  a  sufficient  number 
of  oiiicers  and  men  ready  for  an  opjiortunity 
to  distinguish  themselves.  Owing  to  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  enemy,  I  have  not  deemed  it  ad- 
visable to  give  orders  for  this  vessel  to  at- 
tempt any  offensive  operations 

In  accordance  with  my  in.structions,  the 
Confederate  steamer  Florida  sncces^ully  ran 
the  blockade  from  Mobile  on  the  13th  of  Jan- 
uary, since  which  time  she  has  been  engagtd 
in  operatitms  against  the  commerce  of  the  en- 
emy, capturing  and  destroying  vessels  and 
property  amountiug already  to  several  millions 
of  dollars. 

On  the  17th  of  the  same  month  the  Alabama 
destroyed  the  Unitcil  States  gunboat  llatteras, 
in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  for  whieh  daring  ex- 
ploit her  commander  deserves  the  thanks  of 
Congress. 

On  the  31st  of  the  same  month  three  of  our 
irou-elad  steamers,  officered  and  manned  bv 
some  of  the  bravest  men  of  our  navj-,  succeed- 
ed 111  inflicting  serious  injury  upon  the  block- 
ading fleet  off  Charlaston  Harbor.  Two  of 
the  enemy's  vessels  were  disabled,  and,  al- 
though one  of  them  surrendered,  we  were  un- 
able to  secure  the  fruits  of  this  victory,  owing 
to  the  injury  su>tiiiiicd  by  our  own  vessels,  by 
the  Collision  that  occurred.  Had  the  comman- 
der of  this  exi)edition  been  careful  to  strike 
the  enemy  amidship,  his  vessel  would  have 
remained  uninjured,  and  our  victory  woulil 
have  been  complete. 

I  had  ordered  a  crew  to  be  detached  for 
service  on  the  steamer  Nashville,  designing  to 
use  her  for  the  puriwse  of  harrassing  the  ene- 
my, while  erecting  batteries  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Ogeechee  River,  but,  unfortunately,  she 
was  destroyed  by  the  enemy  before  my  plans 
were  carried  out. 

On  the  10th  of  April,  the  ram  Queen  of  the 
West,  which  we  had  captured  from  the  enemy 
was  recaptured,  and  her  officers  and  crew, 
numbering  1'20  persons,  made  prisoners.  This 
occurrence  was  the  result  of  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  commander,  who  has  since 
been  cashiered  and  dismissed  from  the  ser- 
vice. 

During  the  months  of  May  and  Jime  our 
gunboats  on  the  western  waters  actively  co- 
operated with  our  land  forces,  and  although 
operating  under  many  disadvantages,  m  my 
gallant  exiiloits  were  performed  by  their  offi- 
cers and  crews. 

Owing  to  tho  evacuation  of  Vicksburfj  and 
the  surrender  of  Port  Hudson,  I  deemed  it  ad- 
visable to  give  orders  to  withdraw  all  our  ves- 
sels in  that  region  to  safe  and  secure  harbors, 
and  cease  the  construction  of  those  contracted 
for — the  machinery  for  which  was  being  tran- 
sported to  the  several  depots.  Some  of  this 
machinery  is  now  stored  at  various  points, 
and,  as  it  seems  unlikely  to  be  required  for 
service  at  the  West,  and  is  unsuitable  for  use 
elsewhere,  I  suggest  that  it  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  applied  to  other  purposes. 

On  the  seas  some  of  our  small  privateers 
have  inflicted  consideraljle  injury  on  the  ene- 
my's commerce.  The  Taeony  entered  the 
harbor  of  Portland,  and  Ciiptured  the  Un  ted 
States  revenue  cutter  Caleb  Cushinii.  Owing 
to  the  ignorance  of  the  harbor,  o1ir  ollcers 
were  unable  to  take  the  Cnshing  out  to  sea, 
and  she  was  again  re-captnred  on  the  27th  of 
Jnne,  by  vessels  sent  in  pursuit.  Her  crew 
was  made  prisoners. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  t 
scut  twenty-seven  commissioned  officers,  and 
forty  trustworthy  petty  officers  to  ;he  British 
Provinces,  with  orders  to  organize  an  expedi- 
tion and  c  )-operate  with  army  officers,  in  at- 
temptini,'  to  release  the  Confcileratc  prisoners 
confined  on  Johnston's  Island,  in  Lake  Erie. 
From  time  to  time  I  learned  that  the  arrange- 
ments made  were  such  as  to  insure  the  most 
complete  success.  A  large  amount  of  money 
had  been  expended,  and,  just  as  our  gallaiit 
naval  officers  were  about  to  set  sail  on  thisex- 
pediti<m,  the  English  authorities  gave  infor- 
mation to  the  enemy,  and  thus  prevented  the 
execution  of  one  of  the  best-planned  enter- 
prises of  the  present  war. 

In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent, early  in  the  present  year,  I  disp.atched 
several  agents  lo  England  and  France,  with 
orders  to  contract  for  eight  iron-clad  vessels 
suitaljle  for  ocean  service,and  calculated  to  re- 
sist the  ordinary  armament  of  the  wooden  ves- 
sels of  the  enemy.  These  ships  were  to  be 
provided  with  rams,  and  designed  expressly 
to  break  the  blockade  of  such  of  the  ports  as 
were  not  blockaded  by  the  iron-clad  Monitors 
of  the  enemy. 

Five  of  these  vessels  were  contracted  for  in 
England  and  three  In  France.  Due  precau- 
tions were  taken  against  contravening  the 
laws  of  England  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  these  vessels.  Three  have  J)een 
completed,  but  owing  to  the  unfriendly  con- 
struction of  her  neutrality  laws,  the  govern- 
ment of  England  stationed  several  war  ves- 
sels at  the  mouth  of  the  Mersey,  and  pre- 
vented their  departure  from  England.  Sub- 
sequently th<^y  were  seized  by  the  British  gov- 
eniment.  Another  and  larger  vessel  has  since 
been  completed,  but  it  is  aoubtful  if  she  is 
allowed  to  leave  the  shores  of  England,  al- 
though it  is  believed  the  precautions  taken  are 
sufficient  to  exempt  her  from  the  fate  of  her 
consorts.  The  vessels  l)cing  constructed  in 
France,  having  been  subjected  to  so  many 
official  visitations  that  I  have  forwarded  in- 
structions to  cease  operations  upon  them  until 
the  result  of  negotiations  now  pending  shall 
permit  our  agent  to  resume  work  upon  them. 
In  this  connection  it  is  proper  for  me  to 
state,  that  the  great  revulsion  in  popular  sen- 
timent, both  in  England  and  France,  towards 
the  Confederate  government,  has  rendered  our 
efforts  to  obtain  supplies  from  those  countries 
almost  abortive.  In  view  of  all  possible  con- 
tingencies, I  have  instructed  the  agents  of 
this  department  to  wait  a  more  favorable  op- 
portunity for  caiTying  out  the  instructions 
previously  forwarded.  By  the  last  courier  I 
sent  instructions  that  will  shortly  be  made 
apparent  to  our  enemies  nearer  home.  I  do 
not  deem  it  advisable  to  communicate  anv  of 
these  plans  to  your  honorable  Iwjdv  at  the  jpre- 
sent  time,  for  reasons  perfectly  satisfactory  to 
the  President.  Although  the  operations  of 
our  navy  have  not  been  extensive,  I  cannot 
overlook  the  services  of  Capt.  Semmes  in  the 
Alaf)ama.  During  the  year  he  has  captured 
upwards  of  ninety  vessels,  seventy  of  which 
were  destroyed,  the  others  »)eing  either  bond- 
ed or  released.  One  of  the  greatest  draw- 
lacks  this  officer  reports  having  expe- 
rienced is  the  difficulty  he  now  has  in 
procuring  full  supplies  of  coal.  The  provin- 
cial English  autlioritici  have  hitherto  afford- 
ed him  every  facility,  but  recently  they  have 
interpreted  their  neutrality  laws  s"o  stringent- 
ly that  our  war  vessels  and  privateers  are 
much  embarrassed  in  obtaining  suitable  sup- 
plies I  have  instnicted  Capt.  Semmes  to 
purchase  coal  from  neutral  shipma-sters 
wherever  he  found  it,  and  give  them  every 
necesary  document  to  protect  them  against 
the  effect  such  sale  may  have  upon  their  ves- 
sels when  they  return  to  their  several  coun- 
tries. By  this  means  I  anticipate  a  sufficient 
supply  of  coal  will  l»c  obtained  to  enable  him 
to  continue  his  operations  during  the  comini; 
year.  ° 


ment  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jnly  Ist,  1864, 
will  amount  to  ^27,249,890,  in  addition  to

nual report,  the  expenditures  ft>r  the  navy

The  total  number  of  commissioned  officers 
at  present  attached  to  the  Confederate  navy  is 
three  hundred  and  eighty-three.  The  jietty 
officers  number  one  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
while  the  roll  of  sailors  give  a  return  of 
*ight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  not  includ- 
ing those  on  board  of  vessels  now  at  sea,  ac- 
curate rolls  not  having  been  trausmitted. 
In  C(mclusion  I  would  recommend  the  imme- 
diate passage  of  an  act  authorizhig  the  con- 
struction of  at  least  six  turreted  iron-clad.i  for 
harlior  operations.  The  experience  of  the 
past  year  demonstrated  that  such  vessels  are 
absolutely  necessary,  if  we  expect  to  break 
through  and  destroy  the  blockade  at  present 
established  by  the  enemy.

Canada  is  to 
subscribe  #.i00,000  and  England  i$2,000,000 
towards  the  enterprise.  It  is  proposed  to 
build  a  fleet  of  screw  steamships  of  about  two 
thousand  to  two  thousand  five  hundred  tons, 
of  large  capacity  and  of  moderate  iwwer,  ami 
to  begin  a  foilnightly  service  each  way,  fj  he 
increased  to  a  weekly  line,  calling  at  a  poit  in 
Ireland,  as  soon  as  the  vessels  can  be  got  ready. 
Until  such  time  as  the  ships  arc  built  it  is  be- 
lieved there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  chartering 
suitable  vessels,  so  as  to  enable  the  company 
to  go  into  operation  in  the  spring. 

—The  capture  of  Dr.  John  R.  Peters, 
wlio|killed  the  rebel  General  Van  Dorn,  has 
been  mentioned.  He  was  carried  to  Meridan, 
Mi.ss.  and  subsequently  brought  up,  on  a  writ 
oUiabeas  corpus,  on  the  2.5th  of  Novemljcr. 
After  a  hearing  he  was  discharged.

THE  SCHOONER  Jt)S.  E.GERETY  SEIZED 
BY  PIU.VIE  PASSEXUEHS.

The  Movoi.';'  ''tar  1  rli'i^.s  as  passengers 
C'apt.  Jas.  iN'ieUobi''  and  Walter  (ireii- 
oiigh,  siipoicarp;u  oi  schooner  .las.  L. 
(Jerety,  which  was  captured  by  pirates 
second  day  out  from  Matanioras. 

("apt.  Nichols  reports  tliat  he  kCt  Mat- 
anioras, Nov.  ItJth,  bouiiil  for  New  York 
with  a  cargo  ot  cotton  and  six  passengers. 
On  the  iiigiitol  the  17th,  about  I"i  o'clock, 
the  Captain  and  two  men  on  deck,  one  at 
the  wheel  and  the  other  aloft,  the  sixpas- 
4»engers  made  an  assault  on  the  Captain 
witli  revolvers,  kitocked  him  down  and 
threatened  to  shoot  him  if  he  made  any 
noise.  They  took  him  forward  and  locked 
him  in  the  forecastle,  putting  a  guard 
over  him.  Four  of  them  went  alt,  and 
the  mate  hearing  the  noise  on  deck  came 
up  and  was  taken  in  the  same  manner 
and  put  in  the  forecastle  with  the  Capt. 
aiul  crew.  Mr.  (ireenough,  the  super- 
cargo, ill  attempting  to  conie  on  deck, 
was  kicked  down  into  the  cabin  and  two 
shots  fired  at  him.  The  pirates  conrmcd 
hiiu  to  his  berth  and  kept  a  guard  over 
liini,  with  orders  to  shoot  him  if  he  at- 
tempted to  make  any  resistance.  After 
keo[)ing  them  in  eonlineinent  for  eight 
days  tlioy  jmt  all  hands  into  the  small 
boat,  and  told  them  to  and  their  way  to 
land  tile  best  they  could.  Tliey  landed 
on  the  coast  of  Sisal,  alter  being  two  days 
ami  nights  at  sea.  There  they  got  j)as- 
sage  to  Havana  in  a  Spanish  brig,  and 
the  crew  were  sent  to  New  York  liy  the 
selioonor  H.  C.  Hell  from  Sisal. 

The  six  passengers  had  paid  their  jias- 
sage  to  New  Y'ork  from  Matanioras. 
Their  namos  were  T.  K.  Hogg,  of  Balti- 
more, J.  15rown.  of  Canada,  James  Clem- 
ents, Kelly  and  Brown  and  John  Wilson. 
This  Wilson  was  mate  with  (iordoii,  th'; 
slaver,  and  he  says  he  was  in  the  Tombs 
in  New  York  for  four  years  and  ten 
months. 

They  say  that  there  are  four  other  par- 
ties in  Matamoras  waiting  for  vessels  and 
chances  like  this,  and  that  they  are  sure 
to  get  them.  This  same  parly  expected 
to  have  had  a  steamer  at  Matanioras,  but 
it  got  away  before  they  had  their  plans 
laid.  After  they  had  put  the  Captain  and 
crew  in  the  small  boat  they  hoisted  the 
Confederate  tiag,  and  lired  ot!"  their  pis- 
tols as  a  salute,  saying  that  they  had  au- 
thority from  the  Confederate  (iovernment 
so  to  do.  When  asked  where  they  were 
bound,  they  said  to  lialize,  Honduras, 
'.vhere  they  could  sell  the  vessel  and  cargo. 
The  vess?d  was  owned  by  Francis  Gerety 
of  New  Y'ork.

Gen.  Burnsido  in  Cincinnati. 

From  tho  C'iucinnati  Comniorcial,  19th. 

]Major  Gener.al  Burnside  and  staff  left 
Knoxville  on  the  12th.  and  arrived  in  this 
city,  yesterday,  about  noon.  They  had 
a  severe  journey  through  the  mountains 
but  made  good  time.  The  General  re- 
ecdved  a  salute,  upon  landing  at  the  Cov- 
iiiglon  depot,  from  a  squad  of  artillery 
detailed  from  Newport  Barracks. 

Early  in  the  evening  he  was  serenaded 
at  the  Burnett  House,  and  made  a  few  a 
remarks,  as  follows : 

I ;  Kx.  r.uRx.sii>E''s  spkecii  . 
"My  Friexds — I  can  only  thank  you 
for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  you 
have  welcomed  me.  I  am  not  gifted  with 
the  power  of  speaking  to  an  audience 
like  this.  But,  gentlemen,  though  I  am 
unable  to  fully  express  myself  as  I  truly 
leel  in  re.-pect  to  the  great  events  that 
arc  transpiring,  allow  me  to  assure  you 
that  no  one  can  feel  more  thankful  than  I 
f  do  at  the  loyal  people  of  the  country 
for  their  devotion  to  the  great  cause  in 
whicii  we  are  struggling.  1  am  thankful 
for  yoar  kind  estimation  of  the,  value  of 
my  services,  and  can  only  say  that  I 
have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty,  and 
shall  endeavor  to  do  still  beHer  in 
any  future  position  to  which  I  may  l)e 
called.  I  sincerely  tiope  that  peace  may 
soon  be  restored  to  onr  beloved  country  ;

The   Funeral  of  Oen.  Unforfl. 

The  funeral  of  Major  General  Buford 
took  place  here  to-day,  at  tiie  church  of 
Ilev.  \)t.  Gurley.  The  escort  composed 
of  a  regiment  of  invalids,  two  sections  of 
artillery  and  a  squadron  of  cavalry, moved 


conveyed  to  West  Point  by  a  special 
train.  The  (ieneraPs  favorite  horse, 
'•(irey  JOagle,"  was  led  behind  thehearse. 
A  large  number  of  ollicers  on  horsidiaok 
joined  in  the  proce  sioii,  and  the  side- 
walks were  completely  obstrucled  by  the 
dense  throng.  All  the  Hags  were  at  half 
mast  and  bells  tolled  as  the  procession 
moved  through  the  city.  Secretary  S'au- 
ton  and  wife,  and  Major  General  llal- 
leck  were  present  at  the  funeral.  There 
was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  in  the  house  when 
Dr.  (iurley  recounted  the  services  ol  the 
deceased.  Chaplain  (Jrace  made  a  most 
eloipient  prayer,  and  the  whole  services 
were  of  the  most  impressive  and  allect- 
ing  character. 

i'hc  last  wonls  of  (Jener.al  Buford,  in 
a  state  of  scnii-deliriuin,  were  highly 
characteristic  ol  the  man  and  the  soldier 
With  the  energy  of  delirium,  he  exclaim- 
ed, with  his  last  breath:  "  Send  lor  the 
brigade  commanders  ;  put  guards  on  all 
those  roads,  and  keep  those  men  from 
going  to  the  rear.'' 

Mrs.  Buford  rose  from  a  sick  bed  to 
reach  this  city.  On  the  way  the  sleeping 
car  which  she  occupied  took  lire,  and  the 
excitement  attending  this  added  to  her 
nervous  excitement.  To-day  her  system 
was  so  utterly  prostrated  that  she  was 
unable  to  attend  the  funeral  or  accompany 
the  remains  to  their  last  resting  place. 
Sergeant  Moore,  bugler  of  the  Secoinl 
United  states  cavalry,  who  entered  that 
regiment  as  a  boy.  and  had  been  the  fav- 
orite orderly  ol  the  (Jeneral  ever  sin.v 
he  was  made  brigadier,  and  Seegeaut 
Tully,  of  the  same  regiment,  have  iioen 
detailed  to  accompany  the  body  to  AVcst 
Point.  The  General  had  sullered  from 
(•lironie  dystontery  ever  since  the  liunoiis 
I'tah  expeilition,  m  which  he  took  a 
most  active  part,  and  experienced  the 
most  severe  of  its  rigors.  .Many  of  the 
old  olHoers  ol  his  rej;iment  are  laboring 
under  tlie  same  aliiiction,  and  of  the 
West  point  class  to  which  he  belonged 
only  six  are  now  alive.  —  Wasliiiiytun  Let- 
ter', 20fh.

to   milikeu'tt    JSeiitl. 

Onr  readers  will  remember  the  capture, 
in  June  last,  of  a  company  of  colored 
soldiers  at  Millikei-i's  Bend,  Missisaipjii, 
while  Grant  was  investing  Vicksburg. 
They  were  taken  while  fighting  bravely, 
with  the  odds  fearfully  against  them,  "it 
was  the  first  instance  of  note  in  which 
colored  soldiers  were  in  action,  and  the 
men  proved  their  bravery  and  capacity  to 
the  admiration  even  of  those  who  doubted 
the  ability  of  the  freedmen  to  make  sol- 
diers. The  engagement  took  place  at 
Milliken's  Bend,  a  i'evr  miles  north  of 
of  Vicksburg.  A  captain,  first  lieuten- 
ant and  about  eighty  men  were  taken 
prisoners.  Since  their  captivity  their 
fate  has  been  involved  in  profound  mys- 
tery. Nothing  ollicial  could  be  learned 
concerning  them,  and  from  well  known 
vindictiveness  of  the  rebel  military  au- 
thorities the  wovstwas  apprehended. 

Information  has  been  received  at  the 
War  Department,  by  way  of  Texas,  stat- 
ing that  these  apprehensions  were  too 
well  founded.  It  a[)pears  that  the  pris- 
oners were  conveyed  into  the  country 
several  miles  and  j)laced  in  close  confine- 
ment. No  intimation  of  their  fate  was 
given  them.  After  several  days  the  two 
ollicers  v.-ere  taken  out  at  dead  of  night, 
and  word  given  out  that  they  had  escaped. 
It  now  appears  that  they  were  hanged 
without  previous  notice  or  even  a  sem 
blance  of  trial,  in  obedierce  to  a  secret 
order  from  the  llebel  Secretary  of  War. 
A  few  days  afterwards  the  other  prison- 
ers also  disappeared  mysteriously,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  but  the}-,  also,  were 
secretly  murdered  bydirettion  of  the 
Kiehmond  authorities.  What  retallia- 
tion  shall  be  inflicted  for  these  most  bar- 
barous atrocities  is  yet  to  be  determined. 
It  does  not  appear  as  yet  that  any  color- 
ed soldier  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
r.'bels  who  was  not  either  put  to  death 
on  the  spot  or  subsequently  assassinated 
in  secret  by  order  from  Richmond. 

The    Proji<>K«>(l  Amendnieutii    to    the 
£nrullnient   Act. 

Senator  Wilson's  bill  to  amend  tlie  En- 
rohnei  t  act,  now  pending  in  Congres.«, 
makes  several  important  changes  in  the 
aol  approved  March  .3,  18(i3.  The  pro- 
visions for  exemption,  are  more  strin- 
gent, the  division  of  enrolled  men  into 
two  classes  is  repealed,  volunteers  who 
may  enlist  after  a  draft  is  ordered  are  to 
be  credited  to  the  town  or  county,  and 
permission  is  given  to  any  drafted  man 
to  furnish  a  substitute  but  not  to  pav 
commutation  money. 

The  clauses  in  relation  to  exemption 
read  as  follows  in  the  new  bill — the  pro- 
posed amendments  printed    in  brackets : 

That  the  following  jicrsons  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  excepted  and  exempted  from  the  pro- 
visions ot  this  aet,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to 
niilit.iry  duty  under  the  same,  to  wit:  Such  as 
arc  rejected  .ns  physically  or  mcnt.illy  unlit  for 
the  service;  also,  first,  the  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States,  the  judges  of  the  various 
courts  of  the  United  States,  tho  heads  of  the 
various  executive  dcp.irtments  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  the  (iovcrnors  of  the  several  states ;

The  ITonse  of  Hope  Sunday  School  held  its 
F.iirhth  Anniversary  on  Christmas  miming  at 
half-p.tst  nine  oVK)ck.  A  largo  concourse  of 
the  schidars,  teachers  and  p  irents  were  pres- 
ent, and  the  church  was  finely  dccoratvul  w  ith 
cvergrci  ns,  a'ul  two  immense  Chri.-tuuis  trees. 
'•  Tlk'  (iohhn  Sliore"  was  snng  as  an  opening 
hymn,  and  lollo\rcdby  reading  of  the  account 
of  the  birth  I'f  Christ,  and  i)raycr  by  the  Pas- 
ter, F.  A.  Noble.  "The  Better  liina "  was 
then  snng,  which  was  followed  by  the  Plead- 
ing of  the  Annual  Ueport,  by  II.  Knox  Taylor, 
the  Superintend. lit.

Mr.  Troeger,  anddi;tiibution  (tf 
gifts  from  the  Cliri>tinis  Tree,  which  was  fine- 
ly dccor.-.tcd.  The  little  folks  enjoyed  it 
Jmgely. 

Tiie  congregation  of  this  church  is  in  very 
flourishing  circnmstances,  has  alxmt  one  hnn- 
drdl  and  fifty  conmunicants,  and  continually 
increasing.

It  was  general- 
ly supposeil  in  each  case  that  the  /lorsr  had 
been  drinking  a  little  too  nmch  egg  nogg. 

AT  noMi', 
numerous  parties  gave  all  a  chance  to  pass  a 
merry  Christmas  among  friends.  These  so- 
cial re-unions  arc  too  little  valued  in  the 
hurry  !ind  in--i:i^  -eel  of  .Vmerican  society. 
Conid  Christmas  orn  similar  ludiday  come 
once  a  moUilt  iiulc.ul  of  "once  a  year,"  it 
would  be  well.  To  gatlicr  around  the  ma- 
hogany of  some  friend,  or  one's  own,  even, 
and  discuss  oysters,  turkey  and  egg  nogg  in 
social  discourse,  woidd  finmanizr  many  who 
are  now,  for  want  of  such  relining  customs, 
but  little  better  than  gorillas. 

All  in  all,  Christmas,  ISCi.'J,  was  one  of  the 
pleasantest  recurrtiices  of  that  festival  ever 
passed  in  St.  Paul.  All  enjoyed  it,  and  the 
hearts  of  many  were  made  glad  by  the  kind 
gifts  oi  friends,  cementing  friendships,  and 
gilding  life's  "iron  road." 


Al.K    AXI>    PoKTKl:    MAXCKACXrUKS. — 

The  mannt'actnre  of  Ale  and  Porter  is  be- 
coming an  inipoitant  branch  of  our  industry. 
Messrs.  Drury  and  Scotten  have  recently  got 
their  new  malt  honse  in  operation,  at  a  cost 
of  $7,0iK).  It  is  the  most  complete  <»ne  in  the 
Northwest,  and  is  built  of  heavy  limestone 
at  the  base  of  Dayttni's  bluir.  The  barley  is 
jKit  into  a  steei)iiig  vat,  and  from  thence  to  a 
lar.ire  "gr-)wing  lloor"  where  a  temperature  of 
11'^  is  maiutaincd,  summer  and  winter. 
Thence  it  is  transferred  to  the  drying  kiln 
which  holds  Pi.)  Inishels.  The  next  process 
is  the  grimling,  and  the  malt  is  now  taken  to 
the  brewery  building  adjoining  the  malt 
house.  The  boiling  or  "mashing"  is  here 
performed,  and  the  litiuor,  after  cooling,  i- 
drawn  into  barrels,  taken  to  the  fermenting 
room,  and  when  the  fermenting  fs  over,  to 
the  stora.ge  cellar. 

This  cellar  is  an  institution  which  deserves 
especial  notice.  It  is  a  huge  cavp,  oOO  feet 
long,  aliout  20  wide,  and  eight  in  height,  hew- 
ed out  of  the  sand-stone  strata,  ajid  dividcil 
into  galleries.  Here  the  ale  is  stored  until  it 
has  acquired  age.  The  temperature  docs  not 
vary  a  degree  from  one  year  to  another,  and 
the  ale  ac  piires  a  flavor  that  no  other  kind  of 
storage  can  imp.irt  to  it.  Hence  the  reputa- 
tion of  St.  Paul  .\le  and  Beer,  for  no  other 
point  in  the  west  has  such  a  place  for  Ale  cel- 
lars. Could  the  Chicago  brewers  get  such 
cellars,  they  could  make  fortunes.  Even  in 
that  city  St.  l*aul  .Vic  has  acquired  a  rcinita- 
ti on,  and  is  sought  after.  iMessrs.  Drcwry  & 
Sjotten  have  orders  from  there  ami  other 
places  below,  which  they  cannot  fill.  Here  is 
a  sample : 

They  are  all    calling  for  St.  Paul  Ale,  and 

for  G sake  gentlemen  let  me  have  all  you 

can  of  yair  ale.  The  people  here  think  theie 
is  no  such  ale  as  this  oi'  yours.  It  beats  any- 
thing they  have  had  in  this  western  country  ; 
and  my  fortune  is  made  if  I  can  but  get  down 
a  lut  of  yoiiraie  and  porter. 

Mcssi-P.  D.  &  S.,  shipped  about  .fGOO 
Worth  last  season,  but  will  be  able  to  export 
as  many  thousands  next  summer. 

Their  barrels  arc  all  made  on  the  premises. 
The  Hops  arc  of  New  York  growth,  and  cost 
oO  cents  per  lb.  Two  hundred  bale-,  costing

Saint  Pail,  Nov.  21,  l«(i3.  3 
To  aid  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  and  to  hap- 
ten the  termination  of  civil  war,  the  President 
of  the  linited  States  has  by  Proclamntion  of 
the  17th  October  ult.,  called  for  300.()(K)  vol- 
unteers to  serve  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years. 

Under  this  call  Minnesota  will  lie  rc(iuired 
to  furnish  for  its  quota  at  least  three  thousand 
men. 

The  Proclamation  of  the  President  assures 
us,  that,  if  this  quota  is  not  raised  before  the 
jth  day  of  gianuary  next,  "the  drift  shall 
coinmencc"  on  that  day. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  owe  under  the  late 
call  for  20  )ier  cent,  of  the  first  class  of  enroll- 
ed national  forces  1,207  men. 

The  Secretary  of  M'ar  has  authorized  ns  to 
cancel  this  debt  by  raising  a  Kegiincut  of  Cav- 
alry, which  it  is  understmid  shall  be  employ- 
ed in  the  frontier  service  so  long  as  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  jirofect  us  against  the  incursions 
of  hostile  savages. 

The  slow  progress  which  has  been  already 
made  in  filling  this  regiment,  impcralivcly 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  lives  and  proj)- 
erty  on  our  border,  gives  faint  hope  of  siie- 
ccss  in  raising  the  number  requisite  to  avoid  a 
draft. 

;/  ill  addition  to  the  fact  that  th  s  regiment 
is  to  be  used  in  our  own  ser\  ice  anl  to  pro- 
vide for  the  security  of  our  own  fanrlies,  it  is 
necessary  to  offer  further  inducements  to  en- 
list, I  recommend  that  the  several  counties 
and  townships  of  the  State  pay  such  bounties 
SIS  may  bo  required  to  secure  spccily  cnlist- 
me»ts  in  the  Second  Cavalry  Uegimcnt. 

It  should  be  a  u.attcr  of  Stale  pride  to  fill 
this  regiment  at  an  early  day. 

The  bounty  offered  by  (■■overnmcnt  is  $.102 
for  each  recruit,  and  the  State  authorities  will 
endeavor  to  have  it  increased  to  p02,  the 
amount  ofTercd  to  those  enlisting  in  the  old 
regiments. 

Whether  this  application  is  successful  or 
not,  there  s^honld  be  no  del.ay  in  supplying  a 
force  necessary  f,)r  the  safety  and  prosperity 
of  our  State,  to  be  paid  and  sujiportod  by  the 
N.ational  Governmeni. 

The  present  call  for  300,000  men  is  intended 
cspei  ially  to  fill  the  ranks  of  decimated  regi- 
ments now  in  the  field. 

Wc  have  in  this  State  about  30,000  men 
enrolled  as  State  Militia.  If  the  energy  and 
enthusiasm  heretofoi-e  manifested  by  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  still  live,  we  can  easily  fur- 
nish the  number  required  from  us  to  end  this 
teirible  war,  amounting  only  to  one  in  ten  of 
our  State  troops. 

The  bounty  offered  by  the  Govcniment  is 
munificent,  and  sufficient  to  enable  men  in 
any  comlilion  of  life  to  devote  themselves  to 
the  work. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  war  will  la.st  for 
two  years,  and  .<^102  bounty  to  veterans  and 
:jfi'302  to  new  recruils,  bcsidcsi  the  re^nilir  pay 
and  rations  is  as  much  as  laboring  men  can 
expect  to  realize  in  the  pursuit  of  any  ordinary 
branch  of  mtlnstry. 

But  there  are  higher  motives  to  induce  our 
people  to  respond  heartily  and  promptly  to 
the  demands  of  the  Government. 

Peace  can  only  come  as  the  result  of  victory 
over  the  rebels  in  arms.  We  have  the  power, 
Ihe  men  and  munitions,  to  win  the  victory. 
The  more  readily  wc  funii.sh  them,  the  earl- 
ier  will   be  the  end  of  the  struggle. 

Our  regiments  novt- in  the  field  h.nve  shed 
an  immortal  lustre  upon  our  State.  lIii;tory 
furnishes  no  parallel  to  their  heroic  achiev- 
ments,  and  in  whatever  portion  of  the  Union 
a  citizen  of  Minnesota  may  go,  he  feels  him- 
self surronndcd  with  the  giory  they  have  won. 

Now,  on  the  very  eve  of  final  victory,  the 
patriotic  people  of  this  State  will  not  leave 
them  v.ith  their  thinned  ranks,  to  fight  this 
battle  alone. 

Such  a  war  "costs  treasure  and  blood,"  but 
its  speedy  and  triumphant  conclusion  "will 
richly  compensate  for  both." 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  have  each  town- 
ship in  the  State  credited  with  the  number  of 
men  it  has  heretofore  funiishcd,  or  may  fur- 
nish, for  the  service. 

The  result  will  be  made  public  as  soon  as  it 
is  known,  by  this  Department. 

The  time  for  action  in  this  matter  is  vciy 
short,  and  I  ask  the  people  of  Minnesota  to 
use  every  infinence  that  patriotism  or  monev 
can  exert,  to  sustiiin  her  proud  position,  anil 
save  her  from  the  im])cnding  dnifc.
